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GEOGRAPHY 
Natural Features 


Position: The Democratic Peoples Republic of Koren tr mide up of 
the Korean Peninsule, which extends north and south rrom the on: t-central 
portion of the Asien continent, end over 3,300 islends in the aajacent 
waters. 

Our country's northernmost, point is Ptungso'-ri, Onso'ny-)un, 
Hamgyo'ng-bukto (42° Of 36" north latitude); the southernnnst. point is 
Mnara~do located on the west side of Cheju-do (33° 6' 40" north Latitude); 
the westernmost point is Maan-do, located on the west side of Sindo. 
Yongch'o'n-gun, P!yo'nyan-bukto, 124° 11! O" east longitude); and the 
ensternmost point, is Tok-to, locnted on the enst side of Ullu'ng-do (131° 
51' 20" enst longitude). 

Situnted climatically in the northern temperate zone, our country 
has four clearly chanying seasons which suit the activities of the neople,. 

The nature of such a gecyraphical location, combined with the fact 
that our country extends a long, way from north to south, the fact thrt the 
Climnte 1s good and the topography and geography complex, mkes our 
country's naturel environment. better and more varied, ann enuses nn abun- 
dance of all kinds of naturnl resources, 

Area: The total area of the territory is 2.0,77) scurre kllometers 
and represents about 1/676 of the total lend aren of the worl, The 
longest distance north to south is 840 kilometers (Chunpgn yy -Hronem, the 
southern extremity of the veninsuln) and enst to west the ionrest distance 
is 354 kilometers (Chanysanjot-Yanpyang) . 

Boundaries: Since our country is a maritime nation, the sen makes 
up about 87% of the entire boundary of the country (about &,700 kilometers, 
not counting islands), The land border extends for nbout 1201) kilometers 
along the Yalu River and Tuman River, where our country adjoins the Peoples 
Republic of China and the Soviet Union (the border with the Soviet Union is 
16.5 kilometers long). 

Geologys Our country cnme into existence between the times of the 
formetion of east Asia. Most of the area belongs to the eastern periphery 
of the Sino-Korean continent (latter part of primeval times). The north- 


eastern area is of the Paleozoic ern ona the southenstern area is of the 
iesozoic era, A crystalized buse occuples 46% of the total ie. 

Rock of the Mesozoic era makes up about <4, new-ern eruptive rock com- 

prises 84, and pccumulated rock accounts for about 22%. As a stabile land, 

our country's volceno activity is localized, and at the present time there 

are no ective volcanoes; there are merely a tew enrth tremors. 

In connection with utilizing, peolovy, there are over 80 mineral 
springs in our country. 

Topography: Mountsinous land comprises about 8&0 per cent of the 
total territory of our country, end flat lsnd accounts for no more than 
«0 per cent. Averaye elevation in our country is 48 meters, lower than 
the 875 meter rvernaye elevation of the world. 

Our country is a mountainous country, but about (& per cent of the 
mountaineus land is less than 500 meters hiph, enu most ot ft fs adsly or 
contains low mounteins. Areas where there ara mountrin: over -O00 meters 
high are Suepeae ty few, 
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The mountainous land in our country is predominantly in the northern 
and ersterm vpnarts; the west const and south const are areas of eredual 
Slopes and flat lands. 

Therefore, this is directly reflected in the arrangement. of the river 
system; there are many streams and rivers which flow from east, to west, and 
vide, alluvial plains have developed in the valleys of these rivers and 
streams. 

Plains: The plains are located mainly salon: the middle end lower 
reeches of large rivers and in coastel regions. ‘Wide plains are numerous 
Along the west const in particuler; there are few plains along the anst 
coast end south coast. 

The area occupied by plains is no more than <0; of the territory of 
our country, but the sojl is fertile and farmlend, pertjenl: rly paddies, is 
concentrated there, so it is the center of agriculture in our country. 

The important plains on the west coast are the Yonxch'to'n, Unfjotu, 
end Anju pleins, the P'yo'ngyang peneplain, and the Uhaeryo'ny, Yo'tnbnek, 
Kimpto, P'yo'nirt'aek, Naeptc, Honam, and Cho'nnam plains. On the eant coast 
there are the Susotny, Kilchu, Hamhu'ng, and Yo'nghu'ng plains, and on the 
southern cosst there are the Chinju and Kimhae plains. 

The largest of these plains are the Chraeryo'n;; plain, the Honam 
plain, ond the P'yotngyang peneplain (the area of each being about 500 
sauare kilometers). After these coine the Anju, Yo'nbaek, and Hamhu'ng 
plains (the area of each being about 300 square kilometers). 

The plains form the main agricultural region of our country. 


Mountein Ranges and Hitlss; Mountatn ranges and hills in our country 
are arranyed in several different directtona, 

The Mach'o'nnyo'ng Mountain Range stretches from Prektu-san in a 
southeasterly direction to the east eonst. In this monntatn rane, moun- 
tains of more than <,000 meters rise in succession. ‘The Hnmpryo! ny Mountain 
Range stretches from almost the center of the Machto'nnyotng Mountain Range 
in a northeasterly direction, snd, in the other direction, the Pujo'nnyo'tng 
Mountain Range extends southwesterly. In the Hamevo'ny Mountain tanya rise 
numerous summits over <,000 meters; the hiy;hest amony these is Kwangmo-bong, 
<,541 meters high and second in height to Paektu-san, ‘The eastern slopes of 
the Hamgyo'ng Mountain Range and the Pujonnyo'ng Mountain Ranje are very 
steep, but on the opposite side the comparatively gentle Kaenn Plateau and 
Paenamu Plateau have developed. To the west of the Kaema Plateau, parallel 
to the Mach'o'nnyo'ng Mountain Range, extends the Nangnim Mountain Range. 

To the west of the Nangnim Mountain Range the Kangnam Mountain Range and the 
SE Mountain Range extend to the west coast, gradually becoming 
ower. 

Running along the central part of the eagt coast and extending in a 
north-south direction is the T'aebaek Mountain Range, the ridge mountain 
range of our country. Its eastern slopes are very steep and its western 
Slopes are gradual, forming a platenn. In this mountain range rise the 
world renowned Ku'mgany-san (1,638 meters), Hill 1,211, So'rak-soan (1,708 
meters), Odae-san (1,563 maters), and Ttaebaek-san (1,561 meters), providing 
a beautiful and spectacular alpine view, 

Stretching in a southeasterly direction are the Kwangju Mountain 
Range west of the Ttaebnek Mountain Range, the Chatryo'ng Mountain Range in 
the central portion, and to the south the Kyo'ngsang Mountain Range, the 
Noryo'ng Mountain Range, and the Sobnek Mountain Range (for the most part 
the heights are 500-1,900 meters). 

Climates The climate of our country is comparatively mild, but at 
the same time, because of the influence of seasonal winis, the yearly tem- 
perature variation is considerable and there is a distinet drv season in 
winter and a rainy senson in summer. 

The annunl mean temperature in most areas, except for seme inland 
plateaus is 6° G, and in the region nlong the southern coast, 18 1” Ge 

Our country hss a considerable amount of preetpitation. Except for 
the northern part. of the east coast and the inland pliteau regions (500-700 
millimeters), most areas have a total annual precipitation of from 800 to 
1500 millimeters. 

Another characteristic of our country's climete is the fact that, 
because of reographical loention and natural geographic conditions, the 
atmospheric circulation takes on the character of senasonal winds. Conse- 
quently, in winter, we are dominated by a continental sersonrl winds that is 
connected with the development of a continental high pressure system. In 
summer, to the contrary, we are dominnted by a seasonal ocean wind because 
of the development of the Pacific Ocean high pressure system. 

Accordingly, in winter it is cold and dry and in summer the tempera- 
ture and humidity are high (about 50% to 60% of the total annual precipita~ 
tion falls in June, July, and August). Because of the shifting of winds, in 


spring and fall there fs little influence from either the Inn] or the sen, 
so the weather is mostly warm and clermr, 

The temperature rises sherply in the spring and necordlngly so does 
the mmount of evaporation. As a result, this Is the driest time of the year, 

The fall, when the wenther is venerally clerr end wer, is the best 
time of the year. However, because of the wind from the continent. at this 
time, there are mony times when the temperature drops sherply. 

Temperatures ‘lhe avera)e annual temperature in our country is 10° Cc, 
In the north it, is 4° C3; dn the central portion, 10° GC; «snd jn the south- 
ern coastel region and southern islands, 14° GC, The average temperature in 
Jenusry in the southern constnal region and on the southern islands is 3° Gc, 
Tf we compare the temperatures on the east and west coasts, we find that. the 
temperature on the enst const is <9 C higher except. in summer, 

The difference in temperature between the north and the south is very 
erent in winter but very slight in summer. 

The average temperature of the warmest month, July or Aupust, is 
generally eround <6° C, but. in the mountainous regions and pletean regions 
in the east it is 20° C. 

The average temperature for January on the southern corst is <9 G but, 
in the inland regions in the north, the tempernture Calls helow 21° © below 
zero. The maximum temperature in our country was 40.39 G on 1 August 1932 
(there were days when the temperature reached 40° C in July in some northern 
inland areas). The lowest temperature observed was 43.6° C helow zero in 
Chunggang on l2 January 1933. 

Precipitation: Snow falls in the mountainous ares of the north from 
the latter part of October until April of the next year rnd in other sreag 
from the beginning of November untjl the following April. 

Rain falls in all srens from June to August and comprises 50 to 604 
of the total annual precipitation. In most reas the total annual precipi- 
tation is 800-1,000 millimeters. In the southern coastal region, where it 
is the heaviest, it exceeds 1,400 millimeters, In the Tuman River ares, 
where it is the highest, there nre places which neve leas then 500 milli- 
neters,. 

The ereas jn our country where it. rains the most are the southerm 
coastel region, the upper valley of the Ch'o'ngchto'tn-gany and the 
Teeryo'ny-geng of the western mountsinous regions rnd *he valley of the 
Imjin-gune of the Ch'uperyotny district. The amount in Cheju-do end 
Ullu'ng-do is about 1,400 millimeters. Areas where there is little rainfell 
are the Paenzmu Pletenu, the northern part of the erst coust, and the lower 
reaches of the Taedong-pang. Precipitation in these rxress is 600-700 milli- 
meters. ‘The p.rentest, annual rainfall on record in our country is 3,150.3 
uillimeters in Uhany jin in 1954. 

Rivers and Lakes: The rivers of our country are all divided into 
rivers vhich [low into the Vester Sea, Eastern Sea, or Southern ves. 

Since the slopes dom to tha vestern Sea and the Southern Sea are 
gentle, there are such big rivers as the Amnok~-kang ‘Yalu Rivers Teedong- 
pang, Ch'o'tngch'o'ng-vany, Han-gang, Ku'm-gang, So'tmjin-gang, and Naktong- 
sank. To the contrary, the slopes down to the Eastern Sea are always very 


steep, so, except lor the Tuman-gang, there are no lon;, rivers, 

In our country there are over 30 rivers whose Lenyth exceeds 50 kilo- 
meters, Through these rivers 97.45 square kilometers of water flow to the 
sea per year, They represent the majority of our country's natural water 
resources, 

In our country there are many natural lnkes. beginning with Chto'nji 
and Changyo'n lakes, and there are many reservoirs, such as Sup!ung-ho, 
Cnangjin-ho, Pujo'n-ho, Yo'nptung Reservoir, and T'aeso'ng Reservoir. 

The Sea: Our country 1s a maritime nation, surrounded on three sides 
by the sea, 

The Eastern Sea is the widest and the deepest of the seas surrounding 
our country. The area of the Eastern Sea is about one million suare kilo- 
meters, its average depth is about 1,700 meters, and its deepest spot is 
3,669 meters. The totai length of the coastline (mouth of Tuman-gani-south~- 
west of Pusan) is about 1,727 kilometers. Compared to the Viestern Sea and 
Southern Sea, it 1s calmer and has fewer islands. The temperature of the 
water surface in the summer ranges from 25° C to <8° C and in the winter is 
about 1° ¢, 

The salinity of the Eastern Sea is 34.5%, and the difference between 
morning and evening tides is extremely slixht (0.2 meter). As to currents, 
the East Korean Current, which is 8 warm current, «nd the Taema Current flow 
through the Korea Straits in the south, and the Iman Current, which is a 
cold current, flows from the north. 

The area of the Western Sea is about 5.0,000 s:uare kilometers, and 
the total length of the coastline is 4,719 kilometers. The averse depth of 
the sea is about 40 meters; the deepest spot is no more than 106 meters. 

The water temperature oes down to about zero in the winter and goas up to 
25° © in the summer. The salinity is penerally less than 33.0%. 

In the central pact of the Western Sea there flows the West Korean 
Current, which has broken off from the Kuroshio in the Pacific Ocean. The 
difference between mormminy and evening tides in the Western Sea is great 
(8.1 meters at. Inch'o'n Harbor and 8.2 meters at Asan Bay), and the water is 
shallow. Consequently, there are over 500,000 cho'ngbo of wide tidelands 
along the const (300,000 cho'ngbo in the northern half of the Republic alone). 
Prospects are great that these will t+ used as important farm lands, as 
bases for salt industries, ond as grounds for cultivating seaweed, 

The aren of the Southern Sea is sbout 100,000 square kilometers, and 
the total lenyth of the coastline 1s <,<46 kilometers. The avernje depth is 
about 120 meters, and the deepest spot is 167 meters. ater temperature on 
the surface in the summer is <8° C-30° C and in the winter goes dow. to 130 G 
Salinity is about 34.97, 

The difference between morning and evening, tides is about two meters, 
and there are about. .00,000 cho'tngbo of tidelands along the coast. In the 
Southern Sea there are over «',<0O islands, including Cheju-do, Ko'je-do, 
end Namhae-do, and they constitute 6 world-renowned archipelago. 

Flora and Fauna: Because of the abundance of natural geographic con- 
ditions in our country, the flora and fauna are very abundent. According to 
data investigated and researched up through 1963, there are over 4000 vari- 
eties of plants belonging to 903 genera of 167 families. 


Our country really hes a large number and & wide variety of plants 
and is one grent naturel botanical gerden. In the highlands of the north 
there are such friyid zone plants as the punbi tree, the kamunbi tree 
[spruce », snd inne grass; in the regions of the south there are such sub- 
tropical plants as the pukkasitree, the ch'aemgasi tree /both names imply a 
kind of thorny tree or bush/, and the camellia; and there are tempernte zone 
plants that are peculiar to our country. 

Our country is famous throuyyhout the world for its many indigenous 
plants as a result of the special nature of the course of our ancient peo- 
yraphical development. Some examples are the Ku'mgang dotted bellflower of 
Ku'lmgang-san; the miso'n tree of Chinch'o'n-gun, Ch'ungch'otng-bukto, which 
is the only one of its kind in the world; the Ko'msan bellflower of 
Ko'msannyo'ng; the Changsu malli flower of Changsu-san; and the Ku' megang 
kuksu tree of Kumpang-san. 

Animal life in our country is abundant also. According to data in- 
vestigated end researched up through 1963, there are over 1,100 species of 
vertebrate animals alone. Of those there are 104 species of mammals, 423 
species of birds, <7 species of reptiles, 15 species of amphibinns, and 520 
species of fish. In comparison with other countries which have similar geo- 
“uraphical location and area, this is a very large figure. Furthermore, there 
are many species of indipzenous animals also. 

There sre over 100 species of indifenous especies, includin; the 
pokchak deer, a mammal of a species peculiar to our country; the wellknown 
kutllak bird, an indigenous species (found in Kaeso'nyg, P'yo'nsan, 
Kangnu'ng, and points south); and the santtokki [a kind of’ rabbit/, which 
is an indigenous species. Besides these, as a result of our Party's correct 
policy, such foreijm animals as the deer and silver-black fox have been 
acclimatized, so animals are growing more abundant in our country. 

Soil: A wide variety of superior soil is distributed throughout our 
country. 

In the comparatively high mountainous region of the northern part of 
our country, mountainous bleached soil has developed under_the influence of 
coniferous forests, beginning with the punbi and kamunbi /trees/. In the 
vicinity of mountain summits above the timberline, the soil is mountainous, 
moist, and steppe-Like. 

In the comparatively cold central mountainous region, mountainous 
forested brown soil is distributed under the influence of coniferous forests 
and mixed coniferous-deciduous forests. In its lower area, where mixed 
coniferous-deciquous forests and deciduous forests grow, forested brown soli 
has developed. This soil is the most important soil for cultivating, field 
crops. 

In the southern part of the central temperate zone where deciduous 
forests grow, mountainous forested reddish-brow soil and forested reddish- 
brom soil have developed in the flat lands and in the low mountains, except 
where the mountains are comparatively high. 

This soil gradually formed in this region, which is located mid way 
hetween the red soil of the south and the forested brow soil which is 
distributed in the north and in part of the central portion. 


In the southern coastel region, red soil and yellow soil have devel- 
oped, under the influence of a subtropical climate and subtropical forests, 
jncluding deciduous forests at the foot of the mounteins beginning with the 
camellia. 

The really fertile soils in our country are paddy soil, alluvial soil, 
tjdeland soil, and marshlend soil. 

Tideland soil is distrituted along our west and south coasts, where 
the difference in morning and evening tides is great. These are important 
objects of natural transformetion. 

Paddy soil, which is distributed in all our plains areas, is a cul- 
tural soil that 1s connected closely with the development of agriculture, 
and it occupies the most important place in the production of vrain in our 
country. 

Alluvisl soil is deposited through flooding or sccumulation at the 
mouth of a river. The ares of alluvisl soil is not so wide, but most. of 
this soil is used for man's economic activities, and at the present most. of 
it has been converted to padvies. 


Natural Resources 

Underground Resources: Our country is well known throughout the 
world for its natural resources, 

Over 300 kinds of mineral have been discovered to date and of that 
number about <0O kinds have economic value. Of these we rank tenth in the 
world in the amount extracted or in reserve of such minerals as gold, 
wolfram, molybdenum, graphite, magnesite, limestone, mica, snd fluorsper. 

Buried in abundance in our country also are iron, coal, lead, zinc, 
copper, aluminum, apatite, fire-proofing materials, and rare elements and 
minerais. 

Besides these, there are various other useful minerale, such as 
manganese, nickel, talc, silicone, kaolin, esbestos, granite, and marble. 

Water-power Resources: Qur country is one of the countries of the 
world where water power resources are abundant. 

According to data investigated to date, our country has water-power 
resources capable of generating over 10 million kilowatts. (This is by far 
more than the 5.8 million kilowatts of France, which has rbundant. water- 
power resources in western Furope). 

If’ we look at the rivers which have many water--pover resources, they 
are the Amnok-kany system, the Tuman-poeng system, the Taedong-gang system, 
the Chio'nichto'n-pgnany system, the Imjin-sang system, the Han-gang system, 
the Ku'm-gang syatem and the Naktong-gang system. Of these, the ones which 
have the most water--power resources are the Amnok-kang valley (<.8 million 
kilowatts) and the Tuman-gang valley (one million kilowstts). These two 
river basins are the most abundent water-power resources areas in the world. 

Moreover, on our western and southern coasts, there are abundant 
water-power resources. They reach several million kilowetts. According to 
initial calculations, the west coast alone has the capability to develop at 
least 40 billion kilowatts. 


Forest. Resources: Our country is one of the countries with the 
highest proportion of forest ares. Covering 16 million chotngbo, this 
represents 737 of the total aren of the country, 

58.6), of the forested area is in the northern helf of Korea, and the 
remaining 41.45 is in the southerm half. 

There ere over 1,300 kinds of forest plants in our country. Of those, 
tell trees alone necount for 19 varieties of soniYerous trees and 126 vari- 
eties of deciduoun trens. Economically useful plants are abundant in our 
forests; these include over 700 types of plants for medicinal use, over «00 
types of wild veyetables, and over 450 types of plants for industriel use. 

The following are some of the useful plants found in the forest, just 
to name the importent ones. For fiber end paper manufacture, there are ihe 
punbi tree, the kamunbi tree, the hwengceh'to'l tree, the tak tree, and the 
nobak vine. For oils and feats, there are the chat tree, “the karae tree, the 
hodu tree, the ch'op'i tree, and the like. for wild fruit, there are the 
chestnut tree, the wild peer tree, the blueberry tree, the rpricot tree, wild 
Vines, tarae, wild strawberries, and the plum tree. For ayes, there are the 
Ssitek “ree, the sintpal tree, and the tto'kal tree, As special materials, 
there are chtemdae /a kind of bamboo/, the paulownin tree, the hwangpyo'tnygpt's 
tree, and others. 

Marine Resources: As a meritime nation that. is surrounded by the sea 
on three sides, our country is one of the countries in the world that. har 
abundant marine resources. 

Our country's east coast, becenuse it is an wres where n cold and a 
warm current intersect, js one ot the three largest fishing, grounds in the 
world where fish from both cold nnd warm currents collect. 

Our country's marine resources amount to over 650 varieties, of which 
over 530 varieties live in the sea and over 1<0 varieties live in lekes end 
reservoirs. Considering both the cuantities and the uses of the resources 
found among these, there are over 120 varieties which have significance from 
the marine industries standpoint, including 95 varieties of fish. Some of 
the representative ones in the Western Sea are the yellow corvina, the 
lobster, the croaker, the red snapper, samchi. /a type of mackeral/ the 
hair-tail, the pasu'tregi, the clam ~hellfish, laver, oysters, miyotk la kind 
of seavieed/} in the Fastern Sea, pollack, mackeral, herring, codfish, 

‘flounder, yellow-tail, etc.; and in the Soulshern Sea, the red snapper, 
meckeral, the hair-tail, lobster, and the like, The area where marine re- 
cources ere abundent is in the northern half of Korea. Along the coast of 
Hamgyo'ng-namdo within this area is produced over 407 of the entire fish 
catch of Korea. 

By the end of the Seven-Year Plen, our country will produce one to 
1.2 million tons of marine products.

Concentrated Development of the Taean Work System: The Fifth Plenum 
of the Fourth Conpress of the Korean tiorkers Party Centrnl Commit.tee, which 
wns held tn December 196.., presented 10 prent traska an tha bantie direction 
for successfully carrying out the 1963 Peoples Fconomic tevelopment Plan, 
The first of those was emphasized as helng the continued implementation of 
the Taean Work System, the Ch'o'nysen-ni Spirit, and Ch'otnysen-ni Methods.

Its superiority being displayed even more in the course of its being 
established and developed, the Tuean fork System brought. about. prest. chanyes 
not only in peoduction but in the spiritual and moral sppearance of the : 
people as well. 

These grent results which were achieved in the course of developing 
the Taenn Work System have made it possible to drew up the Peoples’ Economie 
Plan of 1964, which will be a year of chanye in the successful accomplish- 
ment of the Seven Year Plan, far earlier than in previous yenrs,. Further- 
more, it, has laid the material foundation which will make it possible to 
accomplish that plan brilliantly. 

Ch'o'llima Work Team Movement: The decision of the Sixth Plenum of 
the Fourth Congress of the Korean horkers Party Central Committee (May 1963) 
was an important juncture in causiny: the further development of the 
Ch'otllima Work Team Movement. 

In 1963, the Ch'o'tllima Work Team Movement concent.rated all its 
efforts on toughening up the work teams which had already won that, title 
and on expanding that movement to the leediny sectors and to the beaiec pro- 
dnetion sectors of the peoples economy.

Furthermore, in recoynition of the entnusiasm of the masses, who have 
leaped into creating Chtofllimn Peoples Teems since J961, the Cabinet. of the 
Republic adopted decision number 59, dated 17 September 1963, "Concerning 
Approval of Remilations on Awarding the Title, Ch'o!llime Peoples Team." 
After this Cabinet decision, this movement. as further elevated hy peoples 
teams, 

As of the end of 1962, 3,210,000 laborers, clerks, cooperative farm- 
ers, and students were taking part in the Chlo'llima work Team movement, 
Over 17,000 work teams comprising over 586,000 persons, received the title, 
Chiotllima fork Team; of those, 179 were designited Double Chfotllima tiork 
Team. This vear the Teean Flectric Fectory was the first in our country to 
be destznuted Chtotllima Factory. Also, 81 (as of February 1964) peoples 
tenms have won the title, Ch'o'lline Peoples Team, 

In 1963, the Chto'llima standard benrers displayed o high cevolution- 
ary spirit of rebirth through ones own power, made those thinys they did not 
have, and found those things which were in short supply, os they overcame 
all obstacles, accelerated the technical revolution and achieved unlimited 
yrowth in production. Thus, they took charge of and carried out thelr cole 
as glorious storm troops in carrying out the tasks of the country's techni- 
cal revolution. 

In 1963, in the industrinl, construction, and transportation sectors 
alone, the Ch'otllima standard bearers introduced into production tation- 
alization plans and over 64,900 discoveries, such as the introduction of 
anthracite coal into production, the mechanization of a metal? tempering?

Lines withont electrical outazes?, They produced o huge number of lerge and 
specinl type machinery, such as 75 horsepower tractors, 75 ton erenes, four- 
square-meter excavators, 400 horsepower diesel engines, snd <00 milli/meter/? 
borers?. Also they produced and supplied a large mmount. of conl mining and 
other mining eautpment, as well ss machine ennipment. needed in farm mannge- 
ment, Light industry, and the marine industry. 

Furthermore, while raising their leval of technical nability, orpan- 
izing Inbor well, end sparing no effort, they exerted all their stranpth to 
raising the amount of production of ench employee by forcefully developing 
the technical innovation movement in every place and using existing ecnip- 
ment to the utmost. 

Alongs with this, the ChtotlLlima standard bearers, taking on active 
part in the entire process of enterprise management, senrched out. and 
mobilized production raserves, ano widely porulerized mass enterprise man- 
agement methods.

In all sectors of the peoples economy there was a strengthening of 
the strusgle to all reserves and capabilities in order to produce more and 
better fashionable and serviceable daily necessities, processed food goods, 
and cultursl yoods. 

The central industrial factories and the local industrial factories 
developed the task of managing the factories better and strengthening 
technical equipment.

Workers in the farm management sector and all cooperative farm 
workers displayed revolutionnry enthusiasm in the struile to increase the 
number of padiies in order to incrense the production ot' groins, particu- 
larly rice.

In perticuler, in the fall of 1963 the cooperative farm workers nnd 
the workers Jn the irrivation management sector in Hwanghne-bukto converted 
le,<l5 cho'nybo into new paddies, 

few innovations took place also in the struggle of workers in the 
construction sector to build more dwelling places in cities and farming 
villages before production constmiction. 

The builders ot the Plyo'nyysang power station, another monumental 
piece of construction of our time of which we can be proud, displaying a 
heroic and noble spirit, crented the "New P'yo'ngyang Speed" and progressed 
with the project st a fast rate. 

Accepting the call of the Party to positively accelerate the elec- 
trification of railronds, the dbullders fintshed the electric railway project 
between Tanch'o'n and Hongwo'n by the end of 1963 and, with the assistance 
of all the people pressed on with the electric railway project between 
P'yo'tngyang and Sinu'iju, displaying mass heroism. 

Laborers and technicians in the heavy industry sector lent the 
muscle of heavy industry and successfully pushed work to have heavy industry 
better serve medium industry and farm manazement.

Sixth Plenum of the Fourth Congress 
of the Korean Workers Party Central Committee 


The Sixth Plenum of the Fourth Congress of the Korean Workers Party 
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Central Committee was held for three days from 12 to 15 May 1963. 

The Plenum was convened st a time when great growth and new changes 
were taking place in Sovislist construction and in the lives of the workers, 
Ch'o'ngsan-ni Methods bein), incorporated completely through the establish- 
ment of the Taern Work System and its concentrated development - a ner 
enterprise mannajement system. ; 

The Plenum discussed (1) "Further Strenytheniny, the Work of Factory 
and Fnterprise Party Committees" and (z) "Furthec Strengtheniny the 
Chto'tlLlima Work Team Movement." 

As to the first item on the agenda, they summarized results and 
experiences gained in the course of establishing the Taean Work System in 
factories and enterprises, and established mensures to take concernin;: the 
strengthening of the work of factory and enterprise Party committees, 

nhile pointing out the great significance the Taean Work System has 
in the development. of the work of our Party and in Socialist construction, 
the Plenum emphasized that in order to make our revolutionnry position more 
solid and to accalerate Socialist construction, we should make the results 
already achieved by all factory and enterprise Party committees solid, 
Should widely popularize those experiences, and should concantrate on devel- 
oping, them. 

Furthermore, it pointed out thet the superiority of the Taenan ork 
System and its great vitrlity, more than anywhere alse, lie in nnving all 
the masses participate more positively in enterprise mannyement, under the 
collective guidance of Party committees, and in causin; their infinite 
creativity and positiveness raised to the maximum; and it emphesized that 
the collective leadership capabilities of Party committees should be raised 
another notch. 

The Plenum proposed that Party committees, which ure the supreme 
agencies of the factories, should increase their "helmamen" roles by com- 
bining directional guidsence and methodological guidance for administrative 
and economy work to have a unified understanding of the work and by organizing 
the distribution of work for the execution of tasks assigned, mobilizing 
Party organizers and the mosses, summarizing immediately the work situation 
and then presenting methods of solution to the problem in question, 

It laid particular stress (1) on the establishment of a system of 
material supply that poes from top to bottom and the spontaneous eftect it. 
would have on production, an? (2) on elevating the spirit. of top helping; 
bottom end both helping each other to have everybody further strengthen 
frotemnal solidarity. It posec the problem of continuing, to strengthen the 
work of rear supply, which is a political job. Furthermore, it emphasized 
that all workers establish the spirit oi the revolutionnry in carrying out 
the Party's line and policy, erd that all people apply their energies to 
teaching and learning. 

The Plenum emphasized that the great changes achieved in the work of 
factory and enterprise Party committees in the course of establishing the 
Taean Work System represent a prest victory for the moss line of our Party, 
and it expressed confidence that if these expnariences and results continue 
to be expanded and developed, e great upsurge will take place in Party work 


and in Socislist economjec construction. 

Tne Plenum adopted the factory and enterprise Party committee work 
outline (tentative). 

As to the second item on the avenda, there was & summary of the rent 
results and experiences gained in the Chtofllima Work Team movement, which 
arose in the course of develoring the Ch'o!llima Movement, which is the 
»ePnernl Line of our Party in Socialist. construction. Then there was a dis- 
enresjon and a daciaion on messuren for the furthec expansion ond development 
of this [movement : 

The Plenum expressed great satisfaction over the fact that not only 
is the Ch'o'tllime tiork Tenm Movement a strony motivating force in the devel- 
opment of productive poner, but also is being further developed as a 
Communist training school for successfully solving the historical task of" 
teensforming humen thought end consciousness, the most difficult. problem in 
ooclelist and Communist construction, 

The Plenum presented specitic directions for raising this movement. 
one stage hissher and makin: ne. advances in the lebor and lives of the 
workers through further development ot the results already achieved in the 
Ch'otllimo stork Team Movement and through decisive improvement and strength- 
ening of guidance over it. 

The Plenum placed importent emphasis on having Party orgenizations 
end working, organisations at all levels strengthen class training by closely 
combining, Communist training, smong the masses with training in revolutionary 
traditions, thereby training end bringing up the masses as revolutionary 
firhters of Socis#list «nd Communist construction, and strengtheniny: treining 
among young students to raise their class consciousness end to endow them 
with a Communist morsel spirit. 

Placing particular emphasis on decisively raising the role of Party 
committees at #11 levels in guidance over the Chto!'llima tiork Team movement, 
the Plenum pointed ovt that Party committees at all levels must. regard such 
guidance as their responsibility. 

The Plenum adopted a decision on the second item on the agenda. 


the Korean Yorkers Party Central Committee 

The Seventh Plenum of the Fourth Conyress of the Korean jorkers Party 
Centrel Committen was held fron 3 to 5 September 1963, 

The Flenum was convened nt e time when one heivht had been concuered 
and a new march had begun to conauer loftier heights from n base which made 
its position solid. 

The Plenum discussed (1) "A Preliminary Summery of the Implementation 
of the 1963 Peoples Economic Development Plan and the 1964 Peoples Economic 
Development Plan" ond (2) "Increasing the Production of Livestock Goods." 

The Plenum presented the history-making task of continuing to develop 
heavy industry while at the same time concentrating the entire Party on the 
rcoductian of consumer goods, improving the peoples lives in a history- 
roking manner in one to two years, and brilliantly completing the Seven Year 
[:oples Economic Plan. At the same time, it had an important discussion on 
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the problem of successfully realizing these tasks. 

In discussions on the first item on the agenda, the Plenum pointed 
with satisfaction to the brilliant results achieved in the struyvgele to carry 
out the 10 great tasks in 1963, and stipulated that the basic tasks of the 
1964 Peoples Economic Development Plan eres to fully prepare for the cor- 
tinued rapid development of heavy industry; to contimie to reinforce heavy 
industry and make it serve light industry and ogriculture better; to improve 
the peoples lives in a history-making manner by using the existing economic 
base more effectively nnd by increasing on a large scale the production of 
dnily necessities; and to strengthen further the economic power of the 
country. 

The second item on the avenda was to propose specific directions for 
increasing on a large scale the production of livestock products, begin- 
ning with meat, based on the existing foundation. These directions were 
three-fold; first, the development of herbivorous livestock breeding, such 
as cows, sheep, and rabbits, and the hog-raising industry, in keeping with 
the nutural economic conditions of our country, end the large-scale develop- 
ment of the poultry industry, beginning with chickens; second, to carry out 
Party policy on meking the state-controlled livestock industry and the co- 
operetive ferm joint livestock industry the base and at the same time devel- 
oping them along with the individual subsidiary livestock industry, and to 
rapidly increase the rate of production of commercial livestock goods by 
combining joint breeding on cooperative farms with individual breeding and 
collective breeding with dispersed breeding; and third, to specialize and 
intensify the livestock industry according to type of livestock and type of 
produce by accurately calculating regional conditions and resources of and 
requirements for feed. 

The Plenum adopted a letter from the Party Central Committee to send 
to ell Party members calling for the creation of a new high tide in Social- 
ist construction by having the entire Party and all the People put the spurs 
to the Chiot)lima to successfully carry out the new tasks presented by the 
Party Central Committee. 

The Seventh Plenum of the Fourth Congress was an epochal event that 
opened up a new stare for history-making changes in Socialist construction. 
In this respect, it was similer to the December 1956 Plenum, which marked 
the beginning of the Ch'io'!llima Movement in our country, and the June 1958 
Plenum, which caused a repid gushing forth of great talent in the production 
of consumer goods in order to accelerate the first Five Year Plan and im- 
prove the lives of the people. 


Second Meeting, of the Third Supreme Peoples Assembly 

Dates 9 to ll May 1963. 

Bills: 1. Settlement of the 1962 State Budget of the Democratic 
Peoples Hepublic of Koree and the 1463 State Budget. 2. Approval of De-~ 
crees by the Standing Committee of the Supreme Peoples Assembly of the Dem- 
ocratic Peoples Republic of Korea. 

At the meeting Minister of Finance Han Sang-tu reported on the first 
bill. The meeting discuased this and point out that the 1962 state budvet 
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had been carried ont correctly. 

Then, it was pointed out unanimously that the 1963 state budget, being 
based completely on the Fifth Plenum of the Fourth Congress of the Korean 
‘orkers Party Central Committee, was a peoples budget that was accurately 
drawn up to firmly guarenvee, in terms of finunce, the successful sccomplish- 
ment of tasks related to making all preparotions for improving the material 
and cultural lives of the people in the future, the results achieved in 
conquering the six heights in 19b<. 

The meeting unanimously adopted a decision to approve the settlement 
of the 196. state budget and the lew on the 1963 state budget. 

Also, the meeting received a report on the second bill and approved 
a law and a decision to approve the decrees adopted by the Standing Commit- 
tee of the Supreme Peoples Assembly during the interval between the first and 
second meetings of the Third Supreme Peoples Assembly. 


Election of Representatives of Local Sovereign Agencies 

On 3 December 1963 there was an election of representatives of the 
Peoples Assemblies of provinces (cities under direct control), cities (rea), 
cointies, and townships (towns, labor districts). 

Following on the heels of the historic victory in the electdon of 
representatives to the Third Supreme Peoples Assembly last year, this elec- 
tion of representatives of local sovereign agencies was carried out at a 
time of chenge when all the people had set forth on a grand new merch of 
the Ch'otllima. 

Our people, who had received the 15 October decree of the Standing 
Committee of the Supreme Peoples Assembly concerning the holding of the 
election of representatives of local sovereixzn agencies, hastened to carry 
out the decision of the Seventh Plenum of the Fourth Congress of the Party 
Central Committee, spreading the fire of high political enthusissm and in- 
novetion in order to establish the Socialist System and the peoples povern- 
ment more solidly on uw base of rock. In several thousand mines, in all the 
units which were expanding the production of consumer goods, at building 
sites everywhere, in high fields of gold where bumper crops grew, and in 
fishing grounds on the Eastern and Western Seu, the workers of our country 
sang the triumphal sony of successively increased production and, amidst 
much joy, nominnted their own representatives as candidates. 

Throughait the entire period of the election of representatives cf 
locel sovereizin nsencies, a high tide of political enthusiasm on the part 
of 611 the people and growing upsurge which surprised the world washed 
ovec the whole country. 

On the day of the election, all the vcters, beginning with laborers 
end farmers, rushed forth to the election places baginning st dawn, scran- 
bling to be first, exhibiting high intelligence as people who were the true 
mesters of the country, and showing infinite love and trust in the Party 
and the government. Vote by vote was cast supporting the Red Star which 
rould lead to a brighter future for the fatherland under the leadership of 
the Party. 

The voting was begun at 6:00 a.m. in 41l the election districts; in 
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Ptyo'ngyang all the voters nad finished casting their ballots by 7:50 a.m., 
only one hour end 50 minutes later. In the rest of the country, the voting 
wes finished by 9:35 a.m. 

One hundred per cent of all registered voters took part in the elec- 
tion and voted 100 per cent support for the registered candidates for rep- 
resentatives. 

If we take 9 look at the representatives elected by each level of 
peoples committee, we find thnt there were 2,517 Provinvisl (cities under 
direct control) Peoples Assemblymen (571 of which were women), 14,303 City 
(aren) and County Peoples Assemblymen (3,8<0 of which were women), and 
70,<50 Township (towns and labor districts) Peoples Assemblymen (21,062 
of which were women). 

Among these newly elected representstives of local sovereizn agen- 
cies there are workers from all sectors: there are those revolutionary 
fighters who participated directly in the armed struggle against the 
Japanese and fought heroically for the freedom and independence of the 
fatherland in days past and who have continued since liberation to struggle

Supreme Peoples Assembly: The Supreme Peoples Assembly is the supreme 
governing organ of the Democratic Peoples Republic of Korea, 

Legislative authority is exercised by the Supreme Peoples Assembly 
nlone. 

The Supreme Peoples Assembly is composed of representatives elected by 
secret ballot in accordance with the principles of general, equitable, direct 
elections, #nd their term of office is four years. 

The Supreme Peoples Assembly holds both regular and snecinl sessions, 
Reynlar sessions are convened twice a year; the special sessions are con- 
vened either when the Standing Committee of the Supreme Peoples Assembly 
deems it necessary or when there is a request by one-third or more of the 
representatives. 

The Sunreme Peoples Assembly is in its third term and consists of 
383 representatives who were elected on & October 1962.

State Central Executive Organ 


Cabinet: The Cabinet is the supreme executive organ of the netionnl 
zovernment and issues decisions and orders in accordance with the constitu- 
tion and laws. The decisions snd orders which it issues are carried out 
obligatorily in the territory of the DPRK. 

The Cabinet controls and guides the activities of each of the minis~ 
tries and directly subordinnte organs and, with regard to its own activities, 
is responsible to the Supreme Peoples Assembly end, durinj: the recesses 
thereot, it responsible to the Standiny Committee of the Supreme Peoples 
Assembly. 

In accordance with the law adopted et the first. session of the Third 
Supreme Peoples Assembly on 2e October 196% "Concerning Revisions to the 
Law on the Composition oj’ the Cabinet, of the DPRK," the Cabinet jis composed 
of sa Premier, the First Deputy Premier, Deputy Premiers, Ministers, Committee 
Chairmen, and the necessary staff. 

The Cabinet hes plensry sessions end regular sessions. Plenary Ses- 
sions include all the members of the Cabinet; regular sessions include the 
Premier, the First Deputy Premier, snd the Deputy Premiers, 

The present Cabinet was organized at the first session of the Third 
Supreme Peoples Assembly.

Local Sovereign Organs 


Various-Level Peoples Assemblies: Local sovereirpn organs are consti-~ 
tuted in accordance with "the law on the composi.ion of local sovereiy:n 
organs of the DPRK" (30 October 1954). 

The local sovereign orgens in provinces, cities (districts), counties, 
end towships (towns and labor districts) are the appropriate Peoples Assem- | 
blies. 

The Peoples Assenblies at each level are composed of representatives 
elected by secret ballot in accordance with the principle of general, equal, 
direct elections. 

The term of office of provincial Peoples Assemblies is four years and 
“or aity (districts), county, and township (towms and labor districts) Peo- 
ples Assemblies, it is two years. 

Regular sessions of the provincial, city (districts), and county 
Peoples Assemblies are convened once every six months, »nd the township 
(towns and lebor districts), once every three months. Special sessions are 
convened whenever the appropriate Peoples Assembly deems it necessary or 
when one-third or more of the representatives of the Peoples Assembly re- 
quest, it. 

The Peoples Assemblies at each level, with respect to their om 
activities, ensure that they are carried ont in accordance with Laws and 
ordinances, snd the decisions, orders, and instructions of the Cabinet. and 
higher organs, 

On 3 December 1963, an election of representstives of DPRK provincial 
(cities under direet control), city (area), county, township (tows and 
labor districts) Peoples AscembLies was held (see page 147, "Election of 
Local Sovereipn Agencies").

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Various-Level Peoples Committees: Provincial City (district), Coun- 
ty, and Township (towns and labor districts) Peoples Committees are the 
execulive agencies of the Peoples Assemblies in question, and are the local 
organs of national administration. 

The Peoples Committees at each level carry out all stnte executive 
work within their area of jurisdiction in accordance with the decisions and 
instructions of the appropriate Peoples Assembly and higher ayencies. 

All Peoples Committees raceive unified guidance from the Cabinet. and 
are responsible to it. 

hith respect to their own activities, Peoples Committees at each 
level are responsible to the appropriate Peoples Assembly and to higher 
Peoples Assemblies, 

Peoples Committees at each level are composed of a chairman, vice 
chairman, chief secretary, and members, all of whom are elected from the 
appropriate Peoples Assembly. 


Courts of Justice sand Procurntion Office 


Courts of Justice: Trials are conducted in the Supreme Court and in 
provincial, municipal, and county courts. 

Courts sre formed on the bacis of elections. The Supreme Vourt is 
elected by the Supreme Peoples Assembly for a term of three years, and the 
provincial, municipsl, and county courts mre elected by their respective 
Peoples Assemblies for terms of two years. 

Any cit.izen who has the right to vote can become a judye or a jury- 
man. 

Trials are open, and the defendant, is assured of the right to legal 
counsel, 

The Supreme Court is the supreme judiciel organ of the DPRK, and it 
supervises the judicial work of all trial agencies. 

The Chiel’ Justice of the Supreme Court is Kim Il-so'n. 

Procuration Offices: Public procurators exercise surveillance to see 
wnether the various ministries, their subordinrte agencies, organizations, 
public servents, and all the citizens are observing end carrying out the law 
properly and in good fxith. Also, they exercise surveillance to see ehether 
various ministerial orders end repniations, and the decisions and instruc- 
tions of local sovereign organs comply with the Constitution, law, ardi- 
nances, and the decisions and orders of the Untinet. 

The top official of the procurration offices is the Chief Public 
Procurstor of the Supreme Procurstion Office, appointed by the Supreme Peo- 
ples Assembly. 

Provincinl, municipal, end county public procurators are appointed by 
the Chief Public Procurator. 

The public procurators are not subordinate to the local sovereign 
agencies but carry out their duties independently.

ECONOMICS 


The Korean people achieved brilliant results in carrying out the 
plan for the peoples! economy in 1963 and built socialism in response to 
the decisions of the Fifth Plenum of the Fourth Central Committee of the 
Korean Workers! Party. The Party md the nation took a series of definite 
steps during the year to ensure the accomplishment of the ten tasks and the 
successful completion of the 1963 plan for the peoples' economy. 

Administrative organizations were reorganized so as to secure 
concentrated and unified guidance for such sectors as machine industry, 
light industry, construction, construction materials, and forestry, in order 
to firmly establish the Taean work system. 

The Sixth Plenum of the Fourth Central Committee of the Korean Workers! 
Party, which was held in May, summarized the results and experiences gained 
in the course of setting up the Taean work system and discussed measures to 
further strengthen the work of Party committr-- at factories am enterprises 
and to expand and further develop tue Ch'o'liima work team movement. 

To make the 1963 plan financially secure, 686 million wo'n was paid 
out in basic construction funds, Seventy-eight per cent of this was devoted 
to productive construction and 22 per cent to non-productive construction. 
Of the total amount of national investment in basic construction, 18.3 
per cent was spent for construction in agriculture, 

As a result of this series of measures, the Taean work system and the 
methods of Ch'o'ngsan-ni penetrated all sectors of the peoples' economy, a 
transformation was wrought in economic guidance and enterprise management, 
the Ch'o'llima work team movement was further developed and the positive 
spirit and creativity of the masses was enhanced, 

All of the workers developed mass movements to manage the nation's 
household economically and increased technical innovation movements to raise 
the revolutionary banner of self-reliance and complete the ten tasks proposed 
by the Party. 

In this way, the results achieved in conquering the six heights were 
solidified and the 1963 plan for the peoples! economy, which called for 
preparations to capture new am greater heights, was successfuily completed. 

The total value of industrial production in 1963 was cver-fulfilled 
by 101.5 per cent, that for central industry by 100.6 per cent and that for 
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local industry by 10l).l; per cent. 

Despite considerable efforts devoted to strengthening national 
defense, the total value of industrial procuction in 1963 was 108 per cent 
of that in the previous year. Industrial production has developed at the 
rapid rate of 3.8 per cent per year in the period 195-1963,

With the successful completion of the 1963 plan for the peoples! 
economy, the revolutionary democratic base in the northern half of our 
republic was further strengthened politically, economically and militarily, 
the socialist industrialization of our country was pushed one step higher 
and the foundation for an independent economy was further strengthened. 

During 1963, the central tasks in heavy industry of putting flesh on 
the bones and increasing production growth while concentrating efforts on 

extracting industries and national defense industries were brilliantly 
accomplished. 

The extracting industry grew to 123 per cent of that in the previous 
year in 1963 and 21 per cent of the funds ‘invested in industry were invested 
in it. As a result, the material and technical foundation was strengthened 
for a fuel and power base. The metallurgy, chemical, machinery and construc- 
tion materials industries also were further strengthened and developed in 
1953. 

With the strong support of heavy industry, much progress also was 
made in the light industrial sector, The technical and material foundation 
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was atrengthened, the raw materials base was solidified, the quality of 
products was improved and the variety of products was incroased. The 
struggle continued successfully to carry out the instructions given by 
Comrade Kim Il So'ng at the Ch'angso'ng joint meeting. As a result of 

this, the level of mechanization was markedly increased in local industry, . 
the raw materials base was made stronger and the position of the Kun [county] 
in economic and cultural life was strengthened. By these means, light " 
industry was able to supply more processed goods of good quality to the 
people. 

The technical, cultural and ideological revolutions in agriculture 
continued successfully in 1963, with the positive support of the Party and 
all the people, and the material and technical foundation of farm management 
was strengthened further. The Sukch'o'n system -= a new system of guidance 
in agriculture -—— was widely established and the spirits of the farmers 
were raised. As a result, they held fast to the height of 5,000,000 tons 
of grain and brought in a bumper crop despite extremely unfavorable natural 
conditions. Production of rice increased greatly, in particular. New 
results were achieved in the use of irrigation and the area of paddy increasad 
from 510,000 cho'ngbo at the end of 1962 to 640,000 cho'ngbo at the end of 
1963. The proportion of rice in total grain production increased to 58 per 
cent from 51 per cent in 1962, as a result of more cultivation of dry field 
Yriceée _ 

Agricultural mechanization made further proprress and the number of 
tractors reached 18,000 (converted to 15 horsepower) at the end of 1963. 
Electricity was brought into 93.3 percent ot farm villages and 71 per cent 
of farm homes. 

The technical and material foundations of the stock breeding, 
sericulture and fruit growing sectors were also strengthened and they 
continued to develope 

These tremendous results achieved in the farm management sector 
reveal the superiority of the socialist cooperative management which has 
been established in our country and the vitality of the new guidance system 
for agriculture. They are the fruit of a creative struggle by all farmers, 
encouraged by the proper farm policies of our Party. 

In 1963, light industry and agriculture developed further and the 
independent economic foundation which had already been built came to 
demostrate its power everywhere, A firm material foundation was lated to 
permit greater improvement in the peoples! lives. 

Development continued at a rapid rate in 1963, while a balance was 
maintained which matched the actual conditions in our country. The guidance 
and leadership role of industry, especially heavy industry, was maintained 
within the relationships be:ween industry and agriculture, heavy and light 
industry and farm management.

Domestic natural resources and labor 
were used more rationally ar 1 an economic structure was formed which is 
capable of rapidly developing our country's productivity.

The number of workers increased with the rapid development of the 
peoples! economy. 

The technical and cultural revolutions were strongly promoted and the 
folal number ef technicians and specialists reached 223, 654 as of 31 
Cetober 1963, This was an increase to 275 per cent of that in 1960 for 
engineers and 16 per cent for technicians, 

In 1963, natural resources, material assets and labor within the 
country were conserved and used rationally, the utilization rate of equip- 
mens wap increased and labor productivity in the industrial sector was 
increased to 10l) per cent of that in the previous year. As a result, the 
pected! income grew to 1.) times that in 1962, a proper balance was 
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selected between consumption and reserves and the peoples! lives were 
rapidly improved, ‘he income per family of laborers and office workers 

grew to 10l; per cent of that in the previous year and farmers recieved 
actual benefits of 619,520,000 wo'n in the single year of 1963 through 
popular policies of the Party and government. Disbursements in the national 
budget for social and cultural measures increased to 106 per cent of those 
in the previous year, and more social benefits were given to workers, 

The new victories attained in 1963 were brilliant victories of the 
mass line, which promotes the duilding of socialism by the conscious efforts 
of the masses, construction of an independent national economy and self-~ 
rogeneration.

Electric Power Industry 


The Fifth Plenum of the Fourth Korean Workers! Party Central 
Committee established the basic tasks for the electric power industry for 
1963. These were: continued heavy investment in the electric power 
industry, promotion of the construction of important generating plants, 
and more effort toward construction of medium and small-scale generating 
plants. These tasks were established to meet the growing demands of the 
peoples! economy for electric power. 

As a result of the creative struggle by the workers in this sector 
to complete these tasks proposed by the Party, electric power production 
reached 11,766,000,000 kilowatt-hours in 1963, which was 220 per cent of 
that in 1956 and 103 per cent of that in 1962,

In 1963, state investments in construction in the electric power 
industry were lil) per cent of those in 1962 and 14.6 per cent of all 
investments in industrial construction for the year. Of this amount, 

93.5 per cent was devoted to construction of generating plants. 

Successful progress was made in 1963 on the construction of two 
hydro-electric plants with a combined capacity of 60,000 kilovolt~amperes 
and some generators began operations, Construction proceeded satisfactorily 
on the 00,000-kilowatt P'yo'ngyang Thermal Power Plant, 

: Eight small and medium-capacity generating plants also began operations 
in 1963. 
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The total capacity of our penerating facilities at the end of 1963 
was 10 per cent of that in 19))9, 108 per cent of that in 1960 and 120 per 
cent of that before liberation. While promoting the construction of 
generating plants, the workers in this sector introduced modern scientific 
techniques and strengthened the technical facilities of many plants, 
including the Sup'ung Generating Plant. 

These workers also concentrated their efforts in technical puidance 
on increasing production of electricity by ohtainine more water, reducing 
periods of generator maintmance and reducing their own consumption by 
a struggle to save electricity. 

Hydro-electric power plants increased their production of electricity 
by strengthening maintenance amd inspection of generating equipment, increas- 
ing its effectiveness, improving its cooling conditions and installing hydre. 
electric equipment, such as interim water handling devices, 

The electric power sector produced 320,000,000 kilowatt-hours more 
electricity in 1963 than in the previous year, 

The power transmission and distribution sector reduced losses of 
electric power in transnission by building new transmission lines, improving 
power transmission and cistribution facilities and increasing voltage, 

Increasing the voltage on the 66-kilovolt P'yo'ngyang-Chaeryo!ng 
transmission line to 220 kilovolts and rebuilding the Chaeryo'ng Generating 
Plant for 220 kilovolts permitted much more electricity to be supplied to 
North and South Hwanghae provinces, 

in 1963, 312 kilometers of new transmission lines and &li7 kilometers 
of distribution lines were set up and 25,000 kilovolt-amperes of new capacity 
was created at 29 transformer stations, 

The capacity of the electrical system was increased in 1963 by the 
replacement of 15,000 kilowatt~amperes of (?regulaters?) and 23,500 kilowatt. 
amperes of storage batteries for power stoppages in order to compensate for 
unavailable electric power, 

Power losses in transmission in the electric power system were 
drastically reduced in order to increase the effective power output of 
generators.

After the Cabinet Decision of 10 Uctober, the struggle to conserve 
electricity became a mass movement along with the fight to increase 
production of electricity. 

Many steps were taken to prevent power losses in transmission, to 
prevent idle equipment, to change to higher-capacity transformers, to 
surengthen preventive maintenance, to save electricity and use it more 
rutionaliy. All enterprises and organizations in the peoples! economy 
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observed the standards for use of electric power and waged a stronger 
fight to reduce standards for consumption of electricity per unit of 
product, 

As a result, the standards for consumption of electric power were 
markedly reduced in the production of ammonia, carbide, wranulated iron, 
crude copper, crude lead and electrolytic coppey, products which require 
great amounts of electricity. There was large-scale development in 
construction of small and medium-sized penerating plants. Meanwhile, 
efforts were concentrated on the construction of large-scale hydro-electric 
plants am thermal power plants in order to carry out the Party's policies 
for electrification of our country. Opening of medium and small-scale 
generating plants made a significant contribution to the progress of the 
technical and cultural revolutions in agriculwre, 

By the end of 1963, electricity was brought into 93,3 per cent of 
all farm villages and 71 per cent of all farm houses,

Coal Industry 


The material and technical foundation of the coal industry was 
strengthened and our country's fuel base was further developed in 1963 
through a struggle to accomplish the ten tasks proposed by the Fifth 
Plenum of the Fourth Party Central Committee, 

All coal mines, including the Anju Coal Mine, successfully enployed 
the Taean work system and the methods of Ch'o'ngsan-ni to accomplish the 
ten tasks, This further solidified the coal mines! new system of manage- 
ment and operation, establishing tunnel combat units, 

Development of new coal mines made positive progress in 1963 and 
reorganization and expansion of existing coal]. mines begar in earnest, 

Construction of modern horizontal shafts, which are the most 
advantageous both technically and economically and have a large transport 
capacity, was widely carried out in such bituminous coal fields as Hamyo'n, 
Hoeam of Aoji, Obong, and the first horizontal shafts at Kogo'nwo'n and 
Anju. 

Large-scale construction of slanting shafts took place within the 
tunnels of anthracite coal fieids such as those at the Sinch'ang, Hyo'ngbong 
and Pongch'o'n coai mines, to permit intensive excavation of coal. 

In 1963, the coal industry sector produced 11,043,000 tone of coal, 
which was 813,000 tons more than the previous year,

While the principle of equal development of large, medium and small- 
scale coal mines continued to be observed, the Cabinet Decision (of 28 
March 1963) concerning a popular movement to develop large-scale mines and 
create new forests for materials was successfully followed, and the technical 
and m?terial foundation for local industry and local mining was strengthened, 
Coal production by local industry's mines in 1963 was 111 per cent of that 
in the previous year, 

Central industrial coal mines produced 82 per cent of the total 
coal produced in o'r country in 1963, and local industrial mines produced 
18 per cent. 

With this continued prowth in coal production, our fuel industry 
ia 1963 had grown to 358 per cent of that in 1956, 285 per cent of that 
in 1949 and 858 per cent of that in 1916. 

In 1963 the coal industry sector concentrated its efforts on existing 
mines with abundant coal reserves an! advantageous excavating conditions, 
sich as the Sinch'ang, Yongdu'ng, Kowo'n, Aoji, Anju, Kogo'nwo'n, Koch'am 
and Choyang coal mines. While reorganization and expansion was done at 
these mines first, production was increased repidly through concentration 
on important shafts, areas and excavation sites at all coal mines, 

Coal mines with an annual production of more than 500,000 tons 
increased to 21.8 per cent of all coal mines and accounted for 18.5 per 
cent of total ccal production in 1963, because of this concentrated mining. 

The monthly production of each excavation site in 1963 was 137.7 per 

cent of that in 196 for bituminous coal and 177.8 per cent for anthracite. 
Compared to 1956, it was 260.5 per cent for bituminous and 362 per cent for 
anthracite, 

As a result of the strugsle by workers in the coal industry to forge 
ahead in excavating coal as a basic rule in coal production, more than 
148,000 meters of basic excavation and more than 185,000 meters of prepratory 
digging was done in 1963. 

Bach coal mine concentrated its efforts on a proper combination of 
current digging and prospecting, on strenzthening the ranks of high-speed 
diggers, and on digging transportation shafts and slanting shafts at 
registered mines. The area unit production system was instituted at many 
coal mines, including Anju, Koch'am, Kogo'nwo'n, Sinch'ang, Yongdu'ng and 
Kowo'n. 

As a result of decisive improvement in digging equipment and wide 
development of the high-speed digging movemmt, the average digging rate 
par month at each mine in 1963 was 112.8 per cent of that in the previous 
year for bituminous coal and 105.6 per cent for anthracite. 
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Great efforts were expended at many coal mines in 1963 to make 
permanent those shafts which are the basis for technical reorganization, 

Ring propping was popularized widsly in anthracite coal mines, iron 
propping was extensively introduced in bituminous coal mines, including 
Aoji in the northern area, and positive progress vas made on making 
permanent shafts by the large block method. As a result, more than 70,000 
meters of main shafts were newly made permanent in 1963, 

Workers and technicians in the coal industry sector continued a 
strong fight to introduce rational] coal extraction metiods suited to our 
geological conditions and increase the coal extraction rate, 

In the bituminous sector, the Kogo'nwo'n Coal Mine introduced the 
room-and-pillar coal extraction method, which employs jets by water and 
increased their coal extraction rate to 90-95 per cent. “reat progress 
was made at the Aoji and Anju coal mines in air and water jet construction. 
The long-wall and horizontal story coal extraction methods were widely 
introduced at anthracite coal mines, including the Sinch'ang District Combined 
Coal Mine, increasing both the coal extraction rate and coal extraction 
capaci ty. 

In 1963, the long-wall extraction method (and the room-and-pillar 
method) accounted for 76.5 per cent of all bituminous coal extraction and 
13.5 per cent of all anthracite coal extraction. The coal extraction rate 
increased four per cent over the previous year for bituminous coal and 
3.8 per cent for anthracite. 

With the strong support of our machine-building industry the coal 
industry received great amounts of mining, transport and water distribution 
aquipment in 1963, including more than 100 air compressors, more than 
90 winches of various types, more than 70 electric cars, more than lO loaders, 
more than 90 pumps of various kinds, more than 300 chain conveyors, more 
than 500 ventilators, more than 2100 vock drills and more than 1,800 coal 
cars. 

As a result, the amount of main equipment at coal mines in 1963 
was increased to 129 per cent of that in 1962 and the technical facilities 
of coal mines were further increased. 

Workers in the coal industry sector have strongly promoted the 
technical innovation movement in response to Party policies concerning 
priority mechanization of heavy wrk requiring many goods arm gradual 
mechanization of extraction work. 

Many new original plans and rationalizations were introduced in 1963, 
including loaders in slanting shafts at the Sinyuso'n Coal Mine, scraper 
loaders at the Anju Coal Mine, a sand car unloader and automatic block 
capsizer at the Kogo'nwo'n Coal Mine, am a coal car mover at the Sinch'ang 
District Combined Coal Mine. 

As a result, the level of mechinization of coal and block loading 
was 7.9 per cent higher in 1963 than in the previous year, in transporting 
coal from the mine face it was six per cent higher, and in transporting 
within tunnels it was 5.1 per cent higher, A strong fight was waged to 
increase the rate of utilization of existing equipment, which waa one of 
the ten tasks, 


The rate of utilization of equipmont was markedly increased when 
the "movement to make everyone a repairman and an operator", which was 
originated by workers at the Anju Coal Mine, spread to al] coal mines and 
gradually strengthened maintenance of equipment. 

The rate of utilization of main coal mine equipment increased 5,/ 
per cent for compressors, 7.6 per cent for winches, 10.5 per cent for 
el-eLrie cars, 3.7 per cent for chain conveyors and }.3 per cent for belt 
conveyors in 1963 over 1962, 

Many coal mines, including Yonpdu'ng, Sinch'ang, Onso'np and 
Pongch'o'n, replaced coal transport rails with heavier type rails in 1963, 
strengthening their transport systems and increasing the operating speed 
and efficiency of electric cars remarkably. 

The Yongdu'ng Coal Mine replaced more than 10,000 meters of coal 
transport rails with 18-kilogram-per~meter rails. Their transport system 
was improved, their electric cars were operating 2.5 times as fast, their 
utilization increased O per cent and their transport capacity grew to 
more than double their daily production leval, 

Many anthracite coal mines, including Yongmun and Yongdu'neg, 
developed extensive water distribution systems in 1963 in order to overcome 
the natural seasonal effects of the rainy season and normalize coal production. 
They built waterproof walls and doors and rainwater drainage shafts and 
channels. 

Particular efforts were made in 1963 to further improve labor 
administration in the coal industry sector. In 1963, 78 per cent of coal 
mine employees were young people. Labor productivity was 123.8 per cent 
of that in 1956 for the bituminous sector and 11)).9 per cent for the 
anthracite sector. Te proportion of direct workers increased 2.9 per cent 
and the proportion of workers in tunnels increased 5.8 per cent in 1963 
as compared to the previous year, 

The cost of coal per unit was reduced 2.2 per cent halow that in the 
previous year by hetter mine management activities.

In 1963, the mining sector concentrated its efforts on rebuilding 
and expanding mines, developing new mines and further strengthening its 
material and technical foundation in order to produce mcare mine prodicts, 
which are an important source of foreign exchange, and to meet the growing 
demand of the peoples! economy for mine products, in response to the ten 
tasks proposed by our Party. Work was carried on to fulfill Party policies 
concerning the establishment of the Taean work system, elevating enterprise 
management to a higher stage and doubling production of non-ferrous metal 
ores in the next few years. 

In response to guidance from Comrade Kim Il So'ng on 16 April 1963, 
this sector conducted a general comprehensive study of mining and expressed 
a firm hope that production of non-ferrous metals can soon be doubled. 

In accordance with Party policies on the priority of extracting 
industries, all sectors of the peoples! economy, including the machine 
building industry, gave concentrated support to strengthening, the material 
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and technical foundation of the mining industry. 

The state invested more state construction funds in the mining 
industry this year than last, and much progress was made on rebuilding and 
expanding mines and opening new mines. 

As a result, ore-felling sites, electric car tunnels, large horizontal 
shafts, communication tunnels and slanting shafts were built and opened 
at many mines, including Musan and So'nghu'ng mines. Much other expansion 
and new construction work was done, including crushing plants am ore 
dressing plants, 

Many new small and medium-sized mines were developed and some have 
already began producing. 

The amount of digring and tunnel construction increased greatly in 
1963, since the Party +ook steps to secure funds, materials, equipment and 
lator for digging and excavation in the mining industry, and a positive 
struggle was fought to place tunnel construction and digring decisively 
ahead of production. 

Modern Constrmiction of horizontal and slanting shafts and communica- 
tions tunnels in the single year of 1963 was 25) per cent of that in the pre- 
vious year, The amount of horizontal shafts dug was 139.8 per cent of that 
in 1962, slanting shafts 137.9 per cent and comminications tunnels 1;00.7 
per cente 

A firm basis was made in this way to permit a future rapid increase 
in production of mine products, 

The mining industry sector completed more than 11,800 meters more 
digging for prospecting and digging preparatory to excavation in 1963 than 
in 1962, or 1h7 psr cent of that in 1959, 

Strip mines in the ferrous mining sector, such as the Musan, 
Yongyang, U'llyul and Chaeryo'ng mines, waged a stronger strugple to stay 
more than six months ahead in stripping overburden. In 1963, 29.7 per cent 
more overburden was handled than in 1962. 

The amount of ore reserves confirmed in 1963 increased to 130 per 
cent of that inthe previous year, 

The technical facilities of the mining industry sector were further 
strengthened by the positive support of heavy industry with the machine- 
building industry plaving a central role. 

More than 70 compressors, more than 160 winches of various types, 
polishers, crushers, electric cars, more than 870 rock drills, more than 
140 pumps and other ore dressing equipment and various kinds of wire rope 
were supplied to the metal mining sector in 1963. 

With their stronger material and technical foundations and widespread 
tunnel construction and dig;ing, many mines successfully com leted their 
annual production plans in 1963, 

Many mines in the non-ferrous metals am the majority of the mines 
in the ferrous metals sector completed their annual production plans brill- 
jantly. In the non-ferrous sector, these included the Ko'mdo'k, Kapsan, 
So'ngch'o'n, To'khyo'n, Taeyu-dong, Nagyo'n, Suan and To'khu'ng mines, and 
in the ferrous sector, the Musan, Yongyang and Chaeryo'ng mines, 

Total mining industry production in 1963 was 272 per cent of that 
in 1956, and 38) per cent of that in 199. 
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Production of ore by type also increased remarkably. In 1963, 
3,861,000 tons of iron ore and 978,000 tons of magnesite were produced.

Mechanization of heavy work in tunnels requiring much labor progressed 
remarkably in 1963, advanced technical processes were introduced widely 
and technical indicators were revised as a result of a stronger technical 
innovation movement to complete the ten tasks. 

The level of mechanization in 1963 increased over the previous year: 
6.5 per cent for ore and block transport in tunnels, 7.) per cent for load~ 
ing at the digging sites, and 0.9 per cent for transport at the excavation 
sites, 

A new high-capacity rock drill (Hutich'o'n model 5=29) was 
introduced in 1963 and drilling speeds were markedly increased, 

Eight advanced techniques were introduced in digging operations, 
including the horizontal concentrated blasting method, the large-hole 
concentrated blasting method and the phased digging method. Tho high= 
speed digging movement was widely developed. The average monthly rate of 
digging at mine faces in 1963 was O,]; meters preater than in 1962, Advanced 
mining methods suited to the geological conditions of our country were 
introduced, such as the consecutive drilling and combination blasting method 
and the interrupted mining method. The amount of ore felled per rock drill 
was 6.9 tons more in 1963 than in 1962, 

The large-hole concentrated blasting method was introduced at a 
mining site at the To'khu'ng Mine and the average amount of ore felled per 
rock drill grew from 30 tons to more than 2 tons, with a maximum of 60 tonSe 
The Nagyo'n Mine introduced the "circular crush" blasting method, preventing 
the occurance of large boulders and increasing the amount of ore felled per 
unit. 

As a result of the introducticn of advanced mining methods and 
increasing technical indicators, 1,370,700 tons more were mined in 1963 
than in 1962, or 569,1 per cent of that in 1956. 

The amount of dressed ore hanclled was 322,300 tons more than in 1962, 
because of a stiff fight to keep more than 85 per cent of the ore supplied 
to the polishers under 15 millimeters, to rationally adjust the amount 
going into bal] mills and to improve the management of polishing equipment. 


The grade of ore concentrate and the ore dressing yield rate were 
markedly increased in 1963 through the introduction of a milti-phase 
floatation and combined selection process using the water pglass reagent 
system, the process of re«treating intermediate products, the process of 
special treatment by ore size and other new advanced technical processes. 

The management of equipment was improved greatly and its rate of 

Sasa increased by means of the struggle to accomplish the ten tasks 
in 19 3. 

New mining machinery repari plants were built in the Tanch'o'n, 
Sinufiju, Chungam and Sariwo'n areas in 1963 by Party and state measures, 
Equipment maintenance units were organized in different areas and a mining 
machinery repair base was created. Engineering shops at mines were 
strengthened, 

A strong struggle was waged to increase the role of the equipment 
inspection committees at general mines, to indoctrinate the masses in 
equipment management and to set up a system of planned preventative main- 
tenance. 

The proportion of workers in tunnels in the mining sector increased 
to 70 per cent in 1963, through improvements in labor administration. 

A vigorous struggle was developed to improve work organization and 
working conditions, to increase actual drilling time and to increase the 
value of production per worker, 


Metal Industry 


In 1963, the metal industry sector increased the fight to put the 
Taean work system and the methods of Ch'o'ngsaneni into effect in the 
management and operation of all enterprises, to put flesh on the bones of 
metal industry and simultaneously raise equipment utilization rates in 
response to the ten tasks proposed by the Party. 

The metal industry over-fulfilled its plans for production of import- 
ant industrial products. The plan for pig iron and granulated iron was 
exceeded by 10; per cent (granulated iron was 102 per cent), that for stvel 
by 103 per cent, that for iron alloys by 116 per cent, that for thin plates 
by 111 per cent, that for wire rope by 105 per cent and that for magnesia 
eee nee by 100.3 per cent. 

Even though there was no expansion in metallurgical facilities in 
1963, production was maintained at a high rate of growth because of an 
increase in the scope of metal industry and greater specialization of each 
production process. 

Total metal industry production in 1963 was 109.8 per cent of that 
in 1962. In the ferrous metals industry, it was 110 per cent and in non- 


ferrous metals, 108.9 per cent. The production of the main metals enter- 
prises increased systematically. 

Production of pig iron, granulated iron and steel remained above 
the 1,000,000-ton level already attained, Production of other important 
products increased rapidly,

In accordance with Party policies for strengthening eqoipment in 
heavy industry still further, basic construction funds invested in metal 
industry in 1963 were 130.2 per cent of those in the previous year; for 
the ferrous metals sector, they were 151.1]; per cent of the previous year. 

This progress in the work of putting flesh on the bones of metal 
industry and improvement iin its production strucwre permitted changes in 
the relationships between pig and granuls ted iron production, steel 
production and rolled steel p ‘duction, and permitted a more carniete supply 
of the various metal materials -equired to build socialism in a finished 
form. The production of rolled steel showed particularly rapid growth, 

Even the non-ferrous metal industry, which oould produce only crude 
copper and lead or electrolytic copper and lead in the past, has reinforced 
its intemal structure and can now produce various :olled non-ferrous metal 
products, including copper wire, copper rods and copper vlpes. 

Such work to complete the internal production ‘strucwre insures 
divarsity in industry ami, when carried out in close relationship with the 
utruggle to improve the qualitative composition of goods to meet the demands 
of each sector of the peoples! economy, permits conatant expansion in the 
variety and sizes of rolled steel products.

With such scope and technical facilities, our metal industry can 
independently meet the demands of our economy by type, size and quality of 
goods, It also can insure that the metal products required for the 
development of light industry and agriculture can be mre completely 
produced domestically. 

The metal industry sector made great progress in 1963 in increasing 
the rate of utilization of metallurgical equipment. It popularized the 
creative experiences of mamgement at the So'ngjin Steel Mill in the course 
of a struggle to establish the Taean work system am put the Ch'o'ngsan-eni 
spirit and method into effect. 

All enterprises introduced mass equipment management methods, such 
as inspection between projects, and concentrated maintenance methods, and 
established the habit of insuring that spare parts for each type of equip} 
ment were uvailable when needed, 

As a result, the number of days of operation increased for important 
metallurgical equipment. For rotary furnaces, operating days were 102,09 
per cent of those in the previous year, and for open hearth furnaces, 10.2 
per cent. The firing life was longer by 0,23 times for electric furnaces 
and 31.5 times for open hearth furnaces. The operating time of important 
rolling equipment also increased, For blooming mills at the So'ngjin 
Steel Mill, the increase was to 110 per cent, for blooming mills at the 
Kangso'n Steel Mil], 107 per cent, for thick plate rolling mills at Kangso'n, 
it was 121.1 per cent; for tnose at So'ngjin, 107.6 per cent. 

A strong fight was waged to effectuate Cabinet Decision Noe 72 
(28 December 1962) "Concerning Technical Development Plans for 1963", New 
technical innovations were widely introduced in the metal industry sector 
in 1963 end technical indicators for metallurgical equipment were revises 
remarkably. 

Many questions foreseen in the technical development plan were 
successfully put into practice, including scientific and technical questions 
awaiting immediate solution at production sites, introdiction of advanced 
technical processes and mechanization and automation of prodw tion and 
transportation. Jn the single vear of 1943, 925) discoveries am rational- 
ization plans were introduced into production and more than 19,2h0,000 wo'n 
in profit was given to the state. ied 

At the Hwanghae Iron Foundry, advanced techniques ar! methods intro~ 
duced increased the productivity of pig iron and producticen by coke by 
19.5 per cent while reducing coke consumption per ton of pig iron by 1.7 
per cent, | 

és a result of such mass development of the technical innovation 
movement and improvements in technical control, production of the effective 
capacity of blast furnaces in 1963 was 105.9 per cent of that in 1962 and 
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average production of steel per square meter of furnace area in open 

hearth furnaces was 121 per cent of that in 1962, Production of steel per 
thousand kilovolt-amperes in rolling mills increased to 107,] per cent 

of that in 1962 at the Kangso'n Steel Mill and 101.6 per cent at the 
So'ngjin Steel Mill. Steel - making time in open hearth f\rnaces was 
reduced by 8 minutes. Firing time in coke ovens was reduced by 32 minutes 
at the Kimch'aek Iron Foundry and 38 minutes at the Hwanghae Iron Foundry 
and the temperature of the melting ore was raised 0.06, 

In response to the Party's call for economical mmagement of the 
nations household, the metal industry sector increased the fight to save 
electricity, coke, coal, etc. Coke consumption per ton of pig iron was 
reduced seven per cent in 1963 and coai camsumption per ton of granulated 
iron by four per cent. The Kangso'n Steel Mill reduced the consumption 
of electricity per ton of steel by 10.2 per cent in 1963. Electrical 
efficiency was improved 5.5 per cent in the electrolysis of lead and 1.39 
per cent in the electrolysis of nickel, At the Munp'yo'ng Smelter, it was 
improved 2.6 per cent in the electrolysis of 2inc and at the Namp'o Smelter, 
2.4 per cent. 

The cost of industrial products was reduced 3.6 per cent as compared 
to the previous year, The cost of pig iron was reduced 3.45 per cent, 
granulated iron, 1.3 per cent; steel, 0.68 per cent; U-shaped steel, 7.96 
per cent; L-shaped steel, 6,09 per cent; and thick plates (12=millimeter), 
1.81 per cent. The share of increased labor productivity in total industrial 
production growth rose to 21.3 per cent. 

In 1963, the metal industry properly used the equipment present in 
metallurgy and successfully continued the work to put flesh on the bmes 
already created. Our metal industry made a great contribution toward 
further strengthening of our independent national economy and more success~ 
fully served to devalop light industry and agriculture. 


Machine- Building industry 


In 1963, our machine-building industry achieved results seldom seen 
in a normal year, 

Many new large machines and precision machines were produced which 
were of great aid in the development of the peoples! economy and in the 
progress of the technical revolution, In addition, 1.3 per cent more 
machinery was supplied to heavy industry, light industry and agriculture 
than in 1962 through a struggle to complete the ten tasks. 

A complete transformnation was made in the development of our machine-~ 
building industry jn 1963 and a new guidance system was established at, the 
personal suggestion of Comrade Kim 11 So'ng. 

In August 1963, important machine factories were unified under one 
guidance system, a technical design organization was established and a 
machine industry committee was formed to provide unified guidance, 

The newly-formed machire industry committee and gene ral machine 
industry bureaus went directly to the important machine factories and 
technical design organizations and provided a stronger system of guidance 
through concentrated discussions on production prospects, This permitted 
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more complete specialization and cooperativization of machinery production 
and more complete mbilization and use of the latent power within the 
macnine industry. 

As a result, many machine factories, such as the To'kch'o'n Motor 
Vehicle Plant and the Kiyang Tractor Factory, searched out and mobilized 
their tremendously difficult plans for the year, achieving new revolutionary 
results in the production of important machinery, such as motor vehicles, 
tractors and excavators, 

The important tasks facing the machine industry in 1963 were to 
strengthen the internal structure of the existing machine industry, to 
rapidly increase production of farm equipment, equipment for extracting 
industries and light industrial equipment, such as tractors and motor 
vehicles, to procuce more new machines and automatic equipment, and to 
promote the technical reorganization of all sectors in the peoples’ ecoromy. 

In beginnine these tasks, the machine-building sector waged a stiff 
fight in 1963 to preduce more miti-purpose and special equipment, to equip 
existing machine factories more canpletely, to increase production areas 
and equipment utilization rates, to intreduce advanced techniques and work 
methods into production, and to increase the proportion of presses and 
standard models, 

Efforts were also concentrated on increasing the level of speciali- 
zation and cooperativization in machine production by improvement in 
production organizations, introducing automatic lines and flow lines in the 
assembly and processing of precision equipment, establishing inspection 
systems for different processes, improving the quality of machinery, 
establishing discipline in cooperative production, and increasing the 
production of finished equipment, 

Tremendous funds for basic construction have been invested by the 
state every year in machine-building, which is the nucleus of heavy industry, 
to make it develop more r@idly. Investments in 1963 were 152.6 per cent 
of those in the previous year. The machine-building industry's share of 
total state basic construction investments has grown from 6.3 per cent in 
1956, to 7.4) per cent in 1962, to 10.1 per cent in 1963. 

As a result of this investment, the material and technical foundation 
of the machine-building industry was further strengthened in 1963, A 
stamping shop at the To'kch'o'n Motor Vehicle Plant and a continuous heat 
treatment furnace at the Munch'o'n Machine Plant were completed and satis- 

. factory progress was made on construction of a large processirg and assembly 
shop at the Kiyang Tractor Plant and a steel casting shop at the Yongso'ng 
Machine Factory. 

A continous technical innovation movement was organized in the machine 
industry sector in 1963, and more than 20 kinds of new automatic equipment 
Were manufactured in this single year, including a programmed lathe, a 
programmed milling machine and many other programmed devices, Also, more 
than 1600 machines required for production of larga, complex precision 
machinery were produced, including a 200-millimeter all-purpose drill press 
5.1 meters high and seven meters long. 

Automatic lines and flow lines were completed for the processing and 
assemhly of more than 30 products and parts, including an automatic line for 
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axle processing, which is a combined automated system maintaining a high 
degree of precision in processing, automation of a screw-cutting process, 
automation of piston hole processing, am a flow line for production of 
wheels. 

Thus, our machine-building industry was more strongly equipped with 
new machines and technology and furnished with stronger resources to permit 
a future cross-over inte widespread automation. 

The machine-twilding industry in 1963 also produced, with our own 
naterials and techniques, many new large-size machines urgently required 
by all sectors of the peoples! economy, The industry buiit a 75-ton tower 
crane capable of pulling up a weight of 75 tons to a height of 93 meters; 

a four-cubic-meter excavator, 20 meters long and 8.5 meters high, capable 
of digging out 2500 to 3500 cubic meters of ore in a single shift; a 
L00-horsepower diesel engine which is more than half as light as a hot-bulb 
engine, but 1.5 times as fast; the simple and efficient Hu'ich'on model 
5-29 rock drill; large trackless trolleys and large busses. 

Great results were achieved by the workers at machine factories 
everywhere, including the Ch'ollima Taean Electric Factory, in putting the 
Taean work system more completely into effect and improving production 
guidance and management and operation of enterprises. 

The machine industry committee demonstrated the superiority of the 
new guidance system in 1963 by overfulfilling its plan for value of 
production by lO2 per cent, 

The total value of production in the mchine-building industry in 
1963 was 162 times that in 1946, 30 times that in 199, 761 per cent of 
that in 1956 and 163 per cent of that in 1960, 

The share of total industrial productio held by the machine~-building 
and metal processing industries has increased from 1.6 per cent in 19h; 
before liberatim, 40 8.1 per cent in 19119, 17.3 per cent in 1956, 21.3 
per cent in 1960, 23 per cent in 1962, and 2h per cent in 1963. 

Our degree o: self-sufficiency in machinery has increased with the 
rapid devolopment of the machine-building industry, from 64.5 per cent in 
1956, to 90.6 per cant in 1960, to 92.) per cent in 1962, and to 93,8 
per cent in 1963, when almost all the machinery and equipment required for 
our widespread technical reorganization was produced domestically. 

For further development of the extracting industries in 1963, the 
machine building industry produced 15] excavators, 38]; air compressors, 
8172 rock drills, 347 chain conveyors, more than 11,200 mine cars and more 
than 8O scraper winches. Much aid was also piven to agricultural mechanization 
and general mechanivation by the production of 3033 tractors, more than 
<?UO plows, more than 300 flat. harrows, more than 151),0 bag-weaving machines, 
O22 motor vehicles and much other machinery and equipment. 

In 1963, modsrm equipment was produced and sent to tens of important 
construction projects. These included equipment for a 400,000~ton capacity 
blooming mill shop at the Hwanghae Fron Foundry, equipment for an ore- 
cutting shop at the Kimch'aek Iron Foundry and equipment for drawn pipe 
shop with an annual capacity of 50,000 tons at the Kangso'n Steel Mill. 

In addition, 15 electric locomotives and equipment for transformer 
stations and switches required for the electrification of the Tanch'o'n- 
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Hongwo'n railway were provided, as well as much other equipment required 
for the development of such economic sectors as fisheries, light industry, 
forestry and communications, 

Plans for production of many important machines were exceeded in 
1963, for examle: hot-bulb engines, 110 per cent; transformers, 138 per 
cent; chain conveyors, 10 per cent; mine cars, 103 per cent; rice cleaning 
machines, 142 per cent; cotton textile machines, 1)5 per cent; tractors, 
100 per cent; plows, 186 per cent; flat harrows, 15] per cent; bag-weaving 
machines, 155 per cent; electric mine cars, 107 per cent; trucks, 101 
per cent; winches, 10) per cent; turbine pumps, 150 per cent; centrifugal 
pumps, 168 per cent and speed reduction gears, 10 per cent, 

The machine industry also devoted efforts to production of parts for 
moter vehicles, tractors, coal mining equipment, metallurgical equipment, 
equipment for ships and cmstruction equipment, so as to provide enough 
spare parts for important machines. As a result, parts production in 1963 
was 101 per cent of that in the previous year, and for metallurgical equip- 
ment parts, 226 per cent, - 

Workers and technicians at each machine factory under the machine 
industry committee developed a mass movement to introduce new machine 
techniques and advanced work methods in 1963. More than 14,000 technical 
innovations were completed, which was 1.5 times as many as in the pravious 
yeare 

As a result, the labor of more than 1,322,500 workers was saved 
and more than 7,040,000 wo'n in profit was given to the state, 

With increase in the utilization rates for equipment in machine 
factories, production per square meter in casting shops rose to 12) per 
cent of that in the previous year for steel castings and 110 per cent for 
iron castings, Production per construction machine increased to 113 per 
cent of that in 1962. 

Costs of machine industry were reduced 3.1) per cent more than planned 
in 1963, with the cost of high-expense products 8h per cent below the 
previous year. 


Chemical Industry 


Our chemical industry, which in the past mainly produced only chemical 
fertilizer, has developed into a strong industry which today produces all 
kinds of organic and inorganic chemical products, including synthetic fibers 
and synthetic resins. 

Using its foundation of a strong industry in 1963, the chemical sector 
concentrated its efforts on production of raw materials for light industry 
such as synthetic fibers and resins, amt production of chemical fertilizers 
and farm chemicals to increase the use of chemicals in agriculture. 

Our Party has a deep interest in the development of the chemical 
industry for the sake of providing a stronger base for light industrial 
raw materials and for promoting greater use of chemicals in agriculture, 

The state invested great amounts of national funds in this seotor again this 
year and further strengthened its material foundation, 
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The second canstic soda plant at Pongung, with an annua] capacity 
of 50,000 tons, began operations in 1963, Construction work continued 
successfully on the Sinu'iju Chemical Fiber Factory, a chemical shop at 
the Hwanghae Iron Foundry, a farm chemical shop with annual capacity of 
30,000 tons and a weedkiller shop with an annual capacity cf 3,500 tons 
under the Pongung Chemical Industry Management Rureau, an an ammonium 
nitrate fertilizer shop with an annual capacity of 350,000 tons at the 
Hu'ngnam Fertilizer Factory. 

Construction also continued at more than 80 small and medium chemical 
factories by means of state investments and mobilization of internal 
reserves, which further exparded and strengthened the raw matorials base 
for light industry. 

Total chemical industry production in 1963 increased to 111 per 
cent of that in 3962 asa result of a fierce struggle to increase the 
utilization rate of existing equipment and increase the production of newly 
opened factories.

In order to supply large amounts of farm chemicals ar] chemical 
fertilizers to the agricultural sector in 1963, the chemical industry sector 
reorganized and expanded existing chemical fertilizer plants, improved their 
technical equipment, and increased the rate of utilization of existing 
equipment. As a result, 71),000 tons mre of chemical fertilizer was produced 
than in the previous year and the composition by type was greatly improved 
over 1962, The amount of fertilizer used per cho'ngbo increased, because 
683,000 tons of chemical fertilizer was supplied to farms before the farming 
season in the 1963 fertilizer year (from July to June of the following 
year), which was 61,000 tons more than in the previous fertilizer year. 
During the same period, 10,000 tons of farm chemicals such as weedkillers 
and insecticides were supplied to farms, resulting in preat savings in 
labor. 

Efforts were also devoted in 1963 to increasing production of light 
industrial raw materials which have preat significance in improving our 
peoples’ lives, such as chemical fibers including vinalcern, vinyl chloride, 
sulfuric acid and caustic soda. In 1963, 11,000 tons more caustic soda 
was produced than in 1962, Vinalon was 3045 tons more, artificial silk, 
1379 tons more and vinyl chloride, 333 tons more. Production of dyes, 
paint and cosmetics also increased and many more raw materials for daily 
necessities and cloth were supplied to light induatry than in the previous 
years

As a result of a stronger technical innovation movement in the 
chemical industry sector in 1963, the level of mechanization and 
automation was raised markedly at the Hu'nmam Fertilizer Factory, the 
8 February Vinalon Factory, the Pongung Chemical Management Bureau's 
Vinyl Chloride Factory and the Yo'ngan Chemical Factory. Craative 
suggestions were widely introduced into production and labor productivity 
was increased over the previous year. Consumption of electricity per tm 
of ammonia was reduced two per cent over 1962 and that of caustic soda 
per ton of artificial silk, nine per cent. 


Building Materials Industry 


Our building materials industry, with its own production, is 
basically meeting the demand for building materials in 4 series of 
construction fields, inclucing large-scale industriai cmstruction and 
urban and rural housing construction. 

At the end of 1963, there were more than 300 ‘large, medium and 
small building materials factories in our country, including the 8 February 
Madong Cement Plant, which is equipped with modern techniques, 

In 1963, the state invested 32 per cent more basic construction 
funds in this sector than in 1962, in order to further strengthen the 
material and technical facilities of the building materials industry. 

An engineering shop at the 8 February, Madong Cement Factuory, the 
Kaeso'ng KASETU' [transliterated from Korean] Factory, a mine timber 
factory at the So'ngch'o'n Coal Mine and the P'yo'ngyang Construction Tile 
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Factory were newly bullt in 1943, 

A series of operational messures were taken in 1964 to further 
develop the conetruction mitarials industry to metch actual development of 
the psoples!' economy. A naw Ministry of Construction Materials was eetrb- 
lished (by Goverment Order of 8 Janunry 1945) and » system wae eet up to 
offer unified euildnnce to conatruction matarials factories, which had been 
under dispersed manspement and operntion in the pat, 

Aleo, construction materials factorian were combined and the 
facilities of tha combined fectories were replaced, completed or re-equip- 
ped. E quipment wae further strengthened ot more then ten factories, 
including the Taeed'ng and Anbyo'n oeramics factories, 

fntal oonstruction meterianls industry production in 1/45 inoressed 
to 121.5 percent of thet in the previcus year and the shore of thie sector 
in our total industrie] production grew from 4.9 to 5.4 percent in tha 
esme period,

Utilization of equipment inoronsed remarkably in 1943 with the 
introduction of advanced technical proceseas, euch «ws the uss of hert 
converters in cement rotsry kilno and the use of sorting and scraw~type 
pistes in cement crushere. Utilization rates for cemant rotory kilns were 
1.9 percent hirher than in 1962, for cement crushers, 5.1 percent higher, 
end for cement material crushers, 4.1 percent higher. 

Aan raanult, production per cement rotary kiln per hour inoresesed 
to 102 percent of that in the previous yerr and cement production inoresssd 
to 106 peroent in the same period. 

In order to conserve lumber end tron materiale in 19435, the con- 
struction materisle induetry built and expanded wood fiberboard factories 
and synthetio resin factories, snd widely ueed in construction such 
abundant materisis es etone, natural slate, gravel, cnoel mine waste and 
mining waste. In order to aid apriculture, « method of producing bricke 
for construction using red oley na A raw material wes introduced.

Light Industry 


The light. industry ssotor solidified the results of taking tho 
height of 25,000,000 meters of textiles in 1963. In the last year or two, 
efforts have been made to expand the veriety of foodstuffe and daily 
necessities produced to more then 30,000 kinds, improve their quality ani 
produce 400,000,000 meters of textilss in 194, 

With the etrong support of heavy induatry, the material end tech- 
nical foundation of existing light induetrinl clants wae further strength- 
aned in 1943 and provision for a solid base of raw mnteriele for light 
industry wes given prime attention. Our lerge-sosle chemionl] fibor bsse, 
including the & Februsry Vinnlon Factory, the Ch'o'ngjin Ohemioal Fiber 
Factory and the Kilohw: Pulp Feoctory, and the faollities of the fraotorios 
in our eynthotio resin system, such ee the Pongung Vinyl Chloride Frotory 
and the Wo'nsan Ohemioel Featory, were further improved on the basis of 
results from new ecientifio resesroh. SOonstruction sleo continued on more 
then 8) emall end medium-scale chemion)] feotories. 
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Cn the feet Corset, satisfretory progress wis made on existing marsh 
drrigstion, Jin-do and tiden-eo'm marsh reed production and new enit 
field development. The light induatry sector thus crested ite own raw 
materie#le brea, which ia more than “000 cho'ngho in extent. 

More than 20 cantral lieht industrial factories were newly built 
or expanded in 1943, including the Hoeryo!'ng Super Factory, the Heaju 
Cardboard Factory and the F'yo'’ngyang 3ilk Mill. 

Shops producing dailv neceseaities in the lirht industriel eector 
were gonerally expanded and reached mora then 580 in number at the end of 
1943. 

local industry continued to develop in 1943 with more succeseful 
execution of the Fartv's policy for simultsneous development of local 
end central induetry in lisht industriel development. 

With the strong support of centrs] industrin] enterprises, mors 
than 480 new factories ware created in the looeal induetris] sector, inclu- 
ding 53 leather factcries, potteries end furniture fretories, just in ths 
period from the Ch'sangeo'ng joint meeting of locsl p-rty amd economic 
workers t: the and of June 19434. 

The anterprise mansrement and guidance system in light industry 
wae reorganized on s nationwide ecale in 1944 in responses to the objective 
requirerente for daveloprent of our economy and improverent in the lives 
of our ;sople. Ao 1 result of the new guidancos svatem, production of’ raw 
materials for li¢ht {nduetry and production of consumer guods were carried 
ont under the unified guidence end control of a national light induetry 
committee, 

m _Tha formation of light industry committees in asch city ind kun 
/county/ perritted wore complete realization of the Korenn Worker's Party's 
vrat plsne to strengthen the econorio relationships between agriculture 
and induetry with the kun *e the stretegic point, to promote the building 
of a socielist sericulture and to saliminnte the differences between city 
end countryside. 

The light industriel sector developed a strong struggle in 1953 to 
-ecomplieh the ten taske and execute the dacieione of the Seventh Flenum of 
the Fourth Party Central Sommittee. The National Light Industry Oommittes 
geve concantreted guidencs to the Flyy'ngyeng Textile Factory, the Ch'o'ngjin 
Chemical Fiber Factory, the Kilchu Pulp Factory, the Nemp'o Gleas Factory 
snd locsl] industriel plants in the Sinch'o'n sres, and created new models 
of enterprise mansgement, technical manngement snd equipment management. 
Work was orp nized to disseminate theses exreriences ty sll light industry 
factorics in the entire country. 

Aiso, thea locstion and production capacity of sach enterpriss was 
eccourntely sesessed and » eyatem of prediction specialization wae estnb- 
lished on a nationwide ecale to natcn the psoples' wants and requirements. 

Following this, the kinds of products and types of work were re- 
organized and definite otnndards were set for the appenranos, size and 
quality of products. Much regietration of products was done. 

The technics] innovation movement, which was developed ss 4 mage 
movement in light industry in 1744, was t| decisive step in improving the 
technioel faoilitkes of existing light industriel] frotories and increseing 
thelr production. 


With the eupport. of atronp hasvy induatrial factories ani the light 
industry machine bree, new mechanical fncilities were added st lurga-soale 
contral lizht induetrinl factories and much sutom~tion of production pro- 
cesses w7s accomplished, Gredusal machanization ond equipment inetrllistion 
at Factories in the local industrial sector was bagun. 

Ties ware otrengthened between workers and technicians in 1943, new 
technical innovations were proposed with the work team 16 the focal point 
nnd more tian 4500 discoverias snd rationalizations were introduced into 
production. 

Asp 1 rebult, the lshor of nore than 2,911,000 workers was saved and 
benefits of more than 18,500,000 wo'n wers given to the nation. More than 
9500 of these innovations wers introduced into the local industry sector, 
saving the lebor of more then 2,147,000 workers snd giving more then 
8,495,000 wo'n in benefits to the nation, 

Labor wee reorganized mora rationally in 1963. 

Shifte were organized more rationslly and work teare were subdivided, 
permitting more positive portivipation in enterprise mansgement hy workers, 
technicians and office workers et many light induetry fectories. In central 
foodstuffs factories rnlone, thy lebor of more than 29,000 workers wse save. 
end more then 5,700,000 wo'n worth of food products were produced beyond 
the planned value for the year, evsn tho gh many persona were sent to other 
jobe. 

Baceuse of such resulte in the etruggle to accomplieh the ten tosks 
ard sxecute the decisions of ths Seventh Flenum of the Fourth Party Ventral 
Committee, light industry completed 100.4 peroont ef the Netionel Light 
Industry Committes's pian for value of production for the wiole country and 
104.4 psrcent for local industry in 1943.

Textile and Clothing Industry 


In 1944, thea textile induatry rector concentrated its enerries on 
further solidfying the resulte gained in taking the height of cloth in 
the previous year, while improving the quality of cloth and making prepn- 
rations to produce 300,000,CCO meters of cloth in 1944, 

Tres new F'yo'ngyang Silk Factory was bullt in 194% and furnished 
with modern techniquec to handle 4000 tons of cononons a year, A new flex- 
epinning system also bagen operations, 

Conetrustion of the Sinu'iju Ohemical Fiber Factory, with an ennue) 
production oprucity of 20,000 tone of stapls fiber, was de’ lcped s6 
moverent of all the people, and estisfectory progrees wes made on construc 
tion of textile factories at Wo'nsan and Ch'o'ngjin. 

The technical facilities of large-acale central textile factories 
ware sleo improved and more then 3800 new machine techniques and sdvenced 
work methods were introduced into preduction, including mechenization of 
wooden shuttles on spinning machines, sutomatic pettern devices on weaving 
machines, end sutomation of wenving machines. 

The raw materiols bese for fiber was expnnded and a strong fight wre 
waged in 1943 to further incranee the production capacity of existing 
chemicsl fiber factories. 

A new raw materiale bese of more then 1000 cho'ngbo of marah reeds 
wag crested and thse wild plent fiber raw materials bass for local industry 
wae exponded. 

The technic*l processeo of the 8 February Vinalon Factory were 
constantly improved on the braia of new results from ecientific rerearch, 
snd the artificial silk pulp evsten was separated from the staple fiber 
end paper pulp system at the Kilchu Fulp Factory. A firm foundation we 
built to parmit thess foctories to continue to improve the quality of their 
chemical fiber production. 

Steps were teken to standardize chsamica) fibsera, sliminate the 
sediment in staple fiber production snd increesse the softness of vinslon. 

Our production of chemical fibere reached 21,000 tons in i965. 

With the systematic growth of chumical fiber production and the fur- 
ther development of the fiber processing industry, 227,000,000 maters of 
cloth were produced in 1)£3, even though ite quality wee improved. 

Froduction ot woolens wes 57.2 percent of that in 1949 and 21 times 
that in 1956. Troduction of underwesr wee 31 tires that in 1949 and 847 
tines thet in 1954, 

The proportion of winter-prade cloth in total cloth production 
incresesd. to 27 percent in 1943, of silk to aix percent, and of hirh-grede 
cloth, to ten percent. 

Production of gebradine in central textile factorics was 144 percent 
of that in the previous yesr, woolene, 141 percent, end vinsalon fabric 
more than dcudle. In accordance with the qualitative ohanges in textile 
production in 1943, technical reseures were promoted to increase the 
utilization of existing equioment and inorease the proportion of high 
threed-count cloth in the textile sector. 


Asp a yeault, thea average threed count in the spun cloth of all our 
textile factories was raieed markedly in 19545 nnd the production of cotton 
fabric per hcur per loom was gix percent greater than in 19A2. 

locel taxtile factories specislized in fiber thrend and cloth in 
1945 by locality. Jome common textile fectoriLer were combined and re- 
orpanized, murked)y increasing the quality of their producta. 

New machines supplied to local textile factories from the time of 
the Oh'angea'ng joint meeting of looal Perty and economic workers to the 
end of 19%5 alone included tore than 50,000 spindles of spinning machines 
and more then 1500 power looms, reeulting in great progress in nechaniza- 
tion of production processes. some factories were furnished with the 
latest epinning end weaving equipment, such se topping machines and 
jacquard loome »nd bagan to produce hiph-grade textiles in enrnest, such as 
woolen auiting, multi-colored cloth end NYUTTONG [transliterated from Korean 
cloth. Tsxtiles produced by local textile factories socounted for 24 per~ 
cent of our total textile production in 1943, 

In ithe clothing industry, ths teotnical facilities of existing cloth- 
ing factorl*s were further improved and the workers technical skills were 
reised. Thay made all kinds of beautiful clothes suited to our peoples! 
atyle of living, including 7,800,000 resdy-made suite and lerge quantities 
of overcoats, work clothes, etc. 

In accord with Party end frovernment policies to supply winter cloth- 
ing free of oherge ot the end of the year to all farm children, 411 children 
of employues et esolt factories ond 411 children of members of fishery 
associations (aged four to ten years), the clothing industry produced 
1,000,000 suite of winter clothes end hate in » short time.

generally newly built st the seme time, and there wee a married ivprovement 
in technical facilities. A atrong rew materisls base was craented end 
domestic eources of raw matarisle for fcodstuffe wersa mobilized and utilized 
to theneximum extent. 

As 8 result, the totol value of production of the foodetuffa and 
luxury poode induetry in 19445 wae 15 times thet in 1946, £75 percent of 
that in 1949 ond 534 percent of thet in 19564. 

Grein procesoing facilities, inoluding those for edible oils, soy 
sauce, bean peste, bean curd, and corn products, were newly built or ex- 
pended. Party policies for meeting the demands of our citizens, including 
fermoro, were successfully carried out. 

By June of 1943, more then 20,000 squere meters of new soy sauce 
storage tanke had been built at feotories everywhere throughout the country. 
Oonstruction proceeded on new toy sauce factories, such as the P'yo'ngyang 
Soybean O11 Factory, and existing factories were expanded. : 
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Soy snuse production in 1943 wna 135,000 kiloliters, or 14,000

Bsan cooking, rolling and drying proceswea were improved, heating wend 
cooling facilities were strengthened and advenced o11 pressing methods were 
widely introduced. Production of vegetable oils in 1965 thue incrunrsed to 
au times that in i746. 

Troduction of canned goods reached 5700 tons in 1954 in the vegetable, 
fruit, m°rine projucts snd meat proceseing fielde. Processing equipment 
was extended at the Yo'ngso'ng Ment Processing Plant and the Jinp'o Fish 
Qil Connery, *8 well *6 marine products processing plants on the ernst and 
weet coset, euch sa in the Kimch'’naek and Jinp'o srens,. 

The sugar-reking and corn and fruit-proceesing induetries lao 
developed. Production grew, quality improved and varlaty of good increased 
pe yleld rates from rew matsrialre were reised for sweet drinks, fruit juices, 
aoft drinka and wine. 

Plans for 1944 were exceeded at central foodstuffs fxctories slone 
at, 119.2 percent for sweet drinks, 557.3 percent for fruit juicse, 207.2 
percen® for processed wine and 145.8 percent for soft drinks. 

Weet coast salt field development work was pushed et high speed.in 
19445 by Party mensaureo for rapid development of the ealt-making industry, 
and our annus) ealt-making copscity passed the 500,000-ton merk. 

The sres sown to industriel crops wae expanded in 1945 snd tobdncco 
procesring was improved. Ae a result, tobecco production reached 12,000 
tons, or 110.4 percent of thet in the previous yaar. 

A bold le cp was made in the development of local foodstuf?fe 
factoriss in 1343, Aidespraad mechanization and automation wae accomplished 
with ths support of workers and technicians from strong central industry et 
local foodstuffs factories which hed already been selected and equipped 
eons factory scale. This wna cone in accordsence with the inetructions 
given by Comrade Kim 11 3o'ng st the Ch'anyso'ng joint meeting between 
local Farty ond ecconoric workers, 

As e@ result, the level of mechanization of locel foodstuffe factories 
wae increased 20 psrcent over the previous yerr. Mechanizotion of soft 
drink bottling, fruit procereing and soy snuce production was taoically 
completed st fondstuffe factories in Yangenng Frovince, and their produotive 
capacity wap incrensed by two to five porcant.

Daily Necosesities Induetry 


The daily necessities industry devoted mush effort in 1945 to pro- 
duction of jronwore, woodenwore, tallow products,. porcelain snd g¢laas 
goods, products made from reeds, stces, psper and pricking m»teriels. 

Technical facilities were expanded at central deily necessities 
factories, suoh sa the Jinu'iju Ohemicsl Fiber Faotory, the Sinu'iju Pulp 
Factory, the Kilohu Pulp Fnotory, tne P'yo'ngyang Combined Daily Necessi- 
ties Factory, the 3inu'iju Cosmetics Factory and the Sinu'iju Rubber 
Fectory. Many new fectories were built and put into operation including 
the Nemp'o Glrss Factory. 

As a revalt, quality wee improved and production of daily necassities 
end culturnl goods wau increased. 

Daily necessities shops at sentra) machine factories and centre] 
industrial enterprines were penersally expanded or newly built in 1943 and 
their technical facilities wers improved. As a reeult, the vrlue of pro- 
duction by central industrial enterprises prew to 152 percent of that in 
the previous yerr, 44,000 sewing machines, 10,000 redios and 21,000 
bicycles were produced in 1943. New furniture factories were built in 

every city and kun and the foreetry industry increased its production 
of wood products for furniture ineluding plywood, wooden sheets and wood 
particle board. 

The evnthetic reein, gzlaes end procelain industries were furthor 
developed, snd production of toys and etationery incrensed remerknbly. 

Thea velus of cultural goods and deily necessities produced in 1943 
was 248 times that in 1946, 40 times that in 1949 and 1] times that in 1956. 
In tne leather end shoe-making industry, synthetic resins were widely en- 
ployed to improve leather processing. Presses and extrusion machines 
were introduced into the production of finished goode. As # result, the 
value of lectrer end shoe production in 1944 incressed to 187 times thst 
in 1946, nine times thet in 1949 and 29] percent of that in 1956. This 
Included more than 50,000,000 pairs of shoes, or mors than 4,000,000 pnirs 
more then in 1942. Also, 2,580,000 rainco»tsa were produced, or 540.4 per- 
cent of that in 1955. Many sckool supplies were produced, including 
2,380,000 lenther bega of vericusa kinds and 1,410,000 fountain pens. The 
glass end poroelain industry continued to cenrch out ond use new souroes of 
raw materiale in 1944 ani the tachnical facilities of the Namp'on Glass 
Fectory were further improved. Facilities for production cf hard glass, 
optior] glees ard lenses were newly built or expanded and the proportion 
of hard snd decoretead porcel*in production incressed markedly. Froduction 
of plats giase renched 5,230,000 square meters and the proportion of hard 
and decorated porcelain in tots] porcelain exceeded 70 percent. 

All produsction processes at the Sinuw'iju Ensmelled Ironwere Factory 
were mechinized and automoted with ths latest teohnion) facilities, snd 
construction continuad on local enamelled ironwere factories, such as 
those et Kasch'o'n, Pukch'o!ng snd other locelitiess. Ensmelled ironware 
production :in 1943 was 7,412,000 iteme, or 254.4 peroent of that in 1956. 

The papor-making industry developed naw basse for paper snd pulp 
rew materials in 1965 and put paper factories into operation, such as the 
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Haeju Cardborrd Factory. Technical fFracllitievs were improved at nurs than 
90 paper factories in local industry. 

The value of pulp and paper production in 1943 increased to 22 
times thet in 1944, ten times thet in 1949 end 458 percent of that in 1954. 
The amount of paper produced wee 71,000 tons, 5,000 tons more then in the 
previous yeer and 17.5 timsas that in 1944, Production of packing contsiners 
and packing materials increased rapidly. 

The variety of daily necessities was expanded and their quality woo 
improved in 1943, Work in the daily necessities industry wae well-osganized, 
and an system of specislization and coopsration in production was established. 
The number of products of daily necessities factories wses 1179 more than in 
the previous year, The production of daily necessities by locsl] industry 
incransed remarkably. local induatry produced 3).1 percent of all the 
shoes and 75 percent of sll the rainconts produced by light industry. 


Forsotry Industry 


Our forestry induetry, which concentrated mainly on logs and lumber 
in the past, has in recent ysars developed inte s stronp, independent in- 
duetry, combining modern wood processing »nd wood chemical sectcra. 

Following the requirements for sctus] development of this industry, 
ite minietry ond control burenu system wes reorganized in 1944 to bring it 
closer to the production sits and encoursge specialization in production. 

The st -ts spsnt 125.8 percent of the previous yasr's expenditure 
in 19455 to develop the forestry induetry,. 

The material and technical foundstion of the industry was further 
etrengthened. Its machine reprir base wae improved end it was provided 
with forestry machinery, euch as machine sews, As of the end of 1943, the 
forestry industry hed » totsl of 1.7 timas as many machines as in 1940, 
including 1.7 ti:ee as many motor vehiolea, three times es many tractors 
and 1.4 times aa many machine saws. 

Ae a result of efforts to meet the growing demand for lumber, the 
forestry industry osrried out 102 percent of ite plan for total velue of 
production in 1963,

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The moet important problem in developing forestry in 1955 wae to 
take *» series of steps to strengthen concentroted production by the mathod 
of cutting trees in rotation. 

In response to cn-the-spot tenching by Comrads Kim I) 30'ng in 
Yanepeng Frovince in August 19464, tree cutting in rotstion wos inveetigr ted 
and studied in eight provinces and 107 kuna for s four-month pericd 
(September through Decetber 1944) in order to introduce it on a wide scale. 

Dispersed production sites were combined in accordance with actual 
conditlona in the foreatry Indiuetry in order to choose 5 size for forestry 
project offices which would motch the period of rot*tion. This concen- 
treted production by combining scattered sites, 

“hile the method of cutting trees in rotation was being introduced, 
effortea were also concentruted on increasing log production. 

Kore machines were utilized in tree felling and interim transportetion 
in 1963. Tree felling wes °4.4 percent more mechanized than in 1940 end 
interim transportation 14 percent more in thse same period. 

The system of preventive maintenance of equiprent wse more thoroughly 
estevliahed in the forestry industry in 1943. As a rasult of efforts to 
inorease the utilization rate for equipment, the utilization rate for 
motor vehicles was increnesd 0.4 percent over 1962 and thet for locomotives, 
7-8 peroent. 


Transport capacity wae marxadly increased with the general intro- 
duction of transport of love by r°ft, thorough preperation for production 
and higher utilizetion rstea for equipment. 

The yield rate for loge wae incrensed by 2.3 percent in 19463 as com 
peared to 1942, 

As a result, 5,740,000 cubic meters of logs were produced in 1943, 
or 554,000 oubio meters more than in the previous year. 
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Lumber mille everywhere improved their teohnical controi 168 2xpectad, 
produced sized lumbsr and widely introduced advance lurhering methods. 
As s result the yield rate for lumber in 19435 wae 1.2 percent higher than 
in 1962, 

Efforts continued in 1943 to develop the wood procsseing industry. 
Tres tops and sawmill by-products were widely used to incrense the conm- 
bined utilizetion rete for wood and wood processing. Mora then 472,000 
equnare meters of wood psorticle bosrd wae produced snd production of wood 
fiber board, crushed wood pulp, furniture snd daily necessities win in- 
cressed. Forestry enterprises vlso produced al] kinds of chenioal products 
by useing tree roots, pine resin, etc. 

The foractry industry excesasd ite plan for labor productivity in 
1944 st 101 percent, an inorsnse of 2] peroent over 1941. 


Merine Froducte Industry 


The total value of production in the marine products industry in 
1944 wae 103.4 percent of that in 1962. 

The state devoted 14.4 percent cf its industrial construction in- 
vestments to basic construction in this sector in 1943, in order to further 
B8trengthen the raterial and technics] foundstion of the marine products 
industry. 

The sh’  pvards and ship repair fectoriesr under the Minietry of 
Marine Products built fishing borte in 1945, Although their main concern 
ie ship repsir, they %1l8o built sll kinds of faotlities, euch 18 overhesd 
wires end added much equipment to chive. 

A strong fight wae waged for specinlizetion in fiehing boat mtor 
reprires by enterprise und by horsepower and for the setoblishmant of pe 
l5-dsy repeir ayrtam, the objectiv= being to ure the onpacity of engineering 
shope st shipyards, repair factories and fiehery project offices more 
rationallye 

Ae s result of = etrong strugsle to secure spsre motore and parts 
for ships, fishery project offices’ production of hot-bulb engines reached 
103.9 percent of their notusl results in 1962 and they prepered 115.1 
percent of the spare parte rsquired. The period of time to repair a ship 
was thus reduced 16 deys as compared to the previous yesr and the ship 


repair plan for the minisury 96 * whole wea overfulfilled at 115.4 percent. 
More then 5000 bo-te, both motorized end e il, were supplied in 1964, 
The number of fishing boste st fishery project offices inoressed to 104.4 
percent af thet in the previove yeart 107.5 percent for motorized hosts 
end double for trawlers, 
Many non-motorized bonts suited to cosstel fishing were supplied in 
ecoordance with Psrty poliolies on strengthening emall end medium conetal 
fishing operntions,

As a rssult of the continusd tremendous national intersst in esteb- 
lishing the marine producte industry on 4 high scientific and technical 
foundation, the number of fish-finding eonar sate in 194% wes 40.7 times 
thet in 1956, 

Ths *rount of nets produced by fishing geror and materials factories 
in 1)44 was 175.9 percent of that in 1942, and the amount of fiber rope 
wna 102 parcent. These fsctories "leo axceaded plans for the yerer in 
production of winter clothing, rubber raitncostse, waterproof costs for 
fivhing, rubber glover. diving auits, diving helnetsu, rubber refts and 
and rubber bonts. Following the growth in projuotion, sll kinds of fishing 
gear wac supplied thie yeer, including more than 4000 tone of nets nd rope. 

By carrying out the tarty's policy to increase the proportion of 
workers in the direct sectors in each field, state-run fishery enterprises 
remorkebly incressed the proportion of fishermen (including food fishermen) 
among their employees. 

Ae 9 rfsult of the technica] innovation movement by fishery enter- 
prisee everywhere in 1943, twice as manv original eurpastions were sub- 
mitted thie yerr ss last, end more than helf were introduced into production. 

During 1945 the level of mechanization wae increased for work 
requiring heavy labor, Machnanization of unlonding was increeved 15.8 
percent. In adiition, many fishing borts introduced euch advanced methods 
as fiahing by slectric light, underwater trap fiehing for octopua, machines 
for winding up iow dragging nate and improved angle nets. Mechrnization 
continued for such work 96 costini nets end presning laver and diving pumps 
were motorized. A large-ocrle, aobile, positive fiehing campripfn was 
developed on the enet and weet cosato in 1944, 

Tha Miniatry of Merine Froducts organized fiseh-finding units at 
esch provincial morine products control burenu end inetruoted the erst 
and weat coest marine products laboratories to devote all their efforts 
to finding prospects, so that fish-finding and locetion of proapsots could 
become oepeocialized. 

Reports on the condition of the ses end louation of fish ware 
received at all timee by menne of s single notifiotion syetam and the 
fishing seeson was extended to the maximum. Fishermen everywhere wared 
a positive fishing campaign, going out to meet and oatch schools of fish 


coming in toward the const ond pursuing and entching achools golne awny. 
Fishermen evervwhare called for 9 movaent to heve more than 400 daya' 
fishing in order to increnane the number of times they cnald drop their 
neta. Aan” result, rotorized bosts went out to fish on five percent more 
dave thin in ths previous yer. 

Fishery project offices and fishery cooperrtive puilise everywhere 

exerted their efforte on nedium snd emell coastal fisheries, so thet 

they ight be daveloped gensrelly. In 1943, fishery project offices in- 
cressed the number of epecielized ema)] and medium fishing fleete and 
organized *7 er«li and medium fishery ehopa. tven though fishing con- 
diticne ware favorable, the fishery coopersntive guildea newly seteblieted 
or expended more than 4O fishery cooperstive guilds, concentrating on 
places where none nad been set up hefors and on emal! snd medium fisheries 
in labor dietricts ond in the outskirte of cities. The etrte divertsd 
many fishermen expsrieanced in small] and medium fisheries t: this sector. 

The number of emall and redium fieherise in 1944 wie 128.2 percent 
of that in 1942, gill nets, 108.5 percent; continuous nets, 145% percent; 
octopus traps, 104.5 percent; ststionary nets, 115 percent; esines, 

1029 psrcents dJivere, 136 percent; mnrins nets, 135 percent and dip neta, 
119 percent. mall «und medium fisheries thus caught many fish in 19%3, 
The etch by otetionary nete alone was 41.43 percent greater then in 1940, 

The number of large fisheries in 1943 was 107.) percent of thet in 
tha previoue year, with low drageing net Fisheriea et 132.8 percent. 
Tiehermen on the eset snd west coset developed * deep see iehing campsign 
In wider srene end new fishing grounds in response to Terty policiss for 
entching mors fish in deeper, rore dist>ant sess, rather than only close 
to ehore. Whale hunters improved their firing tactics snd cooperstive 
operetions were corried out by the whsle fleet. As » reeult, wheling 
operations progressed another step in development. 

Production of octopus by enterprises under ths Minietry of Marines 
Products in 1945 wae about 2.5 times se great 38 in 1952. Whale production 
woe 5.5 tines es creat; yellow-teil, sbout double; herrinr, more then 
2.8 times; codfish, sbout 1.5 times; large shrimp, 1.4 times; emel] shrimp 
more then 1.5 times; end smell] see fish, sbout 5.7 times. 

Cur country hes fish-breeding farms et cooperrtive farmea, including 
4% otaete-run fish-breeding farms as of the end of 194%, end part-time fieh~ 
breeding ponds »t onterprises snd sgencies. 

Large-ecale fish-bresding ferms were built in 1943 to further 
develop fresh-water fish-breeding. These included a 100,000 square-meter 
salmon trout hatchery built in ths Pukch'eng irea, 

Appropriats sites for fiesh-breeding were inveetif>ted throughout 
the country in 1743 to develop fileh-breeding potentirlities on # ecientific 
baois, 

The pelavic fish culture sector took stepe in 19464 to epscirlize 
fish culture sccording to the charsacteristios of sen areas, 

Pelogic fish culture projact offices and fishery cooperative guilds 
surpassed their yearly flan for seaweed culture st 104 percent, for rook 
polishing e% 10%.8 percent snd for oulturs of two kinds of oysters at 
101 percent. They eleo oerried out extensive plantings of tangle, 


sexweed and Inver cotonies, deposited many stones with tangle and seaweed 
shoots end crented new o4° cucumber epawning rene, 

Fish-bresding workers constently improved their technical control 
over all their breeding resources in order to increase their production 
per unit. As» r-sult, the production plens for 1985 were surpnaced at 
119.4 vercent for shellfish (147.2 parcent for oysters), and 105.9 percent 
for various kinds of see cucumbers (108.6 peroent for true sen cucumbers). 
Production of marine plunts in 1945 wae 124.4 percent of that in the 
previous year (117.) percent for serweed, ».3 times for tangle and 142 
percent for aver). 

Fishery projeot officsa on the eset const built many artificial 
drving cyens in 1944 an? fishery bewes evervwhere built 14 new indoor 
merine products processing shops, with an eren of 22,000 wquures meters. 
Freszing plant capscity increased to 5.45 times that in 1956. 

About 20 percent more of the internal orgens were recovered in 
19435 than in the previous year for ths sake of ell-round utilizetion of 
the fish catch. Production of dried producte in tns seme period inoressed 
to 109.9 percent; pickeled products, 114.8 percent; end products packed in 
oi], 140.2 percent. 


Agriculture 
Developmenta in Farm Mansperent 


With the support of the antire Ferty end ell our people, the position 
of our socisliet agriculture was furth=r atrengthened rand the material and 
technicel foundetion of farm mancgement wae further solidified in 19463. 

Our Perty prepsred a spirit of expactrtion for agrioulturs from 
1962 to 1744, took tremendous steps to sclidify ite position and developed 
8 maes porty-wide movement to surport egriculture. 

In epite of unfavorebls naturel conditions, including grester floods 
than seen in decades, » bumper erep was grought in sgain in 1943, The 
spriculturel sector clung firmly to the height of 5,000,000 tone of grein 
end mede prepsretione for even graater farm production in 1944, 


The Tochnical Revolution 


The bisic components of the techniioal revolution in agriculture ore 
mechanization, slectrificstion, inoreased use of irrigstion end increased 
use of cheiniecls. 

Increased ueV6s of irrigation, 4 baeio step in overcoming floods 
and droughts, securini ® constant good harvest and improving wzericulture, 
hee elrendy been basically resolved. 

The Perty propoged en expenasion of ths paddy area to /00,000 
cho'ngbo in two or three years through pos tive efforts to solitify the 
results slireedy achieved in irrigntion end to expedite large-scale 
irrigetion projects, 

In accordance with thie Ferty policy, new advances wers nede in 
irrigation in 1945 by etrengthening the fecilities of existing irrigstion 


inetellations in order t» inorenes their utilization end by nronoting 
the conetruction of ler¢ge projects alrecdy hegun ee well se small and 
medium irriention projects. 

Satiefactory progrecs wes mads in 1944 on the Yelu River ares 
irrigation works, which hee the capacity to irrigate 89,000 cho'ngbo, 
and the 3unnwa-gonge flood control projects, which will be bls to irripnate 
4400 cho'ngbo and protect 1400 sho'ngho. Medium nnd snsll-acale projects 
were completed, such ne Yeso'ng-p2ng water distribution lock gte project. 
In thiu single ysor, expansion of the irrigated arses in our country slmost 
equalled 54 veare of past expansion. 

Our peddy area grew from 540,000 cho 'ngbo in 19462, to 580,000 
cho'ngbo in the 3pring of 19455, to 640,000 cho'ngho at the end of the yeer,. 

The cspecity of our reservoirs et the end of 1963 wes 275 percent 
of that in 1955 and our pumping etaition capacity, 995 percent. 

Our countryeide is covered by = dense irrigation network, compris- 
ing more than 14,000 sources of water, 150,000 irrigation structures and 
51,300 kilometers of waterways. 

Machanization of egrioulturs prorressed further in 1345, Meny 
new farm machines were supplied to thie sector, including more than 4000 
trucke and trectors, more than 1600 seeders and rore than 2000 threshing 
mechines, 

The number of tractors engnged in field operations resched more 
then 18,000 (caloulsted st 15 horsepower) in 1943. The number of trectors 
aa cho 'ngbo of cultivated lend incressed'from 0.78 in 1942 to 0.9 in 
1943.

The Culturel Ravolution 


Activities continued to raies the culturel and technical lavel of 
farmere, footer technical cedren for apriculture, reforn the worn-out 
look of sgriculture, get rid of #11 backward styles end hebite of living 
and increass the lavel of culture and sanitation in farm life. 

The technics] and oulturel level of cooperntive farmers continued 
to rise throuch a eyetem of technical study groups, workers! sohools and 
workerg' middle schoole which were set up on each cooperetive farm. The 
younger ganerstions were given seven vears of genere)] educction by » 
system of compulsory primary and intermediate schoole. 

The renke of tschnical ferm cadres were rapidly expended and their 
qualitative compoattion constantly improved. Farm teohniciange and speoiel- 
ists wore treined in colleges snd higher technical echoola,. 

Modern h.uses were widely built in the country ond cultura) and 
health facilities incrssesd, The culture ond sanitation of the farmers! 
lives were further improved. 

A clinic was setsbliehed in each ferr village ond farmers received 
free medics] care the seme as laborers and office workers. 

Nurserice and kindergertene were established in all ferm villages, 
permitting farm women to perticipete positively in eocial labor and children 
to be raised respectebly. 

Meny publications were dietributed to forrers and wire broedcasts 
wera brourht into 99 percent of 911 the villages in the northern half of 
our republic. Mone cultursl] projects were widely developed smong coopers- 
tive farmers. 

Efforts were thus directed toward eliminating the differance in 
cultural level between city and countryside in our nation. 


The Ideological Ravolution 


The ideological revolution continued to develop ahead of the cultursl 
and technical revolutions in order to overcome remnente of worn-out ideo- 
logies among the farmers end arm then with communist ideology and tha 
ideology of an advanced working class. 

The poli‘.cal and class awereness of farmers was prestly increased 
and a treneformetion was wrought in their ideologioal knowledpe as o result 
of the etrong development of communistic treining for farmere, which wae 
dbaaioaslly class training. 

The communist virtues and hsabite of mutuel aid, love for the group 
and service for joint benefit were widely developed among the farmers, 

In 1945, 25,750 work teame, with mors than 1,544,000 cooperstive 
fsrrers enrolled, participeted in the Ch'o'llime work team movemsnt. The 
designation "OGh'o'llims Work Team” was received by 5127 work teams with 
252,000 members, 

The most difficult revoJutionsery task in our country's agriculture, 
that of reorgenizing knowledge smong people, is being successfully resolved. 


Support for Agriculture 


The entire FPerty end all the people were mobilized tu support 
agriculture in 1945. 

Our nation hee supported spriculture from beginning to end from the 
time of liberation to the present. 

The stste has inoressed basic construction inveatments in the ferming 
sector every year, following policies of tue Koreen Worcer's Party . From 
the time of cooperativization to the present, 15.8 percent of totel state 
basic construction investments in the peoples!’ economy have been devoted to 
agriculture, 

Basic construction investments in epriculture in 19363 increnmsed 
to 154 percent of those in the previous yaar, and apriculture® share in 
totel investment for productive construction rose from 16 persent in 1962 
to 19 percent in 1963. 

All fields have strengthened their support for sgriculturs since 
the time of coopersativizstion. 

The st>-te, in perticular, hase etrenrthened ite help and guidance for 
agriculture since coopernativization from the standpoint of bsering ite 
responaibilities for the farmers! lives ae well ss those of laborers and 
office workers and for the development of cooperntive ownership os well es 
ownership by 911 the poople. Tremendous irrigation projects, water and 
forsst conservetion projects, farm mechanization and electrifioation, 
inoreseed use of chemicals in agriculture end cultural construction pro- 
jects have been promoted by national basic construction funde and state 
financial sid. 

Since » atrong base wes built for socialist industrielization, our 
industry hea produced and supplied to agriculture more farm machinery, 
chemicel fertilizers, epricultural chemicals, conatruction materisls and 
consumer poods avery yer. 

The st»te has teken 411 poseible steps tc incrense the farver's 
income and rapidly improve their lives. In the single yaar of 19453, 
cooperative farmers received 249,520,000 wo'n in actual state benefits by 
means of new Perty policiss. vee included exemptions from repsynent cf 
stots loans ond taxes in kind, inorenases in purchsing prices for indue- 
triel crops and livestock products, decreases in prices for farm meterinole 
and farm machinsry and free -sdica] cere and clothing for 011 ferm children. 

Such support playsd a decisive role in developing egriculture at «a 
repil rete, strengthening cooperstive farms and improving the cul tural 
lives of fermacea, 

While the technico! revolution was carried on to strengthen the 
position of agriculture and solve farm labor problems, other methods wore 
also ueed. Farm workere ware encourrged to stay on the farn, workers, 
diacharged soldiers snd produatss of primury ond intermediate technical 
s chools were eent to farms and many osdres and tachnicians were rent to 
agriculture efter treining. Socialist Inbor support for apriculture was 
developed as a mess movement of all thse people. More than 278,400 young 
oity people went to the ferns in 19435 in response to the Perty's call to 
strengthen the poeition of sgriculture and help with ferm work. Tha 
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number of cooperstive farm members in 1965 inersaeed to 110 parcsant of 
that in 1958 Laborsrse, office workers and students wers mobilized for 
ferm work in 1965 oni gave more then 17,000,000 daye of labor to agriculture.

of agruculture. It wie a wise messure to resolve the requirements of rature 
rericultural davsloprent. 

The newly-formed kun cooperetive forr mansgement committee etrengthens 
technical guidence for farm production snd plans ond orgsenizes farm manage~ 
ment and operations by ite unified command of ferm teohnicians, farm 
mechinery project offices, frrm tool factories, irrigstion control offices, 
end other atate enterprises serving agriculture. It directly organizos 
and lesds 1) cooperative mansgement activities. It sleo permits stronger 
etate support for coopsrstive manszement and stronger relationships between 
cooperative ownerahip and ownership by al) the people. 

In oniy two yerre after their crestion, these comrittees made the 
new farm guidance system s living force ond crusad intensive development 
of the Ch'o'ngeen-ni spirit and methods. 

Another preot harvest wos brought in again in 1943 without hesitation, 
despite floods unprecedsntsd for dscsdes ond unfavoreble wenthsr conditions. 
The height of 5,000,000 tone of grain wae furtrer solidified sand creat 
progrees wes made in industrial crops, stock breeding, fruit oulture and 
sericul ture. 

The farvsra' income hes inoressed slong with the rapid prowth in 
fern production aad the incresses in strte benefite. | 

Our cooper*tive farmers! lives todsy haves gensrally renched the 
levol of middle-cless farmers or rich middle-claco farmers. 

These resultw demonstrate the superiority of tho socisliat svatem 
over the capitalist system.

With the positive support of the entire Farty end 811 the people, 
cooperative farmers in 1944 solidified the rssulte of oapturing the height 
of 5,000,000 tone of grain, and successfully osarried out taake to prepare 
for the capture of even lofticr helzghta. 

Rice production in 1944 was 486,000 tons more then in the previous 
vesr. As a reeult, the proportion of rice in tots! grain production rose 
from 51 percent in 1942 to 583 percent in 1944, 

The emount of beans produced in 1944 was 1.5 times that in 1962 and 
vegetable production wos 1.46 times sa preest. Remarkable increnees were 
sl¥vo made in the production of such industrial crops a8 cotton, tobecco, 
ginweng and hopa, 

Party policies for increasing the »ren sown tr rice were completely 
sccomplished end the rice-raising srea wae expanded in 1963 to 83,000 
cho 'ngbo more then the previous yerr.

The stock reieing induetry developed etill more in 1945 ae the 
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resuit of # struggle to accomplish Party policies for bisic development of 
state-run stock farming and coopsrstive farm atock reiaing slong with 
developrent of atock reising »e » eideline among farmers, 

Freonreations were successfully cormplated for en epochal incresse 
in the production of livestock proaducte auch «s poultry in response to 
the teachings of Comrade Kin Il So'ng piven et Ch'eneo'ng in Aupust 1964. 
State-run stock forme were re-equipped with a view towird speolelizetion 
end stock reining equipment was expanded. 

The number of stock pens et the end of 1965 wau 244 percent of 
thet in 1958 end feed cooking rooms incressed sbout 26 times. 

The number of livestock ot the end of 1963 were 101 percent of thet 
in the previous yveor for cattle, 114 percent for sheep nd 124 percent 
for goate. Out of theee, it wae 11]l percent for breeding sheep end 1350 
percent for breeding gonte. Breeding poultry inoreaged to 115 peroent 
(including 273 percent for geese),

Efforte in 19464 were devoted to developing new fruit orcherde, 
menesing young orcherde econonlcally end improving menuring and msn pement 
of existing bering orcnards, 

Agencies, enterprises, schools and cooperative farme everywhere 
developed a mnas covement to develop new orcherds efter the Fuxch'o'ng 
meeting of the Jtanding Committee of the Korean Workers! Farty Central 
Cormittee. Ase result, the sres planted to fruit trees increased to 122,064 
cho'ngdo in 1963, 1.5 times that in 19f0 and 7,150 cho'ngbo mors than in 
1942, 

As 5 result of activities to develop new fruit orchards at many 
aeancees and enterprisee, such aa the Cho'llima Teean Electrio Factory, 
1.5 cho! ngbo of orchard wee developed per hundred erployeer at these pieces, 

Menuring and manspement work, euch as meking terraces, weeding and 
scattering chemicals, was euccesafully casried out for younr, orcherds 
developed on mountain slopee. 

As @ result, many of the orcharde newly developed since the 
Pukch'o'ng meeting hove sterted to ber fruit. 

The eres of besring orch*rds in 13535 wae 1400 cho'ngbo more then in 
1942. 

Verious machines euch es power duatero and fruit harvesters were 
Originsted and menufeactured snd mony machines end tools necessrry in 
orchard work, such 9s spreyers end dusters »2re supplied, effecting »s 
tremendous expansion in ths acope end kinde of work mzohanized in fruit 
ferming. 
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Brilliant reoulte were achieved in sericulture in 1943. Devslop- 
ment of mulbarry fields continued sotively on the basis of the decisions 
of the Pukoh'o'ng meeting of the Standing Committee of thes Korean workers! 
Party Centrel Committes. 

Ae a result, the ares of growing mulberries at the end of August 
196% wes 105 percent of that in the previous year, end the amount of lesves 
hervested per cho'ng wes merkedly tnoresaed by improved manuring and 
manegement. 

Advenced silkworm-raising mathode ware widely introduced in 1963, 
including reising in a box on oastor beans, raising on mulberry bronches,

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In 1943 ths transportation sector mede repid increases through * 
struggle t> accomplish the ten tacks brought forth by the Fifth Plenum of 
the Fourth Party Cantrell Committee and completely net the transport re- 
quirerents of ell sectors of the people's economy. 

The trensport machine building industry wes further developed and 
etrengthened in 1964, mesns of transport and rolling etock were repleced 
and expunded and t'e technics] reorgsnization of railways was successfully 
continued. 

Construction of slectric rsilwaye was generally developed in sccor- 
dence with 7 joint decision of the Cabinet and the Porty Centrel Committee 
deted | November, which concerned tne organization and development of a 
nationwide mess movenent to promote the electrification of our reilways,. 
(Thies deciaion celled for sompletion of the electrification of the — 
F'yo'ngyang-Sinu'iju line by 15 A uguat 1944 and electrification of the 
P' yo 'ngynng-3insc'ng-ch'o'n line by the end of November, ) 

The traneport sector in 1944 wared » s‘ruggle to improve manngement 
and cpsretion of the means production, strenguhen the inepection end maine 
tenancs of equipment, and estoblish greater revolutionary discipline and 
order among the workora. 

As 9 result, railway freiph! circulation in 19445 wee 105 percent 
of that in the pravious yeor, the smount of freight transported by reilway, 
105 percents truck freight circulation, 104 percent; emount of freight 
transported by truck, 1045 percent; end ship freight circulation, 106 per-~ 
cant.

The firet 
Reilwsy Day wae observed in 13453 wos observed with great pride by the 
rail transport workers as breve Party aoldiere. 


Reil Troneport 


Our tote! length of eleotric railway reached 328 kilometers at the 
end of 1944, with ths completion of electric roilwny construction between 
Tanch'o'n and Hongwo'n (124 kilometers) ehand of schedule. Work begin on 
conetruction of an electric rsil line between Flyu'ngyang and Sinu!iju 
(224 kilometers) in 1)45 ond proceeded rt > repid rete with the support of 
all our people. 

York proceeded te permit a 4S4-kilometer section of the South 
HNamgyo'ng line to carry 40-ton freight cers and heavy locomotives suited 
to the development of the extraction industries and its transport capecity 
was increased renarkably. 

Construction of » new Sh'o'ngjin--Nejin line, which begen in 1342, 
eleo proceeded successfully. . 

Production of elactric locomotives also proceeded actively. In 
1943, 15 “Red Fiag" electric locomotives, which heve been designsad to suit 
the netursl] conditions of our reil lines, were produced, sand the foundstion 
wie leid to permit production of 15 each year beginning in 1964. 

Cur country produced 1245 freight cars, including the uulti-purpose 
enclosed freiyht car "511", which wae firat produced in 13635. Cur rail 
transport equipment woe further atrengthened es » result. 

The totel number of rctive locorotives st the end of 19%5 was 1)2 
percent 27f thet in 1940. The number of electric locomotives was 565.4 
percent of that in 1954 =nd 10 percent of thot in 1940. 

The tot?! number of Creight cars was 218.7 percent of that in 195% 
in 1940 and 289.9 percent of thet in 19435. The number of pearenger cnre in- 
19435 wee 108.9 percent in 195%, Internal fixtures of passenger cers ware 
further modarnized. 

Railwsy trsaaport workers continued their struggle to strengthen 
the technical equipment of the railroads and raise the utilizstion rate 
for existing equipment in 1943. 

Train orews oerrisd out more inspection and raintenanos work on 
locomotives, while etrengthening the love-your-locomotive movement. As s 
result, traction capecity wau increesed. The actusl opereting rate for 
locomotives rose to 100.2 percent of thet in 1362, end the eversge traction 
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weight of freight trains ingrensed to 1035 percent, su a reeult of dissemin~ 
ation of edvanced methodoe of locomotive operetion snd improvements in the 
command system, 

The level of mechanization of oar Joading and unlceding increased 
10.4 percent over the previous yeer and technical strtion work was further 
improved. The standsrd weight of freight per freight car wes incresued 
by 200 kilogroms throurch improved loading nethods. 

Ooncentrnted transport of important freitehnt wan achieved by 
prevention and elimination of uneconomic repetition. Aan result, trens- 
port of important freight in 1963 as percentages of that for 1962 was 
107.5 percent for coel, 109.4 percent for ora, 104.2 percent for metals, 
118.1 percent for lumber, and 1046.9 percent for cement. 

Service to the psople in 1963 was improved by replecement of brosd= 
casting feocilities in pessenger cars on important lines snd adjusting the 
schedules of some peesenger traine. DVDeily sighteeeing trains to hietoris 
siten end revolutionary bsettlegrounds were considered. ‘The Wiyo'n-Poch'o'n 
line wes repgired end strengthened end opened for psssenger service on 
15 August. 

If the number of railway passengers in 1956 ia considered 100, thie 
increased to 151.8 percent in 1960 and 207 percent in 1943, 


Truck Trensport 


In 1965, the truck transport uwsctor completely met trensport 
demands by solidifying ite meterial and technical foundation to incranee 
its capacity in view if the xctual demand end improving the utilizsetion 
of mesns of trensport. 

New road construction, maintenance and paving wae done in 1943 
slong with maintenance of roads and bridges. Work continued on the 
expansion of the road traneport network end increasing its tranaport 
capacity. 

The number of motor vahioles at the end of 194% wes 122 percent of 
thet at the end of 1942. 80 trackleses trolleys were produced in 1963 and 
introduced into transport operations. Froduotion of large 90-horsepower 


busees srid large, high-capacity, 13.5 meter-long trecklessa trolleys began 
in 1945.

In 1963, the unified managenent end operrtion eystem which had been 
established in 1942 + mors effectively operate truck traneport waa further 
developed snd effort. to combine it with the troneport sectore of some 
mines snd entesprises continued. This etrengthened truck transport end 
sleo improved the operstion end management of technicel equipment. 


In 1944 tha truck transport sector wns furniahed with » etrong bare 
to permit it to make and repair the mechinss it nesdea by itself. Froduction 
of parts wee expanded, the quality of repairs woe improved and the time 
required for repairs waa raduced. 

Truck repair capncity woe increnrned by the eetrhblishrent of 2 repair 
system and the love-vour-vehiclsa movement wasp widely developed among drivers. 
As a result, the sotuel operating rate for trucks in 19454 rose to 101.6 
percent of that in the previous year. Aco for the orpanizetion of trens- 
portation, irretional transpert and operations with empty trucks were 
mericedly reduced and te transport control system wes improved and strength- 
ened hy such messures os planning the aseilenment of trucke for importent 
goods, specislizetion in trensport end opersting by the ring method. 

As 9 result, the emount of treneport by truck-in 1943 wae 103 per- 
cant of that in 1942. 

The truck transport sector trained end aesipzned many truck drivers 
hy Lteel® in 1944, which further solidified the shift system in truok 
operations. Sore o' the trained drivers were diaprtched to forms, where 
they contributed to the technical revolution in sgriculture,. 

Passenger transport also developed further in 1943. The people 
were piben more convsnience in transportation by an incrensee in regularly= 
scheduled busses, and an incrannsa in the number of busses pernitted an 
expansion of the transportation network in mountanous arenrg, 

Tracklass trolleys opersting on » wire network bepan operating 
within Flyo'ngynng in 1945. The number of travellers by mutor vehicle in 
1944 was 107 percent of thet in 1942. 


dater Transport 


Nester trensport was further developadin 1963 in aocordsnoe with 
policies of the Korean sorkere' Farty to eecure smoothsr transport of 
the peoples’ economy's freight by relieving the tight siturtion in rail 
trensport. 

The trensport ceprecity of the water transport sector wao incressed 
in 1944 end its tachnical end material foundation wes strengthened to 
improve ite transport operations. fforts were concentreted on inoressing 
the rate of utilization of equipment and good mensgement of harbors send 
wharfe, 

New ships were built to increase thse osapacity of the ooeen transport 
sector and technical equipment wae replaced or improved on existing ships. 

Trading ports were slso equipped following ths rapid development of 
foreign trnde. A series of porte erd harhore on the srst and went cosets, . 
euch as Namp'o end Hu'ngnar, were batter equipped and improved to permit 
safe shipping operatione. 

Spere parts were eet ahead of ahip repairing, » system of weakly 
repsirs wae instituted end the ranks of skilled workers were incresssed. 

A system of radio contro] of shipping operations was eatebl ished 
which reduced trips by empty bottome and secured mobility in fraicht trane 
port. This inoressed transp rt capaoity snd inoressed the rete of opereting 
ships. 


Linke pe aan rvil and seo traneport were further stronpthened. 
In the Nejin-Oh'o'npyfin-Hu'ngnam ssction, loge end cos) were trensported 
by sem-poing raft, and such important goods as loge end coal wars completely 
transported, 

In the river trensport sector, new routes were opsnad up and the 
technical facilities of the boats were further improved in 1943, At the 
and of 19445, river transport won opereting on many rivers, including the 
Yalu, Taedong, Tonegno, Dhaeryo'ng, 3Sunhwa, Changjin, Oh'o'ngch'o'n end 
Taeryo'ng, and on important lakes, such xe the 3up'ung and Changjin. 

Inoressed transport was sssured by the opening of new routes in 
more then ten tribucearies of the Yalu River in thes Sekchu, Ch'angso'ng, 
Fyo'ktong and Menp'o srers, 

The Yelu River and its tributeries in the Pyo'ktong-gun, North 
P'yo'ngan Provinoe, were utilized to form transport routes linking villeges 
within the kun, and 4 switch was made to river transport, which wos more 
efficient than transport*tinn by horses or oxcert. 

The ciroulation of freight by ehips on oceane and rivare in 1943 
incraaasd to 105 percent of that in the previous. year. 


Jomrunics tions 

Cn 35 April 1963, Domrede Kim I} So'ng gave instructions concerning 
the expansion of industrial communications facilities and eeteblishing 
centrelizstion ss 2 principle in communications oontrol. 

As 9 result, « syotem was satablished in 1953 whereby the Ministry 
of Communications mensgeo, operstes and offers unified cuidenoe for the 
generel communicotions network in our country. 

Communicetions workers conoentrated their efforts in 1943 on 
furthsr expension of #11 communications fecilities to insure s complete 
industrial communications nyetam, on increasing telephone cirouite, on 
strengthening comrunicetions facilities below the kun Isvel, and on 
increasing tne power outrut for brondcnating. 

The total velue of communications production in 1945 aurpassed the 
plan ot 104.7 percent, which wae 104.5 percent of that in 1962 and 1°4,5 
percent of that in 1940,

The quality and service uf our communications were increseed in 
19635 when worksre in this sector modarni~ed comrunioatione equipment and 
facilities.

The wire communications sector concentrated ite efforts in 19453 
on meeting the rapidly increasing demand for induetrial cormunicrtions,. 

In order to expand circuits by multiplex methods, wire conmunications 
workers ineteslled mors then 120 domesticelly-produced single-cheanne! carrier 
telephones, more then 40 three-chennel carrier telephones and carrier 
telephone sepsrator batwaen the orpitnal snd the provihces and between the 
provinces end the kuns. Also, 15,355 kilometers of new industrial 
communications lines were built. Aw nr result, the nunber of telephone 
circuite between cnpitol ani province incraaned from 5.6 to 7.1, end 
betwaen provinoe end kun, from 1.4 to 2. 

Recauss of the lenping developmsant of locel iaidaiey gnd the un- 
precedentsd increses in the position and the role of the kun in racent 
yeara, mors than 20 coomon bettery ewitcnborrds were inetalled in kun 
post offices in 1943. In other kuna, communications equipment was strength- 
ensd and their technioe!] level wae raised. 

In the course of » strugzle to sccomplish Party policies for con- 
bining and straightening communicstions lines in 1943,.7753 kilometers of 
communicestionsa lines were combined and streisghtencd. Some sections of line 
were repaired and moved from ruadsides to safor serees. 

As a result, systems were mor: thoroughly estsblished for an in- 
dustrie] commend network from the cepitel to the industries] enterprises, 
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for industrie] srea networks end for industris] sector nstworke. 

AC/DC communicatinns methods were discovered in the wire communi- 
cations sector. Its introduction produced 22 telegraph circuits without 
riditional inveatmsnt and relieved the tight communiortions situstion. 
This sector itself produced more than 400,000 metera of ineulated wire 
end improved the quelity of wire brosdcests and telephone converses tions 
by repairing telephone ond wire brosdoaet equipment of officss. 

Along with the expension in ths induatrial communiastions network 
ond the increased variety of meana of communications in 1943, the number 
of telephones subscribers in 1945 rose to 109.1 peroent of that in the 
previous yesr.

The radio communications sector concentrated ite efforts in 1944 on 
modernizing all of the technical equipment st broadcasting stations and 
improving broadcast quality. 

The workers in thie sector improved the quality by introducing’ 
the automatic double moduletion matho!? in redio brosdcasters, | 
increecinc the power output of saxieting transmitters end repairing end 
strongthening relay froilities. 

The radio broadcasting network wes expended end prepsretions for 
construction of a telaviaion brosdcssting atetion continued in 1943, 

A new high-powar brosdonsting oat- tion degen operating, so power 
output for radio broadcsating in 19435 roas to 105.7 percent of thet in the 
previous year and 203 percent of that in 1940, 

The number of broadasating stations increased, their pawer output 
expended end they were furnished with modern soientific techniques. As 
® result, our broedossters'’ role of short-wave service waa increesed end 
strength of thseir-reception was merkedly increased, both st home end abroed,. 

Cur country was furnished with wire broadoasts in its cities sand 
industrial sress, of course, but simost all the farm villeges in the 
northern half of our republic also had wire brordcsasts,. 

Tho wires broadcast network was expended in 1943, 4414 kilometers 
of brosdcast wire woe replacad in industrico] centers snd ferm villeges, 
542) kilometere of bare wire wis replaced by coeted wire and the sound 
quality of loudepeakers wos improved. 

Meny loudspeskers were built and installed in 1965; their number 
reached 844,440 st year's end, The power output for wire brosdcestse was 
reised to 104 percent of thet in 1942. 

The number of radio receivers ross to 107.3 percent of that in 1962, 
with the production of 10,000 ssts in 1953, 

Tho number of radio listeners grew to 115.4 percent of thet in the 
previous yssr,. 


Internationel Exchange 


Our country participated in the Fifth Meeting of the Communications 
Cooperation Organization of the Socialist Countries (in Budspest on 
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29 April 19455), end exhenged opinions on a esrise of queatione on the 
exchange of inte national communiostions. 

Telegraphic exctsnges with countries in Asia and Africe, which were. 
started in 1942, became a reguler thing in 1963, 

In 19455, new radio communications oiroults were eet up and began 
operating between P'yo'npyang and Berlin, between F'yo'ngyeng end Henoli, 
and betwean F'yo'ngvang end Ulen Bator. 


Basic Construction 


Starting from the central tasks in the 1943 plan for the peoples! 
economy, the construction sector concentrated its efforts on industrial 
construction, beginning with sxtrnoting industries, and construction of 
housing, public welfare and cultural facilities.

In 1963 the state, as in normsl years, 
prid enormous funds so ss to fumish school uniforms to all the students at 
Yow prices. As of the end of 1963 there were 2,570,000 students studying, in 
the various levels ot schools jin our country, and the number of colleve 
students amony them anounted to over «1/,000, — 

In our country, moreover, according to an over-all system of free 
medical care, anybody can tke cere of his illness, without any worry or 
anxiety, at the expense of the strte. The stete, for the nurnose of ren- 
dering more mecicel care assistence to the people, is effecting increas«d 
establishment. and expansion of medical care and prevention evencies year by 
year, and for the purpose of health promotion and culturel rest. for the 
workers is assuriny, paio vecations to ell the laborers and office workers, 
and for the women is granting, a 77-day period of paid lesve of absence before 
and after childbirth.

In 1967, in the riels of ednention, no small suceess wes reelizned in 
the work for the ourpose of trainings voun; students to cecome r new form of 
human bein;, combining knovwledve, virtue and physiaue end developing in 
grenter number end more quickly the splendid talented individuals required 
in the construction of socialism and communism, 

On 6 May 1963 the Polftienl Committee of the Korean Labor Party Cen- 
trel Committee adonted a decision and took steps to establish college work 
on © hivher ctsye end improve the sork of developing techniciens end spe- 
cirlists. 

In pertienlar the teachings given by Comrede Kim Tl-sotng before the 
Politicnl Committee of the Perty Central Committee in July 1963 and before 
the plenery sesston of the Cabinet in November 1963 have vreat sipnificance 
in the development, of education in ovr country and constituted an oeansion 
for an enochmakiny chenpe in the development of technical educstion, 

On 15 November the Cabinet of the Republic, for the purnose of anlid- 
ifyving and developing the presently existin,, technical sehool system and 
causing it to be further perfected, in sceordenee with the texschings of Com- 
rade Kim Tl-so'ng, adapted a decision relative to continuing without chanye 
the two-year technical sehoo) and upper-Secondrry technicn] school system 
and at the same time, for the purpose of providing lower secondary veneral 
education, establishing three-vear technics] schools and two-yerr vnner 
secondary specialist schools to develop associate enpineers, 

In the Yield of educetion, in consequence of this decisinn of the 
Cabinet, work wes carried ont to renrrenyge the distribution of tha tech- 
nical schools and woper secondary technical schools and the organization of 
the courses of study in a more retional way, in conformity with the re- 
auirements of the develonment. of the neaple's economy and the technical 
revolution. 

At the same time, in accordance with the teachings of Comrade Kim 
Il-sotng, steps were taken to nssure satisfactory conditions of study for 
the technical school students. 

Alon; with the establishment of the educational regulations, for the 
purpose of carrying ont. Communist indoctrination in close conjunction with 
revolutionary treditioan indoctrinetion among the young students and meking 
them familirr zith the edveneed selentifice theory being studied in school 
and at the cnme time esusins their character and talents to be develonead in 
rh more thorousheotny wey, extre-eurricnls r end outside indoctrination work 
wis carrled ont jn »ll sorts no. ways in 1963.

For the ourpose of successfully assuring the nine-yesr technienl com- 
pulsory education that ts to be pnt into effect. during the period of the 
Seven-Year Plan and for the purpose of developing in grenter number the tal- 
ented persons jn the technicnl field who are required in the constmiction of 
socialism, £17 technical schools and upper secondary technics] schools were 
additionally established in 1963,

With.. the colleges the Party thought system hecname firmly estab- 
lished und the strugrle to establish self-identity was strengthened; among 
the faculty and the students the struggle to adhere to the pure form of 
Marcxist~Leninist doctrine sand opnose modern revisionism was strengthened, 
Moreover, education discipline «end the snirit of studies were better 
than they ever hand been. 

In the various schools the work was basically concluded of seruti- 
niziag course plens and tenching outlines in an over-all way end rdapting 
these to conform to the actval requirements of our country. 
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ioreover dogmatism was overcome an! self-identity thoroughly esteblished in 
the work of scientific research, with the result that a grest contribution 
wes made to resolving the scientific und technien] problems thet are pre- 
sented in the oractice of the construction of socielism, 

Includiny such successes as the resenrch by a research group at Kim 
Il-so'ng University relative to isoprene synthetic rubber, the research by 
a@ research proup at Hamhu'ng Chemical Industry Colleye relative to caustic 
soda, the establishment by a resencch group at Kim Ch'aek Industrial College 
of a method of continuous manufncture of steel with granulated iron revolyv— 
ing furnaces end their raising of the actual yield of zinc and cadmium with 
sylphurous acid yas, and the reserrch relntive to depthless foundations 
which wes accomplished at. the Construction College -- a number of successes 
were realized in the fields cf naturnl science and social science by re- 
sgarch yroups at the various colleges. 

In 1963 the various callexes provided the various fields of the 
people's economy with over «1,000 engineers and specialists. 

Factory Colleges. The fectory colleges which were newly established 
in 1960 have increased to 36 in number in the short period of three years, 
ond in them, as of the end of 1962, over £5,000 laborer colleye students are 
receiving hiyher education. 

For the factorv colleges, even on the training charts, the key Cields 
of tne people's economy of our country such as machinery, electricity, 
mininz, metals end chemistry occupy first place, sand the students in these 
fields constitute 92 percent. 

The factory colleres this year trsined over 1,500 engineers. 

The state is showiny special consideration to the studies of the 
factory college students and from year to year is »roviding instrmction#1 
materials end experimental apvaratus on a timely basis, and at the factories 
is assuring in all sorts of ways ell the conditions essential for their study. 

Even considering just the P"yo'ngyany Factory College, vor its five 
courses and eight instructorshinps it has 10 laborstories and research oTfices, 
including textile menufacturiny, textile mechinery, vhysics and chemistry, 
end it is treainine into technical workers over 700 laborers who are working 
in the factories and enterprise sites in the field of Might industry within 
the city. 

Even in just the your 1963, at tne Chto'nyjin Factory Collere 1/Al-, 
at the So'ngyin Factory College 121-, and at the So'nghu'ng Factory College 
113 laborer college students became engineers possessed of specialized know- 
Ledse. 

At the factory colleges educntion ond production, #nd theory and prac- 
tice, are closely joined tosetner with the result, thet they represent a great 
material force in production activities. 

Even at just the Ch'o'n:jin Factory Colleye and tne Plyo'ngyang Fac- 
tory Colleye, in the period of one yeur, there were introduced into nroduc— 
tion over 620 valuable idens for technical improvement, including the intro- 
duction of autometic fabricating machines for fluids ond rigid pot bricks 
and the increasing of the life of bearings by a system of lubrication. 

Teacher Fducation, For the purpose of fulfilling the teachings given 
by Comrade Kim Il-so'ng before the Political Committee of the Party Central 
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Committee on <9 July 1963 and hefore the plenary session of the Cabinet on 
15 November 1963, the work continued to be strengthened of establishiny 
stronply the ranks of the educotional menagers and improving the political 
and the scientific theory quality of the instructors. Alony with this a 
number of actions were taken such as rearranging the organization of the 
courses and the content of the education to tie in with the training of 
instructors for the technical schools and upper secondary techniesl schools. 

Thus in the teschers' colleges systenatic training is being carried 
out. for instructors for the various grades of schools, startin: with the 
teachers in kindergartens. 

: Besides the foregoing, instructors are being trained also through 
ehort-term courses for teachers in the art category in the public schools 
end lover secondary schools. 

: The Party and government, for the purnose of improving and strenyth- 
ening the work of training instructors for the technical schools and upper 
secondary technical schools, have organized special two-year classes in the 
teachers’ colleges for the nurnose of expandiny, to double-size the present 
scale of the entry of nev students in the teachers! colleges ond nt the same 
tine reeducating instrictors presently on the job, to begin with the 1964-65 
school vear. Moreover, for the instmictors present]y on the job who will 
enter the special classes at the teachers! colleves there is beiny paid 
"stete scholurshinp money vaid to students in manoyerial training organs", and 
the various conditions essential to studying are being assured. 

Correspondence Education. In accordance vith Cabinet Decision Numher 
<C3 "Concerning the Carryins Out of Specialized Technical Education for 
Menegement vorkers and Managers on the Job in State and Social Co-operative 
Organizations, Agencies and Enterprise Sites" (< March 1962), on-the-job 
manayerial courses have been established at 15 colleges and 138 upver second- 
ary technical schools. Just to consider the number of collere students con- 
prised in the colleges under the Ministry of Higher Education as of the end 
of 1963, this represents close to 40 nercent of all the college students 
under the Ministry. 

The state is awarding to graduates of the correspondence on-the-job 
manesverinl courses #t the colleges and upper secondary technical schools 
ounlificetion: on the applicable course charts as enyineers, assistent en- 
gineers and specislists. 

In pertieuler, in accordance with a decision of the Politiecsl Com- 
mittee of the Party Central Committee of 6 Hay 1963, for tne purpose of 
further improving the cuality of school administration work, faculty organ- 
’a)tion and content, applicable actions were teken such as establishing 
oiscipline and reguilntions for correspondence education end strengthening 
experimentetion end practice in the specialized es teyories. 

In the verious college correspondence education networks, before the 
samiencement of the school year summer work plans are presented to the stu- 
dents and the responsible officinls of the agencies nnd enterprise sites and 
thoreby assurance is made that there will be no obstacles to the organization 
of the work of che students and the production of the enterprise sites or to 
the over-all organization of the teaching at the colleges. 
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At the srme time on-the-spot study puidance branch offices have been 
esteblished to meet the snecial characteristics of each region, #nd the roun- 
dations tor exnerimentation and practice have been Jaid down so as to make it 
possihle to carry out on-the-spot study guidance without causing the students 
to become sepsrated from production. 

Adult, Education. Workers! schools snd workers! lower secondery schools 
which have worker adults es their object are beiny organized and operr ted 
extensively emonr the various agenctes, enterprise sites, streets end co- 
operative farms, 

Adult education, since the openinis of schonls on 1 December 1958 for 
the purpose of raising the level of sreneral knowledge of the workers un to a 
level higher then that of vradustes of lower secondary schools end thereby 
bringin, about » further nromotion of the technical end culture] revolution, 
has effected the graduation of several tens of thousands of vorkers each year, 

Even in just the year 196:, sat over 8,000 workers! schools end over 
4,900 workers! lower secondnry schools the graduation was effected of approx- 
imetely 120,000 workers, and in 1963 far more workers were gradnated than in 
the averrpe years of the nast period. 

The Ministry of Genersl Educe tion, for the purnose of imorovins end 
strenythening the work of adult eduestion, hes devised a number of mersures 
including, to start with, the orgenizing of “"nettonwide adult eduention study 
groups" havin as their object full-time educationnl workers erd heads of 
instruction depertments wha are heiny mobilized for adult education work, 
"nationwide education department head conferences", the work of rearranging 
the adult education enrriculum, and the Like. woreover, it produced and 
provided teaching tools, fixtures, snd over 100,000 copies of texthnnks 
required in the workerst schools.

In 1963 a8 number of actions were taken for the nirnose of the rapid 
development of the work of scientifie research, 

For the nurnoses of establishing unified puidance systems in the 
fields of agricultural sefence work end medical science work and stren:then- 
ing setentifie reseacch work the Cabinet of tne Repubite, hy Stenderd Num- 
ver 505 of 7 August. 1963, reconstituted the egricultural setence committees 
into agriculture] seience bonrds sand organized a Farm Machinery Onerrtions 
Reseerch Center, the Kangzsye Vevetable Reseerch Center and sub-borrds by 
reyion (Plyotngyang, Haeju, ho'nsan, Hyesan, Kyo'ngsotng). Moreover, by 
Cabinet Pecision Number 73 of 5 November the Medienl Scientific Research 
Boxrd was reconstituted es the Korean Medical Science Borrd. 

On 7 February 1964 [sic/ the Cabinet, for the purpose of puiding in 
a unified way the scientific research work of the agencies in the social 
seience field, by its Decision Number 11, established the Socinl Science 
Board of the Democratic Peoplets Republic of Korea, snd divided the Eco- 
nomics and Law Research Center into the Economics Research Center «nd Law 
Research Center, and the Language and Literature Research Center into the 
Linguistics Research Center and the Literature Research Center, 
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On 240-27 March 1962 there wast carried ont a netionvide sefentiatatl and 
technicians! conference, At the meetin, discussion tonk place reynrding the 
tasks of the scientists and the technietans for the nurpnae of the snecesaful 
execution of the Seven-Yerur Pinan, 

Comrade Kim Tl-so'ng pave instructions at the meeting with repard to 
the direction of the sefentifiec researah work end the duties and tasks of the 
scientists and technicians. 
| Under the stimulus of a number of actions taken by the Party nnd Gab- 
iret and the instructions of Comrade Kim Il-so'ns, a number of successes 
were rerlized in scientific research work ineludiny: the vreat achievements 
replized in reseerch on the tre situation of blood vessels. 

i Blood vessel reserreh grouns, with Professor Kim Pong-han, efter 
haying discovered the true sitnuetion of blood vessels for the first time in 
th@ world in °.961, caused research relative to this matter to be further 
intensified end developed by original methods in such a way as ts verify in 
a‘basic way the whole eppesrance of the form of the blood vessel system and 
its funetion, 

These research provns mide clear in detail the minute histolovteal 
composition of the strictiral matter (Pong—-han badjes) end the tubnuirr 
strmetiral metter connectin: them (Pons-han tubes) which had elready been 
discovered in the circul: tion system, nd the situation of their dfietrib- 
ution, and discovered a number of new facts. The Ponp-han bodies not only 
have a peculiar histoloctenl structure, but are distritmted elso on the 
surface layer of the skin, the deep leavers of the subenteneons tiene, and 
around the blood vessels, lymphetie vessels and the inbernal orgrns. More- 
over the Pony-han tubes are distributed in pn tsolnted eltuntinn around the 
arfertes, veins ond lymohrtia vessels and even within them. 

: The blond vessel evetem wis discovered slso to have peenlier electron. 
bloloyzieal features. It was demonstreted that the Pony-han bodies respond 
differently to different externel end internsl stimulf, and thet they eon~ 
stitute sensitive tissve which is mitually eannected with certain internal 
Organs. 

In the vrocess of the study of the chemicrl comnosition of the eon- 
tent of the Pony-han tubes (Pony-hnan fluid) it was made clear that within the 
Pongz-han tubes was tneluded mich nucleate acid, prarticulerly desoxyrtbonucleie 
acid, and that this circulated in a certain direction. Thus it became clear 
thet the true situsetion of the blood vessels is thet they constitute a com- 
plete system for co-ordinating, and uniformly connecting toyether the bio-~ 
chemical processes that lie at the foundation of Living activity. fll of 
this constitutes an enormous aiscovery that truly trenscends the imarinetion 
of men. 

The succes: of the resenrch celative to the blood vesse) system re- 
quires that s thoroushgoing restudy be mnde of the theories thrt herve 
existed to date for explaining, in m one-sided way the basic ouestions of the 
phenomene of Life, includiny the mechanicm of the co-ordination of living 
bodies, when the strict objective existence of the blood vessel system was 
not known. This achievement opens up a bright prospect for studying and 
making clear the basic problems Lying ahead which are presented hefore the 
fields of modern biology and medicine, sich as the differentintion of cells, 


material regeneration, heredity, response phenomena of orgunisms, «na the 
occurrence of diseuses and their development, snd moreover lizhts un a new 
dawn for resolviny the oroblems of tne hesltn ana longevity of humen beings. 

This great discovery constitutes a revolutionery event, thet has open- 
ed up & new phase in the vevelopment of modern biology and modern medicine 
ana forms s monument in the history of science of the world.

Clubs and Demccratic Propaganda Rooms. As of the end 


of 1963 there were being operated on a normal. basis in various 
places throughout the Republic 826 clubs, 203 more than in 1962, 
and 29,863 democratic propaganda rooms, 2,928 more than in 1962, 

Of these the work team democratic propaganda rooms conste 
ituted 23,516. 

In the various democratic propaganda rooms there were 
provided a combined total of 2,686,722 volumes of books, 92,100 
musical instruments, 13,681 radios, andi various other types of 
cultural entertainment materials, and the work of thought 
indoctrination for the workers and their cultural life were 
orpanized in all sorts of ways. 

Libraries. In our country as of the end of 1963 there 
were heing operated, with the National Central meas 12 
provincial (direct-jurisdiction cities) libraries, 178 city 
and pun (district [kuyo'k] ) libraries and 37 children's 
libraries, a total of 225 mass libraries, and the number of 
books therein increased, from 5,884,000 copies in 1962 to 
6,371,900 copies (exclusive of the books in the children's 
libraries), by 487,000 copies. Besides this, there have been 
established factory libraries (book rooms) at all of the 
factories and enterprise sites, with over 500 employees, 

In 19623 there was newly constructed in P'yo'ngyang 
a magnificent National Central Library provided with 2,000 
seats in a seven-story building with floor space of altogether 
17,900 square meters, capable of housing 2,000,C00 volumes 
of books, 

In the National Central Library there are reading rooms 
in over 10 fields, such as a document reading room, a social 
science and cultural} art reading room, a national classics 
reading rooms and service facilities are provided including 
a 5(C-seat mass operations room provided with a stage and 
projection facilities, 

The National Central Library suffered the loss of a 
huge quantity of books during the period of the last war, but 
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in the interval since then it has been furnished with replace- 
ments so that as of the end of 1963 it posesses a collection 
of 1,329,007 copies amounting to 34 times the quantity at the 
initial period of its establishment. 

This library has formed connections with over &O libraries 
in 43 countries of the world and is exchanging hooks with them 
on a normal basis, and is annually ret@iving aproximately 4,000 
items of foreign newspapers and magazines, 

Even in just the document reading room there have heen 

collected materials amountine to aproximately 200,000 items 
-or more relating to original ideas from various countries 

of the world, ant there are over 100,000 coptes of the prec- 
{ous national classics of our country, Amonp them are com- 
prised the Tongu'i Chimun[ Index of Eastern Medicine], printed 
with engraved wond in the middle part of the Koryo' era, which 
speaks of our country's everlasting publications history, the 
Hanno Kaerokkwo'n [ meaninp unknown] , a book printed with 
movable type which has the oldest history in the world (begin- 
ning of Lee Dynasty)-books which recieved gold medals in the 
"International Book Art Exposition," 

In the various classes of libraries various types of 
creative book loan operations are being orpanized for the 
convenience of readers such as "mail loans", "apency loans" 
and "on-the-spot loans." 

The nationwide library workers! academic discussion 
meeting which was organized at the end of 1963 constituted 
an excellent occasion for bringing about improvement and devele 
opment in library work. 

Moreover through short courses of training for workers 
in the children's libraries of the whole country and short 
courses of training for workers in the vartous college lib- 
raries and provincial (Airect jurisdiction cities) libraries 
and city and gun (district) libraries, the quality and role 
of the library workers were raised higher. 

Museums. In our country in 1963 there were 22 museums. 

By way of central museums there are the Korean Revole- 
utionary Museum, the National Central Historical Museum, the 
National Central Fine Arts Museum, the National Central Folk- 
lore Museum and the Sinch'o'n Museum, and by way of special 
museums the Poch'o'nbo Museum and the Myohyanp-san Museum; and 
except for P'yo'ngan-enamio, every provincial seat had @histor- 
Jeal museum. Besides the Porapoing there are the Fatherland 
Liberation War Memorial Hall, the Chung Kang-jin Memorial Hall 
and the Ko San-4in Memorial Hall, 

The remains which the museums of the whole country col- 
lected at various places in 1963 amounted to over 12,000 items. 
In 1963 the committee for the rendering of congratulations on 
the 100th round of the return to Korea of Koreans in Japan, 
which had been organized by the Koreans in comercial and 
industrial work in Japan and other Koreans far and wide through- 
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out Japan, and the committee for tre welcoming of the team 
from North and South Forea which participated in the men's and 
women's speed skating world championships tournament - sent 
back to the povernrent of the republic precious cultural prop. 
erty which the Japanese imperialists had formerly taken as 
loot from our country: 310 items of classics and nearly 200 
valuable remains (folding screens, ornaments, precious stone 
sculpture, poso'kpul, punch'et'ong, hwalt' { meaning unknown], 
[1 word illepibie), shells and the like), 

During this year, with the National Central Historical 
Museum presenting a supplemantal display of remains of the 
Paleolithic, Bronze and Iron Ages, the National Central Fine 
Arts Museum presenting a naw display of copyings from the mural 
paintings of O14 Mound Number 3 at Anak, and the like, at the 
various museums the exhibition system wés reorganized and the 
contents of the displays improved, 

Poch'o'nbo Museum. (Total floor space over 2,800 square 
meters.) Occupying a position at the foot of the Karim-ch'o'n 
[River] which is a scene of the revolutionary war, this museum 
was opened on 4& June 1963 on the occasion of the 26th anni- 
versary of the victory in the Battle of Poch'o'nbo. Here 
are displayed in a systematic way the precious data relative 
to the armed struggle of resistance against the Japanese which 
was developed over the lone period from the early days of the 
revolutionary activities of Comrade Kim Il-so'np down to the 
liberation of our country from the yoke of the colonial rule 
of the Japanese imperialists on 15 August 1945, particularly 
the Battle of Poch'o'nbo, the battle in the Musan area and the 
revolutionary activities of the Korean Federation for National 
Liberation. 

Korean Revolution Museum. Foundet on 1 Aupust 1948 -in 
accordance with the Party's policy relative to indoctrinating 
our workers and youth with the plorious revolutionary trade 
ition inherited by the Korean Labor Party, 

The miseum, which is provided with modern facilities, 
as of the end of 1963 had materials consisting of close to 
20,000 items of precious documents and remains and had on 
exhibit 1,500 display items. 

The museum's display items have as their basis mat- 
erials concerning the strugple for national liberation of 
the Korean people arainst forsign invaders and feudal rulers 
over the long historical period from the latter half of the 
19th Century down to 15 August 1945, particularly the brilliant 
revolutionary tradition and the immortal historical achievements 
realized by our Party in the course of the armed strugple of 
resistance against the Japanese by the Korean Communists under 
the leadership of Comrade Kim Il-so'ng during the 1930's, 

Here visitors study the abundant experience of the orge- 
anized thougrt preparation leading to the founding of the Party 
by the Communists Beals the period of the armed struggle of 
resistance arainst the Japanese, the formation of the anti- 
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Japanese national unity front and the establishment of a 
people's political authority and a people's military force, 
and they learn of the lofty revolutionary spirit and people's 
work style and methois of the anti-Japanese resistance puere 
rilla fighters who strugrled through all sorts of adversities 
and mountains of trials in fighting to victory over the 
Japanese imperialists. 

The museum has branches at Comrade Kim I1l-so'ng's 
birthplace and childhood home of Mangyo'ngtae and Ch'ilgol. 

Fatherland Liberation War Memorial Hal]. The Father- 
land Liberation War Memorial Hall, which was founded on 16 
August 1953, is composed of eight halls such as: Heroes Hall, 
Operations fall Party Policies Work Hall, Chinese People's 
Voluntary Army Hall, Artillery Hail, Navy Hall, American 
Imperialist Atrocities Hall. 

The memorial hall displays in a systematic way a preat 
number of remaining materials Yeflecting the unlimited loy- 

alty to Party ani Fatherland, the indomitable revolutionary 
spirit and the mass heroism displayed by our people and the 
People's Army units in the struggle against American Imper- 
falist agrressors during the period of the last war. 

The memorial hall splendidly fulfills the function 
of a school in inioctrinating the masses of the people and 
the military personnel of the People's Army in socialistic 
patriotic thought. 

In the 10-year period since its founding, over 4,000,000 
persons have visited the memorial hall. 

Natjonal Central Historical Museum. The National 
Central Historical Museum, which was founded on 1 December 
1945, displays exnibits of a great number of historical 
remains from the period from the paleolithic age down to 
about the middle of the 19th Century according to primitive 
society (paleolithic period, bronze period), slave society, 
and feudal society (Three Kingdoms Perjod, Koryo! Period, 

Lee Dynasty Period), 

In 1963 the museum presented a new further display 
of several dozen items of remains including chipped stone 
implements that were vnearthed at So'p'ohangdong in Kulp'o-ri, 
Uneei-pun, Hampyo'np-bukto, and iron age remains that were 
excavated at Cho'npbaek-tong in the Nangnang area of 
P'yo'ngyane City. Amonp the remains of which supplemental 
display was presented were comprised materials relating to 
the careers and activities of the encyclopedic scholar, 
Cho'ng Yag-yoneg of Tasan, and the pioneer of practical science, 
Lee Su-gwane of Chibone, and newly unearthed handwritten 
materials of Kim Cho'ng-hu'i of Ch'usa, who contributed 
preatly to the development of archaeolory in our country. 

At the same time the museum produced, restored to 
original form, and placed in show-cases the "Hu'm : " 

( meaning unknown] that constitutes the pride of the scien-e 
tific and cultural inheritance from our country in the 
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15th Century, which for several hundred years had survived 
only in documents, 

The number of visitors to the museum averages over 
200,000 per year. 

National Central Fine Arts Museum. (Founded 28 
September 1954.) Displays in systematic order over 2,00 
items among a preat number of works of painting that were 
created during the time from the Koguryo! Period down to 
today. 

Among the display items that show the eternal and 
radiant tradition of our painting ere murals from the tomb 
of the Koguryo' king, Mi Ch'o'n, of about the middle of 
the 3rd Century (formerly called Old Mound Number 3 at Anak) 
and murals from an old mound at Kangso', and works by over 

1OO renowned painters of o14, including Cho'ng So'n, who 
was one of the realistic painters who created national land- 
scape paintings from the end of the 17th Century to the 
beginning of the 18th Century, Kim Hong-do, who reached the 
highest summit of painting in our country dn the 18th Century, 
and Chang Su'ng-o'p, distinguished realistic painter of the 
latter half of the 19th Century. 

Along with the foregoinp there are Aisplayed in the 
museum, in the way of works created since the Liberation, 
roughly over 59 items of superior Korean paintings, oil 
paintings, sculpture and industrial art works. 

The museum is visited by an average of over 500 
visitors per day. 

National Central Folklore Museu. Founded in February 
1956 with the mission of effecting the inheritinp and devel- 
opment of the traditions which have been developad by our 
people in both the aspects of culture and fine style and 
pucoge rE Rarane our workers and youth in socialistic patriotic 
thought. 

In the museum there are over 9,500 items of real goods, 
such as production tools, household appurtenances, living 
necessities, dress and ornaments, stationery, private art 
Basie ani sportinp poods, as weil as records and documentary 
als. 

At this museum, which year by vear collects and organ- 
izes many remains, there were newly collected i 1963 over 
1,000 items of household furnishings, eating and drinking 
utensils, stationery, toilet articles, bureaus, Haeju small 
dinner tables and ink slabs. 

Revolutionary War Scene Outfitting. In 1963, in 
accordance with the instructions of Comrade Kim Il-so'ng, 
the homes in which Comrade Pak Tal, Comrade Ma Tong-hu'i 
and Comrade Lee Che-sun had lived were restored and the 
work was commenced of erecting bronze statues in the vicinity 
of the homes, On Comrade Me Tonp-hu'i's house lot at 
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Simp'o-rl in Unhu'np-pun, Yanpranp Province a memorial mon- 
ument was set up. 

During thts year the memorial monument at P'osam- 
naru in Huch'anp-pun, Yangeang Province was rebuilt, and 
the environs of Kesanjin Memorial Hall and the revolutdjonary 
war scenes in the Hamepyo'ng-bukto zone were repaired anda 
outfitted, For the purpose of providing for the convenience 
of visitors. a suspension bridge of 900 meters In length 
was instelled over the span from Changrun~bong [peak] to 
the Paektu-san sprinp area, and at Imyo'ngsu ard Samjiyo'n 
billets and restaurants furnished with 259 seats were con- 
structed. 

In 1963 there were brourht into being revolutionary 
war scene manarerent bureaus inthe verfous provincial 
people's committees and five area control centers (Hyesan, 
Poch'o'n, Imyo'ngsu, Samjiyo'n, Taehu'npdan) were established 
so as to oversee in a responsible way the work of research 
and the work of ontfitting and manaping the revolutionary 
war scenes. 

Cultural Remains Preservation Work. During the period 
from June to Octoher 1°63 workers and social sctentists of 
the concerned agencies wnier the Ministry of Culture, workers 
from the Ministry of Internal Affairs, the Ministry of City 
Management and the Central Committee of the Society for the 
Propapation of Scientific Knowledge and other specialized 
workers, in conjunction with members of specialized commite 
tees organized by province and inspection proups organized 
as city, gun or area units, re-inspected the revolutionary 
historical ecenes, cultural remains, scenic spots and national 
ronuments of the regions in question and performed outfitting 
work relative to ancient buildings, stone structures, ruins 
and the like. The number of cases reoutfitted in the process 
amounted’ to 3472] cases and over 31,900 items. 

The So'ngbul-sa {temple] which is 2 Koryo! [ period) 
building at Cho'ngbang-san in Hwanphae-bukto, the Kahanepnu in 
Anhyo'n-pun, Kanpwo'n Province, the Paepunam at Myohyang-san 
in Pfyo'npan-bukto, the Kaesim-esa at Ch'ilboesan in Hamgyo'ng- 
bukto, and other ancient buildings, ruined castles and cultural 
remains were splendidly repaired and outfitted; and the 
Such'ungsa and Hwajanpam at Myohyangesan, the Ponpung at Hamhu'ng, 
the Kyo'npgso'ry south pate in Kyo'neso'ng-pun, Hamepyo'ne- 
bukto, the P'yohun-sa at Ku'mpang-san and other ancient build- 
ings were beautifully reconditioned, 

Excavation. At So'p'ohang-‘dong in Kulp'oeri, Unrei- 
pun Hampyo'np-bukto, where exploratory work was commenced in 
1049 , there were excavated near the boundary between a sandy 
soil layer (thickness 75 centimeters) and a red-colored muddy 
laver (thickness 1 meter), underneath the Neolithic period 
cultural layer, three chipped stone implements, and in the red-. 
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colored muddy Javer one calcite stone implement and one stone 
implement on which there was evidence that a sharp edge had 
been put on the edge of one frarment of a bluish-prean stone, 

These stone implements made of quartz and blocdstone 
ere consifered to date from the Jatter part of the Paleolithic 
period over 10,0CO years ago. The excavators applied to the 
users of these remains which have peculiar forms differing from 
trose of the Paleolithic period of Europe the name " Kulp'o 
culture," 

By the discovery of the " Kulp'o culture " the views of 
the rvovernment-patronized scholars of the Japanese impertalists 
to the effect that in Korea thera were no tnhabitants in the 
Paleolithic period and that it was only in the WNeolitric period 
that men who came in from ancther area made the beginnings of 
a history - have been conclusively refuted. 

At the base of the road that poes from Sofae-ri in 
Chunphwa-gun, Plyo'npan-nardo to Kangnam-egun a dwelling place 
of tre primitive period havine a form 9 meters in length and 
12 meters in width (sic! was Iiscovered, Here were unearthed 
stone axes, fragments of earthenware, tolmanep [meaning un- 
known] and other living tools of primitive people. 

In the vicinity of the Imwo'n Resevoir on the northern 
side of the Yongso'ng District of P'yo'neyang a five-story 
stone pagoda of the early part of the Koryo' period (external 
form: four-sided, heipht: 2.223 meters, width: 1 meter, build- 
ine stone: pranite) was found, 

At a point aproximately one kilometer down from the 
mud castle on the bank of the Taedonp-pane in the Nangnang 
District of P'yo'ngyang City there have been found remains 
of the Ancient Korean perjod such as narrow brass daprers, 

{ron spears, pistol-shaped and mushroom-shaped wapon fittings, 
horses' head-band buttons and horse harness and furnishings. 

Ch'o'llima Indust Apriculti Exhibit Hall. 
(Established 27 Saptember 1956.) Exhibited are over 12,000 
items of various pes of display poods to show off the 
correctness of our Partv's self-reliant national economy 
construction line, which has been carried out under the 
revolutionary banner of rebirth throurh one's own efforts, 
and the brilliant creative power of our people, 

The exhibit hall, which is constituted around the 
three halls- Hall Number 1 (heavy industry field), Hall 
Number 2 (apricultural field) and Hall Number 3 (Light induse 
try field) - with the arrival of the 15th Anniversary of the 
Founding of the Republic, has effected the new supplemental 
furnishing of an all-purpose closed freight car, a 1N0-horse-~ 
power air compressing machine, a 75~horsepower large catere 
pillar tractor, an automatic copying huraisu'ban [ meaning 
unknown }, and a preat number of other products of heavy 
industry, agriculture and light Industry, and real articles, 
models and photographs in the fisheries field and the 
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elucation, culture and health fields, 

The number of visitors to this exhibit hall in 1963 
showed an tncrease of 106 percent in corparison with the 
previous year, 

Besides this there are also permanent industrial and 
apricultural exhibit halls in P'yo'npan-bukto, Hwanrhae- 
namio, Harpyo'np-bukto, Chagane and Yangeganeg brovinces. 

The Yanprang Province Industrial and Apricultural 
Exhibit Hall was opened on the occasion of the 18th Anni- 
versary of the 15 Aupust Liberation , 

Mothers' Exhibit Hal. (Founded 1 November 1961.) 
Comprised of Hall Number 1 (general information and care of 
children up to period of day nursery), Hall Number 2 (care 
of children from pertod of kinierparten to period of begin-e 
ing lower secondary school), and Hall Number 3 (mothers! 
indoctrination). 

At the end of 1963 materials concerning Chief of 
State Kim Il-so'ng's childhood days and the activities of 
children's unit members and materials concerning class indoce 
trination and nutritional manapement for sons and dauphters 
numbering 418 items had been added, so that in al] 772 items 
c* photopraphs, drawings, models and the like were on display. 

The exhibit hall is rendering assistance in the sone 
and-daurghter indoctrination of mothers through such things 
as organizinp rrovp visits by village and district and by 
production unit, roving lectures and round-table discussions 
with mothers. 

Ch'o'llira Exhibit Hall. At the Ch'o'llima Exhibit 
Hall which was prenee on 14 September 1963 displays are exhib- 
ited of over 1,480 items of photographs, sketches, sculptured 
articles and experience data that show the whole story of the 
Ch'o'llima movement in our country. 

The exhibit hall is divided into a hook shop, a Com- 
munist indoctrination hall, a technical reformation hall, a 
oucers sic] management and operation hall, and a general 
Na e 

In the book shop are displayed various types of charts, 
drawings, and the like which show in a peneral way the brille 
fant historical process up to the penesis of the Ch'o'llima 
moverent and introduces, field by field, the grand tasks of 
the Seven-Year Plan, 

The Communist indoctrination hall is constituted of 
display articles that show the Ch'o'llima work teams as 
Communist schools; the technical reformation hall - the life 
of the Ch'o'llima work teams as the pioneers and shock troops 
of the technical reformation; and the enterprise management 
and operation hall - the appearance of the new life of the 
Ch'o'llima standard-bearers all performing activities as 
the proprietors of enterprise management,

Theaters and Cinemas. In 1963 additional establishment 
was effected of 21 theaters and cinemas, so that in the northe 
ern half of the Republic as of the end of this year there 
were 21 theaters and 561 cinemas in operation, In comparison 
with 1962 the number of theaters had increased to 110,95 
percent, the number of cinemas by 195.6 percent, and the 
ee seats in theaters and cinemas from 270, 555 to 
271 ° 

; Besides the foreroing there were also constructed in 
1963 many cultural facilities for workers and youths. 

Student-Youth Palace. This pulace, which arounts; to 
a site area of 110,0CO square meters ani a floor area of 
47,500 square meters, was opened on the occasion of the first 
Students! Day on 30 September 1963 as a grand hall of science, 
culture and art for our country's students and youths and a 
stratepic point for their Communist indoctrination, 

This palace, which is almost twice the size of the 
P'yo'neyang Great theater, $s compose’ of a tower-type build- 
ing of 12 stories (height: 4,8 meters), a main building of 
five stories, a theater bnilding of 7 stories (number of 
seats! 1,500) ania building that makes a roof of semi- 
circular shape formed of double curved-surface membranous 
construction to a heifht of 13.5 meters, 

Within the palace, including large rooms capable of 
accommodating 7-800 persons and rooms that are like school 
classrooms, ton, there are in all 4i4 rooms, large and small, 
and there 1s also a library with a collection of 100,000 
volumes and a reading room of 200 seats, 

In the eight departments of the Student-Youth Palace ~ 
the indoctrination, art, physical culture, fine arts, science 
and technolopy, animal and plant research, mass work, and 
work method research departments - are comprised over 70 
research saminars comprehanding all of the fielis of the 
people's economy. 

Art Cirele. In our country's factories, enterprise 
sites, co-operative PATms y schools and city and gun seats of 
aiministration over 170 n'ght art schools, ani in various 
provinces winter-time farm village art circle leaders' lectura 
centers, are in operatinn on a nermal hasis. 

During 1°62 over 12,00° workers completed prescribed 
courses in hasic thecrv of music, dancing theory, dramatic 
theory, and creative writing exercises, and became art circle 
leaders, 

| As of the end of 1963 the number of the various types 
of art circle organizations that were organized centered 
around production units had increased from 93,900 at the end 
of 1962 to 112,210, 

In them were comprised over 2,032,000 circle members 

who had a predisposition for art and were exemplary in 
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production. 

The circle members overcame mysticism and nepativism 
jn their creation of works of art and created a great number 
of novel and orieinal works, 

This was clearly shown by the works that were set up 
in the various types of art festival stands in 1963 and the 
results of the announcement of prizes for literary and art- 
istic works that were orranized in the various fields, 

Even in just the announcement of seanario prizes that 
was organized by the Ministry of Culture the responding works 
by the laborers, farmers and other workers in the various 
fields of the people's economy amounted to over 420 items.

In 1963 the state paid out some 13.9 percenv more 
health work funds than in the preceding year for the work of 
the promotion of good health and medical care and prevention 
for the people. 

| Thus during this year health and hygiene facilities 
underwent expanded outfitting and preventive medical care 
work wos further developed, with the result that free medical 
care service for the people was further improved. 

In the health field in 1963 work was actively developed 
for the purpose of oarrying out the advarced medical care 
service svstem that {ts the system of areas under the chargeof 
physicians, which was presented by the Iith Congress of the 
Korean Labor Party. 

In the health field during this year, too, on the basis 
of our Partv's preventive medicine policy, hygienic and 
epidemic provention work was strengthened and, as e result of 
the continued expansion of specialist medical care assistance 
to the inhabitants, public health work was made to penetrate 
more deeply among the masses, and the qualitative content of 
medical care assistance was conspicuously improved, 

During 1963 the teachings which Comrade Kim Il-so'ng 
gave before the Ch'angso'ng joint conference of regional Party 
and economic workers were accepted and the movement to create 
model hygiene workers was developed as an all-mass movement 80 
that all the workers became better ordered with respect to 
hygiene culture, | 

In particular, this year research groups, including 
Professor Kim Pong-han, published new results of their research 
relative to the blood vessel system which constitutes a 
tremendous achievement in the history of the development of 
biology and medical science in the world, 

Health Factlities. In 1963 the health facilities 
network not only underwent expansion with new facilities but 
also was put in better order.

During thts year 19 in-patient medical care agencies and 
70 out-patient medical care agencies were newly established, 
and in the medical care agencies 3,133 new beds were installed. 
In comparison with 1962 the number of in-patient medical care 
apencies this year increased to 10) percent, the nunber of 
outepatient medical care agencies to 102 percent, and the 
number of hospital beds to 107 percent. The numer of hospitals 
increased from 516 the previous year to 535 as of tne end of 
1963, snd in the same perlod the numer of industrial clinios 
{ricreased to 108.8 percent and the number of farm village 
clinics to 100.4 percent. Also during this year additional 
establiehment took plnce of many pediatric wards and matornity 
Facilities at the city and gun hospitals, 

In 1963, with state funds, 181,000 cubic meters of 
hospitals and clinics underwent major remodeling and their 
equipment was modernized, 

As of the end of 1963 the number of day nurseries in 
our country amounted to 6,704 and the number of seats therein 
to 728,253; in comparison with the previous year the day 
nurseries had increased by 66 and the number of seats by 
146,294. 

Training of Health Workers. In our country as of the 
end of 1963 health workers were being trained at medical 
colleges, higher level medical schools, medical schools and 
10 health manager training centers in the various provinces. 

Many health workers were trained in 1963, foo, tn 
connection with the carrying out of the advanced medical 
care service system that 1s the system of ereas under the 
charge of physicians. During this year 3,179 doctors and 
associated doctors were turned out by the medical colleges and 
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the higher-level medical schools. Also over 1,020 doctors and 
associate doctors received reeducation in the reeducation de- 
partment of P'yo'ngyang Medical College and the health manager 
training centers in the various provinces, and over 310 Eastern 
medicine doctors received reeducation in Fastern medicine 
manager treining centers (l-year and 6-month classes). 

During 1963, through technical qualification determina- 
tion examinations 913 health workers on the job received 
qualification as doctors and associate doctors, 715 -- 
qualification as nurses, and 2,38 -= qualification as nursery 
workers, 

Thus during this year, in comparison with 1962, thre 
doctors increased to 112.9 percent, associate doctors to 115.1 
percent, Eastern medicine doctors to 152.6 percent, druggists 
to 115.9 vercent, pharinacists to 113.9 percent, midwives to 
123.3 percent, nurses to 111.9 percent and nursery workers to 
106.6 percent,

As a result of the extensive training of the medical 
care workers the number of doctors and assoolate doctors per 
19,000 population grew from 1.1 in 19146 to 15.8 in 1963. 

Hygiene and Fpidemic Prevention. For the purpose of 
further LE eenpthentie the work of hygiene and enidemic 
prevention in accordance with the enidemic prevention medical 
policy of the Korean Labor Party, in 1963 a Central Hvgiene 
and Epidemic Prevention Center was newly organized and the 
hygiene and epidemic prevention sections were removed from 
the gun hospitals, and gun hygiene and epidemic prevention 
centers organized; and the hygiene and epidemic prevention 
agency workers were conspicuously augmented. The number of 
docters in the hygiene and epidemic prevention agencies, 
taking the year 1959 as 100, increased to 171.3 percent in 
1962 an@ 215.1 percent in 1963. 
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During this year the hyrlene and epidemic vrevention 
workers concentrated their energies on further strengthening 
labor sanitation and food sanitation ond preventing ecute 
infectious diseases. 

The movement to create modal hygiene guns, which was 
commenced in August 1962, was actively developed to a higher 
level on a nationwide basis in 1963. 

As a result, our country's clties and farm villsges were 
put in better order with respect to hygiene culture, and as 
of the end of this year 124 guns (districts) had received the 
designation of "model hygiene gun (district)." 

| In 1963 various types af epidemic prevention drugs 
representing an increase to 115.5 percent in comparison with 
the previous yesr were produced and supplied so that perlodic 
epidemic prevention vaccinations wore carried out for all the 
inhabitants. In particular, the strugrle to prevent acute 
infectious diseases, including the measles, whooping cough 
and epidemic influenza, was further strengthened. 

The hygiene and epidemic prevention agencies took 
charge of the var'ous dav nurseries and carried out the work 
cf physical examinrtions for all of the children in the 
nurseries once every two months so as to institute appropriate 
epidemic prevention measures on a timely basis. 

The voluntary measles immunization which our country 
created for the first time in the world continued to be 
widely carried out in 1963, too, and drugs for the prevention 
of a masasles epidemic were produced and introduced so that 
great success was achieved in the prevention of messles. 

And during this year, too, regular tuberculosis prevention 
lnoculations were performed for 1,200,000 with BCG produced 
within the country. 

As a result of the strengthening of the hygiene and 
epidemic preventlon work the rate of incidence of various 
types of acute infectious diseases diminished conspicuously. 

Medical Care-Prevoention end Maternity-Child Care. In 
1963 the vartous levels of medical care and prevention agencies 
improved their medical care and prevention work in conformity 
with the requirements of actual developments and brought 
medical care assistance closer to the inhabitants; all the 
while it turned its brunt to the struggle against disease with 

2 relatively high rate of incidence and et the same time it 
made effort to offect the rapid recovery of chronic invalid 
patients. 

During this year, in P'yo'ngysng and the various other 
cities two or three tong (11) clinics were combined and 
reconstituted as general clinios, the medical care equipment 
was put in better order, and a aystem of districts under 
the charge of pediatric doctors was put into effect on a 
priority basis. 
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Also, for the purpose of rendering more svectalized 
medical care assistance to the people the scope of specialized 
medical care assistance was expanded and the qualitative level 
thereof raised; during this yesr, in comparison with 1962, 
the number of outpatisnt visits to specialists was increased 
to 111.8 purcent and the number of beds in specialization 
to 102 percent. 

In our country today internal medicine and surgery 
and the various other specialtios such as pediatrics, 
gynecology, Eastern medicine and dentistry are established 
even down to tha farm village gun hosptials, and the inhabitants 
are receiving specialized med Lea care assistance based on 
a high order of technology. 

In 1963 the number of occurrences of medical caro 
assistance in the year's period per single inhabitant rose 
from 8.9 times in the previous year to 9.2 times, 

In 1963 Eastern medicine continued to undergo dee 
velopment so that under such medical care highly valuable 
successes were realized. During this year new needle treatment 
methods and medicinal needle treatment mathods were introduced 
into the clinics so that patients of a number of diseases 
could be effectively treated. Ophthalmological research 
groups, by ainethod of injecting one type of medicine into 
Bpecial needle-ingertion points that have an intimate connection 
with the function of the eyes and 9 method of stimulating 
with a needle, effected splendid cures of patients with 
withering of the uptic nerve, and achieved new successes in 
the treatment of stomach and duodemal ulcers which are difficult 
to cure with modern medicine. Moreover, in the treatment of 
lymphatic tuberculosis new successes were achieved by a method 
of amalgamated treatment using the tuberculosis-resisting 
drugs which represent the method of treatment of the new 
medicine ~- isoniazid or p'ujibazida /Korean pbonetic/ -- 
together with “ch'ilbohwan™ /meaning unknown’, and patients 
with high blood-pressure, sporadic kwejo', infantile paralysis 
huyujung, bowel inflammation and chronic hepatitis were cured 
in a splendid wav with Fastern medicine methods. 

Through the struggle to fulfill the teachings given 
by Comrade Kim Il-so'ng before the nationwide health worker 
enthusiasts! meeting in 1961 the technical level of the health 
workers rose higher and a high moral sense of responsibility 
and Communist fine style with respect to human life were 
manifested to a high degree, with the result that many 
"{ncurable diseases" were cured. 

During the period following the nationwide health 
worker enthusiasts! meeting (7 June 1961) until the end of 
1963, starting with the cure of over 38,0) persons whose 
lives had been imperiled, 2,251 deaf and dumb persons and 
9,229 cripples and hunchbacks and patients suffering pain on 
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account of the deformity of their limbs were soupht out and 
completely curod. Also ,],385 blind persons or patients 

with severe difficulties with their eyeslght were completely 
cured. 

In our country special attention is devoted to the 
protection of mothers and children. In 1963, too, for the 
purpose of providing more satisfactorily for the conventence 
of working women as they participate in the construction of 
soclalism and social and political life, the network of 
kindergartens and day nurseries was expanded and outfitted; 
in comparison with 1962 the number of kindergartens 
increased to 123 percent and the number of seats in day 
nurseries to 14h.6 percent; the number of children comprised 
in this network was 1,320,000. 

Our country's working women are sassured of a paid 
leave of absence of 77 days extending before and after child- 
birth, and all the pregnant women receive free of charge the 
banefits of child-bearing assistance. 

In 1963, too, the maternity and pedrieatic wards 
continued to be augmented; the number of pedriatric outpatient 
visits was increased to 157.1 percent over a like /previous/ 
period. 

In particular, for the purpose of preventing child- 
hood infectious diseases and vromoting the health of the 
children in a satisfactory way, Lnoculations were carried out 
On a regular basis with various epidemic-preventing drugs, 
including vaccination, 

Production end Suoply of Medical Equipment and Supplies. 
In 1963 the medicine naautectuning and mec oul equipment 
industry was further ceveloped, so that the quantity of 
production thereof was increased and the types of items 
became greater in number. During this year the types of 
ease equipment were !ncreased to 2.5 times the number in 

2's 

In consequence of the development of the medicine 
manufacturing industry the production of Isoniazid was re- 
solved with domestic raw materials, and in the manufacturing 
of biologicals an economical continuous-type exuding-atomizing 
method was introduced so as to bring about the development 
of blologicsals in the form of medicines, 

“In the production of medical supplies in 1963 an 
increase took place in the quantities of production and the 
types of k'allenusu drugs, tnceluding various kinds of long- 
lasting drugs and ant3biotilos.

During thts year, beginning with the neuralgia remedy 
rolmajon /phonetic approximation/, many new highly effective 
medical supplies were produced such as stomach ulcer powder, 
hydrated aluminum k'el /meaning unknown/, the intestinal 
germicide hwo'llottan, respiratory etimulants and ch'ittich'in, 
the blood-pressure reducer rutchin, and nitrate of sek'torenin. 

In 1963 the number of types of medical supplies increased 
to 10, percent in comparison with the previous year, 

In 1963, in consequence of the development of biological 
medicine work there were newly organized in °'yo'ngyang City 
and the various provinces (Kaeso'ng City) biological medicine 
control centers, and in the various cittes /and/ (districts) 
guns, branches of these centers. 

During this vesar the types of medicinal herbs 
cultivated increased to 109 percent in comparison with 1962 
and it was made possible to pnroduce further within the country 
20 types of biological medicines such_as liquorice, ginger, 
Salvia, turmer’c /ulgu'm/7, turmeric /Kanghwang/ and cho'khasuo. 
On account of the expansion of the cultivating of medicina 
herbs and the increasing of the collection of naturally growing 
biological medicines, market itoms in biological medicines in 
1963 were increased to 103.2 percent in comparison with the 
previous year. Of these the quantities of trade in important 
types such as tangew!, ch'to'ngung, chihwang, Sanyak and 
Schizandra chinesis increased conspicuously. 

In 1963 certaiu of the people's pharmacies were combined 
into general pharmacies and their equipment was strengthened, 
and the medical goods supply network was outfitted in better 
order.

Historicel Position of Korean Citizens in Jepren 

At the present time there are over 600,000 Korern citizens residing 
in Japan. These are persons who in t'ormer days were dram into forced labor 
by the Japenese imperinlists or else, under the eruel colonial role of the 
Jcepanese imperiplists, lost their means of Livelihood and wendered over to 
Jzpan, and the sons and daw hters of such persons, The number of Korenn 
persons who were drewn to Japrn by coercion or wandered there duringe the 
ies of Japnnese imperialist coloniel rule amounts to approximetely 5,000, 

In partienlar, the Japanese imperialists, duriny the neriad of the 
continentel invasion end the Pacific ar, in order to resolve their wartime 
manpower shortapes, put into efrect. in Koree their "wartime Dratting System" 
and drafted by ‘orce over 3,340,000 Korerns so ns to put them to work #8 
frontline laborers or drav them to Japan, Even according to information 
which they themselves published, n totel of over 1,140,N00 nersons were 
drawn to Jepan suring the pertod fram 1939 to 1945. 

The Japanese imperirlists put. the Korean persons who hed heen thus 
drawn awey to work in an unprecedertied way in the most. danyerous end diffi- 
cult fields, such as the coal mines, minernl mines, public works sites end 
militery Cacilities constriction sites. Even according to Japanese official 
informetion, the number of Korean leborers who underwent drnvf'tiny, for slave 
labor in just the Japanese conl mines, in which Inmbor disrsters were most 
severe, was 400,G00. 

The Japanese imnerirlists, even while they were mercilessly ex- 
ploitiny the Korean people, did not. provide them with even the minimun 
Vivinp expenses tut carried out #1] sarts of national contemnt and maltrer tq 
ment with respect to them, 

The Japanese imnerinlists organized in Japan so-crlled "Harmony 
Societies" with regional police officers as responsible officials sna made 
Koreans the object. of snecial surveiliance so thet. they would ppnrehend and 
imprison them on account of faults in even insigpnificant speech and actions. 
In just the yerr 1933 the Japanese imperir lists apprehended and imprisoned 
some 49,262 of the Koreans in Japan on charges of committing such crimes As 
Violeting the Law for Maintenance of the Public Peace" and "obstmictiny, the 
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carrying out. of offieial ousiness", 

Not only this, but the Japanese imnerislists on reper ted acaasions 
organized incidents of mass murder ryainst the Koreens in Japan, At the time 
of the great. enrthouake in the Kanto erea in September 192% the Japanese im- 
perialists mobilized military units, police and terrorist bands to morder 
over 6,60) Koreans in Tokyo and the vicinity thereof, 

iloreover the Japanese imperialists made the massacring of the Koresns 
in Japan jin coal mines and mineral mines a cammonplace event, and incidents 
vere innumereble likewise of marderiny: en masse Korenn Laborers mohi lized 
for military facilities construction on the pretext of "“assurins: secrecy", 
Including the murdering of over 820 persons in the coal mines of Hokkaido 
from May 1938 to Mey 1945, in the coal mines throughout the country of Japan 
during the period 1940-44 over 60,000 Korean lsborers were murdered, 

The Japanese imperialists slaughtered over 5,000 Korean laborers who 
had been mobilized for "Kashimakumi" in the Kurile Islands and also at Fmuji 
Islend they pitilessly murdered «<,500 Koreens. 

The atrocities of maltrentment end homicide which the Japanese im- 
perialists thus perpetrated avainst the Koreans in Japan during the period of 
their colonis1 rule over Kores: ere innumerable. 

The Koreans who ere left in Japrn today sre none other than those who 
were barely eble to survive under this sort. of infernal national contempt. and 
meltreatment.. 

Since the Japanese imperinlists were vanquished and Korea was )iher-- 
ated in 1945 the Temocratic People's Republic of Koren hrs been estebl ished, 
with the result. that the Koreans in Japan have becone the citizens of a 
proud independent nation, 

Thus the Japanese uovernment, has had a legal obligation to protect. 
the lives and property of the Korean citizens in Japan «s foreigners and to 
safeguard their democratic nationn] ri;hts. What ts more, the Jepsnese 
government hes a morn) responsibtlity, in the Light of the historical rosi- 
tion of the Korean citizens in Japan and in the light. of its criminal rections 
towerd the Koreans, to protect the Korean citizens in Jepen at 91] costs. 

Nevertheless the Japanese Government, after 15 August 1945, formed an 
illicit. union with the American authorities accupying Japan so as to continue 
without hesitstion to crrry ont the nurderiny of the Korean citizens in 
Jepan and other crimirel actions infringing on the democretic netionel riphts 
of the Koreans. Directly following, 15 Ausust 19/45 the remnants of the Jap- 
enese imperialists carried out murdering atrocities against. Koreens in var- 
fous places in Japan such as Mie Prefecture, Chiba Prefecture, Kyoto Gity, 
Aomori Prefecture, Hokkaido, Tokyo City, Kanngawa Prefecture, Yamaguchi 
Prefecture, Fukushima Prefecture and Toyama Prefecture. On «4 Angust 19/5 
Jepmnese Naval authorities, by deception and intimidetion lornded 3,745 Kore- 
an leborers, who had been induced by force to work in the Hokkaido conl 
mines, onto the transport vessel Ukijima Mamma, then murdered them by blow- 
ing up the vessel. 

From thet time until] today the Japanese Government, has consistently 
conspired with the American imperislists to carry out policies of nationrl 
discrimination «nd pressure against the Korean citizens in Japen; they have 
mobilized an armed police force on a large scale to raid the settlements and 
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organizations of the Korean citizens in Jansen so ns to enrry ant the retions 
of srrestiny, imprisoning snd mrderiny the Korerns end selzing thetr prap- 
erty, and they heve forribly deportes prrent numbers of the Korarn eftizens 
to South Korea and thereby o-rrjed ont. the criminnl] act of' causing: them to 
be put. ta denth hy the nunnet. faetdion, 

The Jananere nmuthorittes in Santemher 19/9 carried ait the arte of 
forcibly dissolving the Federation of Koreans in Japen end the Democratic 
Youth Federation of Koreans in Japen, which the Korean citizens in Janan 
had organized for the mirnose of protecting their own cdemocrntic national 
rights, ana of seizing the property of these federetions, pnd rlso they 
foreibly closed down, after having provoked the "Education Sunpression 
Affair" in 1948, the verious levels of Korean Schonls which the Koreans 
citizens in Japrpn had established for the purpose of terchin;: their own sons 
and danuvhters their mother languaye and the history, peozraphy ond the Like 
of their mother country. 

Moreover, the Japanese Government in May 1947 published the "Alien 
Registration Ordinance" and carried out the unjust action of cansing the 
nationality of the Korean citizens in Japan to be chanred to South Korern 
puppet. "nationality", nnd, misusing the "alien registration certilfentes", 
from 1947 to the end of 1963 they arrested end imprisoned over 700,0NN0 
Koreen citizens in Japan and inflicted various types of punishment; just the 
"fines" wrested from the Koreans amounted ta some 400,000,000 wotn /mny 
refer to Japenese yen/. 

Not only this, but the Japanese authorities put into effect. unjust 
policies such as of depriving the Korean citizens in Japon of lend ownership 
rights, mining ripvhts and ship ownership rights, and thereby brourht about, a 
further deterioration in the living sitnation of the Koresn citizens in Jap- 
an, 

In 1963, too, there were frequent incidents of killing end wounding 
and violence committed aprinst the Korenns citizens in Japan indec the pro- 
tection of the Japanese ruthorities, 

What is more, the Japanese uovernment at the "Korea-Japan Talks", 
while speaking of the so-called "Legal position of the Korean citizens in 
Japen", is making the Korean citizens in Japan bait for its political bar- 
gaininy with the puppet feetion in South Koreas, is forcing "Republic of 
Korea citizenship" on them, and "sorting" them out politically end thereby 
manenvering with a view to carry ont further persecution,

of the Republic Relztive to Korean Citizens in Japan 


The Korenn Labor Party and the governnent of the Republic in 1963, 
too, has vivorously opposed the illegal persecution and oppression of the 
Korean citizens in Japan by the Japnnese authorities end hes struggled for 
the purpose of protecting the democratic netionnl cights of the Korern cit- 
izens in Japan and assuring their living rights. 

In 1963, by the manipulrtion of tne American imperislists, the Japan 
ese militarists made nn open matter of the united conspirecy of the "Kores- 
Japan Talks" with the puppet faction in South Korea and further etrengthened 
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their crimins] setions of stemly trempling cow the denoerntic notional 
rights of the Korern ejtizens in Japen, ring this yenr there were many 
occurrences of incidents of violence, killing end wounding, and raids nq 
yeinst the Korean citizens in Japen by the rower orgrns, the ripht-wing 
tecrorict prroups end no-yood resenls of Jenan, Moreover, the Japanese 
vovernment, did not continue to sanction freedom of coming and going to the 
Fatherlond by the Korean citizens in Japan. ; 

In the light of this situation the Government of the Demoerstic Pen- 
ple's Republic of Kores on 1& July 1963 published a declaration to demand 
vigorously of the Japrnese vovernment thnt it take epnropriate eetjion to 
ensure that the just demend and ardent desire of the Korean eitizens in 
Jenan for freedom to come pnd sn to the Fatherlend eanld be rer lized nt the 
earliest possible time.(Refer to document) 

Moreover the Ministry of Foreijm Affairs of the Lemocratic Peonlets 
Republic of Koren published a declrretion on +0 July 19A3 in connection with 
the serious Vact thet. the Japanese anthorities were carrying out. ectJons 
infringing on the personel riyhts of the Korean citizens in Japan end wera 
‘leo protecting end fostering such ections; it vigorously denenaed of the 
Jap&nese uovernment thet it. immedietely ciscontinue persecution of the 
Koresn citizens in Japen rnd punish the criminels, and thet it teke effec- 
tive action to ensure thet such illegel netions not. be repented in the 
future, (Refer to document) 

In perticuler the Standin;; Committen of the Supreme Peoplets Council 
of the Democratic People's Republic of Korea on Y October anncted and pro- 
milgeted a citizenship lew for the Democratic Peonle's Republic of Korea 
and thereby tirmly assured the rosition of the Korean citizens in Japan on 
a lLegsl basis. 

The Government. of the Democrrtic People's Republie of Korer in 19423, 
too, for the purpose of supportiny democratic nationel education for the sons 
and daughters of the brethren in Jupmn, on three occasions (Merch, June end 
September) sent education 1 assistance funds end scholrershin money in the 
amount of 791,090,900 ven (Japanese currency). 

The education+el ascistance funds and scholership money which the 
Eovernment, of the Republic has thus sent from April 1957 up to the end of 
1963 hes emounted, over the course of 13 times, to 2,292,940,000 yen (Jup- 
anese currency). 

Moreover, the St#«ndiny Committee of the Suprame People's Council of 
the Democretic People's Republic of Korea in May, on the dry of the commem- 
orution of the &th Anniversary of the Founding of the General Federation of 
Labor, and the 15th Anniversary of the founding of the Democretic People's 
Republic of Koren, bestoved on workers of the General Federation of Labor 
ewards of the Republic (National Flag Awara lst Class 1 person, Labor 
Awerd 3 persons, National Flag Award znd Class 8 persons, National Flag 
Avard 3rd Class 3¢ persons, Distinyuished Service Medal 384 persons) and in 
May bestowed the desijmation of Meritorious Teacher of the Democratic Peo- 
plets Republic of Korey to three Koreen teachers in Japan who had devoted 
themselves to educational work. In uddition, the Central Committee of the 
Fatherland Unification Democretic Front gave official commendetions to 316 


uenerel Federation of Labor workers. 
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The Government of the Republic, for the purpose of continuin to 
effect the rerlizetion of the rrdent desire of the brethren in Japan to re- 
turn home to Korea, in connection with the fact thet the effective periad of 
the agreement currently in effect. with regard to repatristion ended on 147 
November 1963, took action to cause this deadline to be extended without 
change tor one year, 

On account of the brotherly-love measures and positive strurgple of the 
Korean Labor Party and the Government of the Republic, in 1963, too, the work 
of the reprtriation to the Republic of the Korenn citizens in Japan was car- 
ried out smoothly. During the one year ot 1963, over the course of lz times, 
<,570 of the Korean citizens in Japan returned to the Democratic People's 
Republic of Korea. Thus, since the work of repatriation of the Korean citi- 
zens in Japan was commenced in December 1959 up to the end of 1963, with 113 
trips, altogether 80,845 of the Korean citizens in Japan have returned to 
Korea. Of these the men numbered 43,370 and the women 37,475. Among the 
repatristes 95.5 percent had their origin in South Korea and <,345 persons 
are Japanese, 

The Government of the Republic arranged places of employment for the 
brethren returning to Kores in accordance with their desires and technics). 
capabilities at factories, enterprise sites and co-operstive farms end in the 
various flelds of the people's economy such as the scientific, the culturel 
and the health tields; and as for the scientists, it placed them in scien- 
tific agencies and secured all the necessary reseerch facilities end condi- 
tions, 

moreover, the Government of the Republic sent over one-third of the 
brethren returning to Korea to verious levels of school up to college level 
to enable them to study; these persons have been supplied with clothing and 
srhool necessities from the state, and college students have even received 
scholarship money and are studying free of charge. Not only this, but the 
brethren returning to Kores have received new cultural housing and sare re- 
ceiviny extensive socinl security benerits including free medical treatment. 
528 ayed persons who are unable to perform work and have no place to turn to 
are receiviny support at homes for the elderly at state expense. 

The brethren returning to Korea are becominy; trustworthy workmen in 
the construction of socialism in povernment agencies, social organizations 
and all of the fields of’ the people's economy such as the economic, the ed- 
ucational., the cultural snd the health fields, and ere enjoying a happy life. 

In the election of representstives of regional sovereign agencies of 
the Republic that was carried out on 3 December 1963 there were elected as 
representetives 919 of the brethren returnin;; to Korea (province and direct 
jurisdiction city representatives: 70; city, pun and district [uyo'k/ rep- 
resentativess 37<; and Ji and utp /"town" representitivess 477). Thus, 
including, three representatives of the Supreme People's Gouncil who were 
elected in the election carried out in October 196c, there are many repa- 
triated brethren active as representatives in the various levels of sover- 
eiym agencies. And several hundred of the repatriated brethren are per- 
forming work in positions of responsibility in the various fields such es 


heavy industry end light industry, 
Today all of the repatrinted brethren are working to the utmost of 
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their entousicsm end rbility vor the purpose of repaying the consideration 
shown to them by the corean Labor Party, the uovernment of the Republic and 
our venerated lescer, Prime siinister Kim Il-so'ny, and for the cake of the 
glorious future of the ratnerlend, They are positively participating in the 
Chio'llime work team movement in all of the rields of the people's economy 
and joining in witn the technicel reform movement. 

The Standing, Committee of the Supreme Feople'ts Council of the Demo-~ 
cratic Peonle's Republic of Korea on 6 September 1963 --starting with the 
besto-al of the desiynstion of "Labor Hero" on Pak To-sul who, havin. ec- 
cepted on a high plene the policies of the Korean Labor Party and the Gov- 
penment of the Republic, has since his return to Kores been summoning up a 
high level of political entausiasm end work success in the construction cf 
Socialism for the purpose of the nrosperous development of the Fatnerlend-- 
bestowed state awards on 1,159 persons (National Flag Award lst Class 3 per- 
sons, Lebor Award 3 persons, National Flag Award <nd Class 13 persons, Na- 
tional Flag Award 3rd Class 137 persons, and Distinguished Service Medal 
1,003 persons), and 4/4 versons received letters of commendation and pifts 
from the Cabinet Prime Minister, 

Thus the total numbers of repatriates wio received state awards and 
letters of commendation up to the end of 1963 were: Lrbor Hero 1 person, 
Netional Fla, Award lst Class 6 persons, Labor Award 3 /sic/persons, Na- 
tional Flay Award <nd Class 35 persons, National Flag Award 3rd Class 327 
persons, vistinyuished Service Medol 1,945 versons, and 80 of the repetriated 
brethren received letters of commendation from the Cabinet Prime Minister, 


Patriotic hork of General Federation in 1963 

The Geners] Federation [ot Koreans in Japan/ in 1963, basins, itsell 
firmly on the policies of the Korean Labor Party and the Government of the 
Republic, presented before all of the workers of the General federation and 
the brethren in Japan the rive important tasks of the strengthening of the 
anti-American national salvation strugyle for tne purpose of the autonomous 
peaceful unification of the Fatherland, the protection of democratic nation- 
al rights, the strengthening of socialist pstriotism indoctrination, the 
solidifying of the organization of the General Federation and strengthening 
of studies by the management workers, and the strengthening of economic and 
cultural interchange and friendship and good-will between the two countries 
of Korea and Japan. 

All of the workers of the General Federation and the brethren in 
Japan have shrewdly adhered to the work of carrying out these patriotic 
tasks and displayed a high level of patriotic enthusinsm and original 
creativity. 

The General Federation, nt the same time as it has relied on the 
patriotic enthusiasm of the workers in its orgenization and the brethren in 
Japen, has presented correct policies on a timely basis. In particular the 
30th meeting of the Central Committee of the General Federation, which was

Federation, and the results thereof were further expanded, 

Thus the five important tesks which the General Federation had pre- 
sented for 1963 were successfully accomplished. 

The work of the anti-American national salvation united front for the 
purpose of promotiny the autonomous peaceful unification of the Fatherland, 
In 1963 the General Federation untiringly explained and publicized among all 
the brethren in Japsun the Fatherland Unification Plan of the Korean Labor 
Party and tne Government of the Republic sand at the same time, through a 
great number of: mass assemblies and various other tyves of patherings and 
united activities, thoroughly exposed and denounced the war-provokiny prepa- 
retions and deceptive "transter to civilian authority" maneuverings of the 
American imperinlists and strugyled resolutely with the demsnd for immediate 
Withdrawal of the American imperialists! army of aggression from South Korea 
and the immediate cessation of the criminal "Kores-Japan Talks. 

Also, it continued to promote vigorously the united front work of 
strengthening nations] solids rity end using the solidified forces to develop 
more strongly the anti-Japanese national salvation struy;,le. 

In perticular, since tne 30th meeting of the Centrel Committee of the 
General Federation united front work has developed into work by all tne or- 
ganizations and all the masses, with the result that solidarity has been 
strengthened at the lower levels with the brethren under "Mindan" influence 
ana solidarity at tne higher levels has corresponded with this, so that na- 
tionsl solidarity has been promoted on a more extensive scale and a mess 
Dese has been rapidly expanded for the anti-American national salvation 
united front amony the bretnren in Japan. The General Federation hes exten- 
sively organized yatherings of national solidarity in ell forms, starting 
with the Day of Commemoration of the 1 March Movement end including joint. 
gatherings on national commemoration days, picnics, film shows and physical 
culture neets, and has utilized such occasions to carry out full discussions 
of matters that sre of common national concern with the brethren under the 
"Mindan" so as to exert a rest influence on them. Because an etmosphere of 
national soliderity has been created in tnis way, there has been raised high~ 
er among a large number of the brethren and persons belonging te the "Mindan" 
the cal] to rebuft extemrl fornes, demand autonomy end self-ralinnce and 
insist on the pesceful unification of the Fatherland, 

In psrtienlar the decision of the 37nd meeting (15 November) of the 
Central Committee of the General Federation, in which was discussed tne 
problem relative to ell of the brethren in Japan rebuffing external forces 
nnd becoming united with the spirit o: autonomy and self-reliance so as to 
promote the peaceful unification or tne Fatherland, constituted an impor- 
tant eetion vor tne pucpose of further developing the anti-American national 
salvation united front of the brethren in Japan. 

The Generul Federation hns positively supported and encourrped tne 
antiakhmerican national salvation strugyle of the people of South Koreas who 
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have joinea in rebullins external forces nnd demendiny autonony and self- 
reliance. Tne uenersl Federation snd the brethren tn Japiun, throuyh exer- 
cises commemorntins the 3rd Anniversery of 19 April end mess asremblies in 
connection wita tne "Day of the Stmig;rle for the Imnedinte Withdrawal of’ the 
United States Army from Soutn Korea" on <5 June, positively supported and 
encoure ged the patriotic stmipgvle of the people of South Korea. They enthu- 
Slastically welcomed the fact that the Government_of the Republic had pro- 
posed the sending of 100,000 sot« /4.9629 bushels/ of polished rice to the 
starving people «nd sufferers of starm and flood damave in the southern helf 
of Korea and at the same time they decided that, the General Federation, too, 
should send 1,000 so'xk of polished rice as relief rice to the brethren in 
the southern half of Korea and sent letters to the various political parties, 
social organization people and social circles to request that they take 
pertinent action. 

At the same time the General Federation strengthened work for the 
purpose of stirriny up international public opinion in support of the just 
strugyle of the Korean people for the autonomous peaceful unifteation of the 
Fatherland, 

In particular the Genersl Federation streny:thened connections with 
the Japanese people and publicized wicely among them the peaceful patriotic 
foreign nolictes of the Korern Labor Party and the Government of the Repub- 
Lie and tneir aporopriate plans for the resolution of the Korean question, 

Thus today Japsnese people on an extensive seale are nositively 
suppocting the just stm: le of the Korean people for the avtonomons peace- 
ful unification of the Fatherland snd are resolutely opnosing the criminal 
"Korea-Japsen Talks." 

The expansion and solidification of the orgenizationel ranks of the 
General Federation and the vork of studies by mancpement, workers. In 1963 
the unity in princinle ana solidarity of all the workers of the General Fed-~ 
eration was further strengtnened and their political and theoretical Level. 
was raised hiher. 

Among, the workers the study of policteas was carried out in close 
conjunction with the study of revolutionary tradition, and the work of man- 
ager indoctrination and training was further strengthened, In particular, 
starting this yesr, a correspondence education system has deen nely estab- 
lished so that it has been made possible for workers on the job to recaive 
education without being separeted from their work, snd the system of indi- 
vidval indoetrination for workers in branch offices, too, has become further 
esteblished. And omony the meneyers and workers, group study one time a 
week and individual study of two hours or more per dey have been untirinply 
carried out. Thus the volities] rnd practical leval of the managers and 
workers has been raised to a conspicnously higher Level. 

Through the strugzle to fulfill the Ch'o'tngsan-ni spirit and the 
Ch'o'ngsan-ni method the miss viewpoint of the workers became estab] ished 
and tne muss Line was better fulfilled, so tnat the style of work and the 
methods of work were improved in an over-all way. 

With the occasions offered by the regular congress of the branch 
offices of the General Federation that was carried out in bay 1963 and the 
conference of the branch directors in September, the branch oftices which 
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constitute tne terminal yuidsance ayeneies of the General Federntion were put 
on a more solid basis, their pnidance funetion wes reised to a higher level, 
and a system o° renderin, heln to the lower levels beenme established, 

Moreover the work of the chapters, which constitute the be sic-level 
organizations of the ueneral Federstion, was converted into committer work 
and the role of tne workers was reisen to a hiyher level. The "movement to 
crente model chapters", which is beiny developed in emiletion of the 
Chio'llima movement. in the Fatherland, is being developed as r mass movement, 
so thet es af the end of this year there were 65] chapters of the General 
Federation prrticinetiny, Ineluding tina Double Tokyo, Oda Branch, Magome 
Chapter, three chapters have won the designation "Double Model Chapter" and 
71 chepters the desi:mation "Model Chapter," 
| The work of the indnuetion of unorganized brethren for the purpose of 
expanding the renks of the veneral Federation has been pushed suncessfully 
in accordance vith plans. And the unique guidance system of the General Fed~ 
eration of Korean Youtn in Japan and the Federation of Koreaen Democrnt.je 
women in Japen hes become more tnoronvhly established end the renks thereof 
have been turther expanded ond rolidified, 

The work of protecting democratic nrtionnl rivhts. The General Fed- 
eretian in 1963 achieved street, suceass jn the etripgsle toa nrotect. the demn- 
erutic nationel rivhts of the brethren in Japrn. In partienlar, during this 
year tne Korenn citizens in Japan vivorously developed the strive for the 
realization of their just netfionel risht of freadom to come and so tn the 
Fatnerloavd, 

: The enthusiastic sunport. and enconrevement of the Government of the 
Republic and the neonle of our country In connection with the nuestion of the 
free coming and votny to the Fatherland of the Korean citizens in Japan 
prently encovurayed the brethren in Japen. The Korean citizens in Janen, 
after launchiny: on 1 May 1963 the mass movement. for the renalizetion of free 
comin and going to the Fatherlynd, organized and carried out united acativ- 
ities en four occasions un to the end of the yernr in various places in Japan, 
on the basis of nrarticination by all the brethren, and they continued to 
present requests end nrotests to the Japanese authorities, Ana the Generr] 
Federntion, slong with the work of nronpegandizing among the Japanere prople 
for the realization of the free coming and going to the Fatherland of the 
brethren in Japan, developed on an extensive seale a movement. to collect 
signatures, 

Grert numbers of the nolitienl portjes, soeinl organizations and 
people on pn extensive acale nositively supported the lawful movement of the 
brethcen in Japan far the renlizetion of free coming and poing to the Frther~ 
lands as miny as 4,000 Jrprnece representatives went, direatly to Tokyo toa 
request. of the Jepnnese Governmant thet it sanetion the free coming and ga- 
ing to the Fatherland of the Koreans in Japan, and altorather 10,090,000 
Japanese peonle signed their names in support of this movement. As of «8 
December &2/, Japanase regionrl assemblies, including the Tokyo City assembly, 
comprising aver 70 percent. of the entire population of Japan, hed adopted 
resolutions demanding of the Japanese overmental suthorities that they 
take pertinent aution to ensure that the lawful demend of thea Korean citizens 
in Japan wns realized at the errliast, possible time. 
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The strmigele for the renllantion of fraedam ta eome and sto to tie 
Fathertand tor the Koresn citizens in Japan recaived extensive international 
supnort., In response to the anneri sent by the ueneral Federetion to the 
people of the shole world in June 1963 in connection with the auestion of 
the realization of free coming rnd going to the fatherland for the Koren 
citizens in Japan and the recuest for suprort, sent by the General Federstion 
to the vovernments of the various countries of the world, international or- 
ganizations rnd soctal organizations, declarations of support end Jatters 
were received from 15 internationel organizations such as the VWiorld Federa- 
tion of Labor, the \iorld Democratic Youth Federation, the International 
Student Council snd the Internstionnl News Reporters! Federation, and meny 
social organizations and varions classes end levels of prominent persons in 
the various countries of the world, 

In 1963 the infringement of the personal cients of the brethren in 
Japan by the Japanese reactionrries, narticulerly their villainous provoca- 
tive manenverings with such things 9s violence, killing end woundiny, and 
raids against the students of Korean intermediate and hiyher-level schools, 
became more inteansiffed, 

To cope with this situation the Generel Federation widely exposed 
emony the Japanese people the unjust criminal actions of the Japanese re- 
actionaries against the Koresn citizens in Japen and further strenethened the 
struyyle for the protection of the lawful rights of the brethren in Japnn. 
Tue Genersl Federation stmiyrled positively to protect the living rights of 
the brethren in such matters ag the resolution of level mrehlene presented 
in the dey-to-day liviny of the brethren in Japan and mitual assistenea work, 
and elso strengthened the work of protecting, the personal rishts of people 
from South Korea who hed lost their means of livellhoad and come to Japan as 
refugees. The ueneral Federntion also further strengthened the stmiyyele to 
protect, the enterprise ricshts of brethren in Japan who are in commercial and 
industrial work, and continued to push successfully the eredit unton work 
amon; the brethren. Thus as of the end of 1963 the amonnt of derosits in the 
ee credit unions of the brethren in Japan that had been formed in various 
places in Japan reached anproximntely 21,500,000,000 yen (Japanese currency). 

On acenunt of the consistent efforts of the Govarnment. of the Republic 
and the dogved strupule of the brethren in Koren the repatriation e;reement 
was extended without chane for one year, nd the General Federation srtia~ 
factorily assured the work of repatrintion of the bretnren in Japan, 

The work of socialist nationol educstion. In 1962 the Genernl Fed- 
eration devotes rest concern to the davelopment. of the work of socialist 
nt tional education tor the brethren in Japan. In particular the 7rd conyress 
of educational enthusiasts of Koreans in Japan in August of this year con- 
stituted an importsnt. ocension in the development. of this work. 

During this year the unity in principle of the educational workers 
was strengthened and the systems of correspondence education for inrtructors 
and re-education in art institutes became further established, with the re- 
sult that their nolitical and practical level was reised higher. 

In the "movement to create model instructor groups" that. is being 
developed amony the ranks of the instmictors, as of the end ot this year 
over 800 instructors, constituting some 60 percent of all the instructors, 
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are participating in such a way vs to exert a strony foree for raising toa 
higher level the quality of their tenching and indoctrination, 

In conseavence of the raising: of the ouality of the instrmietors rand 
the manifesting of their original creativitv in the work of tenchiny: end 
indoctrination, the rer] ability ol the students in their sehonl vork hes 
been raised higher, and emotional training, end physienl culture training 
have been stranythened, so that the students are being, brousht up to be 
splendid netriots combining knowledva, virtue and physique, 

During this year, in spite ov the fact thet. many students returned 
to the Republic, as 9 result of the strengthening of the sork of bringing in 
students the number of over 40,000 students continued to be maintained, and 
in "summer schools" 5,000 students were brought together and indoctrinated. 

Tn 1963 the work of constructing school buildines was earrted out nt 
L§ schools with funds amounting to 15,000,000 yen (Japanese currency), and 
new-construction and extension-const.miction work was carried out for 10 
schools, with the result thit educational facilities were set in better order 
in an over-all way, 

In the scientific research work of the Korenn scientists in Japan, 
too, a number of successes were realized; at © scholarly reserrch renorting 
meeting in August of this year there were over 150 scientists participating 
end 66 items of success in research were arnouneed, 

The work of socinlist pntriotism indoctrination. In 1963, too, the 
venersl Federation, tor the purpose at ensuring that the masses of the breth- 
ren lead proper lives with dignity sand pride as citizens of the Republic, 
vigorously develoned among them soclalist patriovismn indoctrination in close 
conjunction with revolution: ry tredition indoctrinetion. bloreover, it in- 
doctrinated them so thet they would thoroughly hate the inveterte enemy of 
the Koran people, the American imperialists, »nd join forcefully in the 
anti-American national salvation strugvle,. 

The General Federation devoted efforts first of #il to establishing 
the thourht indoctrinetion system more firmly in socialist patriotism indoc- 
trination for the brethren snd carrying out the work of propaganda indoc- 
trination more systematically and with more conscionsnese of objectives. 

The convress of propaganda enthnistasts of the General Federation in July 
1963 constituted an imoortant ocension in the raising of the work of propa- 
gande indoctrination to es higher level. As of the end of this year there 
was deployed in various places in Japan an education net, with over 470 
Fatherland study halls, over 1,090 Lecture rooms, 286 youth schools and 
536 adult schools. ‘The General Federation put into use in this propaganda 
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commercial end indus.rial work, opened un econamic institutes in the Kanto 
end Osaka-Kyoto arenas and zave indoctrination to over 3,000 persons in com- 
mereial and industrial lines of work and thereby raised the level of natri- 
otic enthusinsm of these persons to n higher level. The qualitative sub- 
stance of the various tynes of publications wes further improved and the 
Choso'n Sinbo readers! network was expanded. During this year <5 items of 
periodical publinations, including the Choso'n Sinbo, which are published 
under the jurisdiction of the General Federation, several tens of thousands 
of coptes of various types of books, and many publications sent over from 
the Fatherlend were made availeble smony the brethren on a normal basis in 
such a way as to contribute #reatly to the socialist pstriotism indoctri- 
nation of these people, 

Literary snd artistic and physical cnlture ectivities. In 1942 the 
literary and artistic and physical culture work ot the General Federation 
was further put on a mess basis and was eetively developed on a higher level. 

The Generel Federation carried out. more vigorously the "work of show- 
ing films of the Fatherland" which has imnortant significance in indoctri-~ 
nating the brethren in Japan in socialist patriotism and informing the Jap- 
anese people ot the new look of the Republic. Luring this year, with 45 
films which were sent over from the Fatherland, sltogether 2,095 showinys 
were presented to be seen by over 549,700 persons. 

During this year mass cultural work wes more actively developed among 
the brethren in Japan; all sorts of circles with the singinw and danciny of 
the Fatherland as the primary object were organized in preat numbers jn the 
vnrious levels of schools ond social orgenizations.

The Korean citizens in Japan mede widely known among the extensive Japanese 
people and peonles of the world the forei:n policies of the Government of the 
Republic and the plen for the autonomons nenceful unificetion of the Pather- 
land and strengthened the st.mipyle to expose in ns thorouph way the American 
imperislists! eggression and war policies and the true criminal niture of the 
"Korea~Japan Talks", with the consequence that they received the nositive 
support ond encourazement of the Japenese neople. The democrstic forces ot 
Japan this year determined upon the period from <5 June to <7 July to he the 
month of demanding, the withdrawel of the United States Army from South Korea 
and supporting the peaceful autonomous unification of Korea, and cerried out 
a stmi,pvle ducing this period. In particular, in concert with the stout 
strmiujle ol the Korean people against the "Koren-Japan Talks", this year the 
Japrnese people further strengthened their struyz:le against. the "Korea-Japan 
Talks", The Javanese "Security Joint Struyvle Council", even in just the

Moreover, the Jeornese neonle investiceted the violence organized by 
the Japenese nilitarists epainst the Korean citizens in Jepan, particularly 
the killing «nd wounding actions with respect to the Korean lower end upper 
secondary school students in Japen, end exposed these crimes one by one; end 
in September of this year jucist orgenizations, democratic political perties 
and social organizetions, and prominent Japnnese individuals, for the purrose 
of co-operatins in the work of protectin, the socialist national rights of 
the Kerenn citizens in Japan, organized a "Sociaty ror the Protection of the 
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Personel Rights of Koreens in Jepan" end cerried out activities throuvh this 
society.

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GENFRAL OUTLINE OF WEATHER 

The weather conditions of 1963 have s number of special features com- 
pared with the average year. 

In January it was exceedingly cold and in the spring and summer sea- 
sons, which constituted the crop-raising periods, the temperstiure was low in 
comparison with normal years, but in November-December it was extraordinarily 
warm. fhioreover, through the spring and summer seasons mich rain came dorm, 
so that the quantities of rainfell in April-May and July amounted to twice 
as much ss in the averase yenr over most of the repions. Consecuently there 
were meny cloudy days in the spring end summer and the proportdjon of sunny 
drys was exceedingly low, end the cumul: tive temners tures during the crop- 
rowing period vere some 100-<00 degrees lower then in normal years. 

Temperature. The annual averspe tempereture, in the saree where it 
was highest, wes 10.5 degrees, and at 1,000 feet ahove sea-level or higher 
an the Paengmu Plateau it went down below zero. In the southern part. it wes 
on the order of 0.4 degrees lower then in the averape yerr, and in the 
northern part it wes on the order of 0.4 deprees higher. 

If we consider the trea distribution of the ennurl average temnera- 
tures, we see that in the southern corstrl zone of Hwanghae-nanmdo end 
Kanpwo'tn-do Provinces/ they were over 10 degrees, and in the plain zoner of 
the east and west cousts they were 8-9 deprees, while in the inland region

The highest temperatures, on eccount of the long-continued reiny 
spell in the summer sesson, were not. very high, end the highest. extreme 
tenperrtures of the year were 282-23 dayrees., The pleces where the hif¢hest. 
extreme temperatures were highest cf 21] were in the northern crea - 34.7 
Geyrees at Musan sna %73.5 degrees at Sinutiju. At Wo'tnsen, where the tem- 
neretures were high throughout the yeer, the hivhest extreme temnereture 
wae 33.” degrees ana nt Plyotnyyeny it wes 3..7 devrees. In the high moun- 
tein zone of the north, too, it wes reletively high ~ <5.9 degrees et Paegam 
and <8.5 degrees at Samjiyo'n. 

The lowest extreme temperrtures were as in normal years; -15 to -35 
degrees. If we consider this situation by zones, we see that they were -15 
to -]17 degrees in the southern coastal zone of the erst coast and -17 to 
~19 degrees in the southern zone of the west coast. The lowest extreme 
tempers tures went ebruptly lower according as the altitude ebove sea-level 
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went vp and cs the distance from the sen jrrew Loner, ond aren vrriations 
were exceedingly yvrest. The places where they were the lowest, of all were 
in the high mountein zone of the north - -35 degrees at Samjiyo'n end -34 
degrees at Hyesan. The lowest extreme tenpereture at Plyo'ngyang was ~22.4 
deprees, 

To cite a number of specinl fentures of the temperstures in 1963, 
they are as follows: 

Dry cold weather of Janunry: From the direction of Mongolia exceed- 
ingly fripid_sir flowed strongly into our country without interruption so 
that kaein /meaning unknown/ weather was coritinued over « long period and 
despite the fact that the proportion of sunny days was high, the average 
temperature for the month in the over-all area exclusive of the inland region 
of the north was on the order of «<-4 degrees lower than in normel years. 

Not only this, but even during daytime when the sun was shining the 
tenperature did not go up, and there was little difference between the days 
and the nignts. 

This sort of cold spell has occurred, since 1905, in January of the 
years 19cz and 1945 and represents a cold spell such as is found on the 
order of only once in <Q years.

Low Temperature in May - July: During this period the low atmospheric 
pressure and frontal activity in the vicinity of our country were severe and 
the development of air currents from the southern and southeastem directions 
could not be effected and they could not bring in the air of the tropical 
regions; for this reason the temperatures of May - July were low.

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High Temperature in December: The high atmospheric pressure to be 
found in Mongolia did not extend as far as our country, and conversely, air 
currents from the south snd southeast blew on the order of twice as much as 
in normal years. Consequently, December was quite warm compsred with nor- 
mal years.

Cumulative Temperatures. The cumulative temperntures for 1963 were 
somewhat lower than in normal years. 

The data on which daily average temperatures of 5 degrees or higher 
began was on the order of five dsys later than in normal years in the south- 
ern part, and in the northern part it was 10 April, 10-<0 days early, so 
that there was practically no area difference. 

In areas of &00 meters ubove sea-level and higher, however, the date 
was later according to the altitude, and when it came to zones of 1,000 
meters and higher, it was later than in the plain areas by a month. This 
sort of situation was due to the fnct that from the first third of the 
month of April there was a continuous fall of rain so that the temperature 
could not go up, then in the middle third of the month of April it suddenly 
did yo up. 

The final dite with a deily averrge temperature of 5 degrees or 
higher was mt the end of September or the oegiiming of Octouer in the high- 
up zones, while in the plain zones of the east and west coast and the cen- 
tral zones it was 7 November, so that it was somewhat on the late side 
compared with norm-l yesrs, and particularly in the inlana region of the 
northern pert it was 15-<O days late. 

The cumulntive temper:tures of daily average temperatures of 5 degrees 
or higher were less then in normsl yerrs by 10O0-<00 degrees, so that in the 
pluin zone in the southern part along the west coust where they were the 
greatest they smounted to 3,800 degrees, in the central zones 3,<00-3, 300 
degrees and in the high-up zones of the inland in the northern part 2,000- 
z2,600 degrees. 

The date on which dally averspe temperntures rose to 10 degrees or 
higher was 5-8 May at 500 neters above sea-level or lower and in the high- 
up zones it was in the first third of the month of June. 

The final dste was in the middle third of the month of October in 

he plain zones and the middle third of the month of September in the high- 
up zones. 

The cumulative tempersrtures of 10 degrees or higher amounted to 3,300- 
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3,500 dezyrees in the nlsin zones, «,400-2,700 degrees in the inland repion 
of the northern part and 1,500 deprees or less in the high mountain zona. 

Frost. Finsl Frost: Ended early in comparison with normal years. 
That is to say, it ended esrlier by on the order of 15 days on the west 
coast, and lU days on the east coast, and there were no special differences 
in the inland regions of the nortnern part. 

Fiest frost: Came early in comparison with the average yerr by on 
tne order of one week on the west coast snd 15 days on the east. coast, and 
was the same as in normal years in the inland regions of the northern part,

Precipitation. The quantity of annual precipitation for 1963 (except 
for Yangpang-do end Hamryo'ng-bukto [Provinces ) amounted to 1.3-1.7 times 
that of normal years. The period in which most of the rain came sown was 
the period from April to July and in narticulsr much sprin;j: rain came down, 
and in some of the arens of the west coast the quantity of rainfall from 
April to June amounted to <-3 times that of normal years. The ouantity of 
precipitation in August, however, (except for the U'ngyi region of Ham- 
gyo'ng-bukto) was on the order of half of that of a normal year in the over- 
all area. 

The quantity of nrecipitation in 1963 was conspicuously great in the 
aren to the sonth of 40 degrees Nortn latitude and was of the same order as 
in normal years to tne north thereof, 

The area in which the onantity of precipitation wes grestest wes the 
area of the mid-courses xnd the upper courses of the Taedonjt-gang and 
Chiolnges!oin-pgeng [Rivers/ and it amounted to 1,900-<,100 millimeters 
(Pukch!eag <,10) millimeters, To'kch'o'n <,088 millimeters, Hyanysan 1,955 
millimeters). [n the aree connecting the high-up zone of Kangwo'tn-do [Prov- 
ince/ani the ares of Kaeso'ng /City/, too, the amount of annusl precivitation 
was 1,600 millimeters or more (Septori 1,884 millimeters, Ichto'n 1,603 milLi- 
meters, Kaeso'ny 1,625 millimeters). Generally speaking, on the west coast 
there was imich rain, and even on the lover courses of the Taedonv—gang, 
which are noted for having exceedinzly little precipitation, there_were 1,<00 
millimeters or more (Namn'to 1,340 millimeters, Kwangnyang-man /Bay/ 1,<74 
millimeters). In Chagang-do /Province/ and the area in the southern part of 
tne east. coast (except Wo'nsen), there were 1,000-1,300 millimeters, and this 
amounted to considerably more than in normal yeers. 

Yanggang-do snd Hemgyo'ng-bukto /Provinces/ constituted regions where 
the quantity of precipitation was smallest and it did not exceed 400-700 
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millimeters, Areus where it. was particularly small were the central part of 
Yenggang-do (Kapsan 431 millimeters, Hyesan 510 millimeters) and the inland 
region in the northern part of Hamgyo'ng-bukto (Musan 439 millimeters, 
Hoeryo'ng 517 millimeters). 

In the Peengma Platenu, however, the quantity of annunl precipitation 
was relatively large. At Samjiyo'tn it was 956 millimeters, and at the 
summit oi Puektu-san /Mountain it is estimated to have exceeded 1,500 milli- 
meters, 

The annual number of days of precipitation wes 100-150 und was on the 
same order as in normal years, but they were conspicuously numerous in April- 
May, but on the other hand exceedingly few in August. 

Areas in which the number of days of precipitation wes partienlarly 
large were in the high mountain zone of Sep'o: 145 days, Paegam: 141 days, 
and Sumjiyo'n: 180 duys; and in the regions of To'kehto'n and Pukchtang, 
where the quantity of precipitation was the greatest, it was on the order of 
1l<O days. At Pivo'ngyang, where the amount of rain wes relatively vreat it 
was 90 days, and et Wo'nsan 101 days, and the annual number of days of 
precipitation was on the small side. The annual numbers of days of precipi- 
tation, without being connected with the quantities of precipitation, gener- 
ally speaking were small in the plain zones but large in the high mountain 
zones.

Lony Rainy Spells end Downpours. The rainy serson of 1963 in most of 
tne areas began at the end of June and ended at the beginning of September, 
The inland region of the northern part and the southern part of the east 
coast, however, hea already entered the rainy season in the first third or 
the middle third of the month of June. In June-July, particularly in July, 
exceedingly grest amounts of rain came down, but in August the emounts were 
extremely small. 

The rein which started on l- July continued for close to <0 days, and 
at the places where the smount of rvin thet came down during this period wis 
the grentest it vas 600-800 millimeters and was on the order of the annual. 
amount for a year in which the quantity of precipitation is small. The 
regions where it was most severe were To'kch'o'n and Pukch'ang, where 700 
millimeters of rain came down in a period of 13 days. This is the first 
time such a severe long ryiny spell as this has occurred in several decades 
recently, and there were even pleces where <00 millimeters or more of rain 


came down in the course of 5 day.

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Cloud and Sunshine. Cloudy Days: There were many cloudy days in 
April-July. To consider the cloudy days of April-May end July in comparison 
with normal years, they were ss shown in a Separate table, 

Provortion of Sunshine: In our country sunshine conditions are most 
favorable in the winter season, while in the summer serson exceedinyzly poor 
conditions are the normal rule but in 1963, in the spring season which is a 
period when conditions are relatively yood, they were exceedingly poor, and 
on the other hand in August, which is a period when the conditions are poor, 
they were relatively yzood. 

The wonth in which the proportion of sunshine was highest was Feb- 
ruars, and it reted on the order of 60-80 percent; as for the proportion of 
sunshine in July when it wes the lowest, there were almost no areas where it 
exceedea 30 percent. /.reas where the proportion of sunshine wes particulerly 
low were the coastal zones of the northern part of the east coast and the 
southern part of the west coast, where it was <O percent or lower (Ch'aingjin 
19.6%, Haeju 17.8%).
